In May, 1910, a group of young, un 
married women, some recent gradu- 
ates of college, but most of whom were 
daughters of members of the Mothers’ 
Rest Association were invited to a tea 
at the home of Mrs. A. C. Badger 
to dismiss the formation of a sewing 
club. Nothing was decided at that 
time but in the fall the Mothers’ Rest 
Club was formed. The usual officers, 
a President, Vice-president, secretary 
and treasurer were chosen and the 
dues were to he one dollar. The ob- 
ject was to sew for the Mothers’ Rest 
Association and to assist them when- 
ever any entertainment was to he held 
to raise money for their enterprise 
Several afternoon meetings were held 
during the year at the various homes 
of the members and tea was served. 

After four years the interest was 
on the wane for only three or four 
attended the meetings, so Mrs. Badger 
came to the rescue and suggested an 
increase in membership from 25 to 40 
and to serve simple luncheons. In the 
fall of 1915, after a very delicious 
luncheon at Mrs. Badger’s, the club 
started anew. From that time on the 
club has been most successful. The 
membership is limited to 40 and the 
dues are now $2 and there is a long 
waiting list. The club accomplishes a 
great deal at their eight regular meet- 
ings which are held the first Wednes- 
day of the month from October to May. 
For six or eight years the Club has 
given the Mothers’ Rest Association a 
gift of $500. That is their quota each 
year and it is raised by vote of the 
club, either as an assessment or by an 
activity. For several years a Rum- 
mage Sale has been held. This last 
year a Rummage Sale and a Bridge 
party of 50 tables was held. 

At the sewing meetings this last 
year 19 rompers, 8 dresses and 8 
bloomers to match, 11 children’s night- 
gowns, 40 diapers, 19 bibs, 3 pillow 
slips and 7 flannel crib blankets have 
been made as our donation to the Rest. 

Junior Mothers’ Rest Club 

In the fall of 1926, the Mothers’ 
Rest Club of Newton Centre, brought 
together a group of twenty of the 
younger married set in their town, 
and formed the Junior Mothers’ Rest 
Club. 

During their first year, they enlarged 
the club to thirty members, all of 
whom are active workers. They as- 
sist the Mothers’ Rest Association by 
raising money and by sewing during 
their winter meetings. 

They have now further shown their 
interest in the Association by making 
possible the advertising program and 
cabaret connected with the Lawn Fete. 

The Committee in charge of the 
Lawn Fete, a benefit for the Mothers’ 
Rest Association in Newton, have not 
forgotten the children. Ample enter- 
tainment will he provided for them 
on June 5th at the Estate of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry F. Stimpson, 186 Ham- 
mond Street, Chestnut Hill. The gates 
will he open at one o’clock. Games, 
Fortune Tellers, Magicians, Balloons, 
Grabs, Candy, Ice-cream, Pony-rides 
and a Goat Cart will form the attrac- 
tions. Miss Alene Potter will he in 
charge of the Pony rides and Mrs. 
Walter H. Jenney in charge of the 
games. The putting game will he of 
special interest to the grown-ups as 
well.

.Newtonville Association Holds 
Annual Meeting 

The annual meeting of the Newton- 
ville Improvement Association was 
hold Thursday evening at Central 
church, and tlie excellent attendance 
showed an increased interest in this 
society. Tlie president, Mr. James (’. 
Irwin, gave a report of tlie work of 
the organization for t he past year. 
He spoke of the results of the recent 
drive for new members of the asso 
elation, which lias so far added about 
250 new names. Some of the canvas- 
sers have not yet completed their 
work, and it is hoped that when the 
drive is finished, there will be 650 
members in all. Circulars were sent 
to 28»i0 homes to acquaint the people 
with the aims of the association, and 
appreciation was expressed for tin 
work of tlie 7S volunteers who car- 
ried on this house to house canvass. 

During the past year tlie executive 
committee has had subcommittees 
working on tlie betterment of condi- 
tions in the rear of some of the bus 
iness blocks, removal of obstructions 
on sidewalks, expediting of tlie in- 
stallation of tlie telephone system in 
the new development in the southwest 
section of the ward, investigation of 
the post-office closing hour, coopera- 
tion with the city in connection with 
the new fire alarm system, and a pre- 
preliminary study of the playground 
situation with a view to recommenda- 
tions for future development. It has 
also had representatives watching the 
effort to have the building code so 
amended as to permit the construction 
of more profitable apartment houses 
than are permissible under the pres- 
ent code. 

Mr. Irwin referred to the question of 
the location for the proposed new 
city hall, and to certain objections to 
the proposed location at the Common- 
wealth avenue and Homer street 
triangle, also to certain reasons for 
placing the new building on the old 
city hall location. He also remarked 
that Newtonville should be doing 
something toward formulating plans 
for a new library, and that this as- 
sociation would do well to take the 
initiative in such a movement. 

Tlie committee in charge of this 
meeting consisted of Messrs. Fred C. 
Woodcock. F. C. Alexander. Gorham 
W. Harris, George N. Merritt, and 
William B. Phelps. Mr. Woodcock 
then took change of * he meeting, aivl 
vocal selections were very pleasantly 
given by Mrs. Marian White Bartlett. 
An address was then given on “The 
Apartment House Menace and the Im- 
portance of Protective Measures,” by 
Mr. John C. Madden, former alderman, 
and chairman of the committee on 
claims and rules for the city of New- 
ton. Mr. Madden gave a very inform- 
ing address on this subject, and took 
tlie position that under the building 
code which some people consider too 
strict, our city has developed in a 
very attractive way. and is considered 
highly desirable by homeseekers. He 
thought that the provsions of tlie code 
for fireproof construction are desirable 
for apartment houses, and that there 
is an increasing tendency to erect 
such buildings of that type, and if 
they are needed here they can lie 
built here. He considered that build- 
ings erected on less strict standards 
would not be desirable for ih-' many 
eTderly people who would live in such 
structures, particularly as they might 
he built to a considerable height. 

Mr. Madden thought that the plan 
to create a quite limited apartment 
house zone close to tlie business dis- 
tricts of our villages would not work 
well, because if such buildings were 
put up in those districts, there would 
lie an immediate demand to have the 
apartment house zone enlarged to take 
in a number of streets at a greater 
distance from the centers, where peo-

The Old Newton 
Corner Fire Station 
—and the New 


One of the most unusual situations 
In years ns regards city affairH Is that 
which concerns the proposed location 
of the new fire house for Engine 1 and 
Ladder 3 at Newton Corner. These 
two pieces of apparatus are housed in 
an old building located on Washington 
Htreet just east of Nonantum square. 
This building when it was erected 
about 70 years ago, In the days of 
"hand-tubs” was considered so extrava- 
gantly Imposing for the little town, 
of that time, that It almost caused the 
then Newton to become divided; the 
west portion of the town threatening 
to separate. 

The transition of Newton Corner 
from a thinly to a thickly settled sub- 
urb, and the growth of Nonantum 
square Into a heavily travelled busi- 
ness section, long ago made the pres- 
ent location of the fire house there 
Impracticable. The large cars of the 
Boston Elevated pass every couple of 
minutes in front of the fire house mak- 
ing egress for the fire engine hazard- 
ous. Matters were further compli- 
cated when the huge aerial ladder 
truck was assigned to this station in 
1926. This truck measures 57 feet over 
all and it is a very difficult matter to 
drive it out from the house when an 
alarm comes. Washington street, at 
this point is Just about as wide from 
curb to curb as the truck is long, so 
it is a ticklish job to navigate the huge 
apparatus out of the building. 

Over 20 years ago agitation started 
for a new fire station at Newton Cor- 
ner. The building was antiquated and 
the location unsuitable. Various places 
were mentioned as sites for a new 
house, hut nothing was done. When 
the Boston & Albany tracks were low- 
ered and Washington street widened, 
about 30 years ago, the large old wood- 
en building, formerly the Channing 
Church, and later the armory for 
Company C of the 5th Regiment. M. 
V. M., was moved at right angles from 
its former position and stood parallel 
to Washington street. This building, 
during the years it was used as an ar- 
mory, was also the most popularly 
used hall in the city for dances and 
public entertainments. 

Until the beginning of this century, 
part of the building where Engine 1 is 
housed, was used as a police station. 
When the call firemen, who formerly 
served Engine 1, were replaced by per- 
manent firemen, all the room in the 
building was needed, so a new police 
station was deemed necessary. The 
NEWTON GRAPHIC at that time, ad- 
vocated the conversion into a police 
station of the old Engine 1 building, 
and the erection of a new fire house 
on the location of the armory. This 
suggestion was made because it had 
been proposed to build a new state ar- 
mory at West Newton and with the 
erection of this building, the old ar- 
mory at Newton would be no longer 
needed. Fred Hubbard, then aider- 
man from Ward 1, worked for the erec- 
tion of the new police station at the 
rear of the then armory building, and 
the station was put there. This build- 
ing has been little used other than 
for a locker room for the policemen 
assigned to Newton Corner. The three 
cells in the building are occupied by 
a prisoner, or prisoners, only for the 
few minutes intervening between the 
time they are brought to the station, 
and the arrival of the police wagon 
from West Newton. The only prison- 
ers brought to this station are those 
arrested in the vicinity of it. 

The police station has also been 
used as a polling place, and it has 
made an unsatisfactory one. The vot- 
ing booths have been in the second 
story of the building and the place 
has been so consistently grimy and 
dirty that people going there to vote 
have had their clothes soiled, accord- 
ing to election officers who served 
at this precinct. The last time this 
place was used for election purposes, 
the precinct officers became so in- 
dignant at its dirty condition, that 
they sent a protest to City Hall. The 
retention of the present police station 
is not necessary. No police officer 
can be found there except when the 
different shifts assemble for roll-calls. 
Locker facilities for the policemen, 
can be provided in the new fire sta- 
tion. 

In 1912 the new state armory was 
built at West Newton and the old ar- 
mory at Newton became unoccupied. 
The building became neglected look- 
ing and an increasing demand for its 
demolition resulted in the razing of it 
several years later. It was suggested 
that the site ho sold by the city, but. 
so common was the impression that 
this location was where the new fire 
station would he placed, that the land 
was converted Into a small park and 
retained by the city until funds could 
he spared to build the new fire house 
ou it. 

In 1925 agitation was started for the 
taking of the old wooden building at 
Washington and Thornton streets as 
the site for the long needed quarters 
for Engine 1. There is an interesting 
story connected with the “naming" of 
this building. In the last century there 
resided in the Newton Corner sec- 
tion an enterprising Individual— 
J. Frank Boyd. Mr. Boyd was one 
of the first persons in Greater Boston 
to sense the future rapid growth of 
this section. He realized that subur- 
ban Boston had a big futuro and start- 
l'd to develop real estate on a scnle 
almost unknown in the period shortly 
after the close of the Civil War. In 
the early 70’s Mr. Boyd acquired large | 
areas of land where lloyd and Morse ( 
streets now are located at Newton Cor- 
ner and Watertown and erected many 
houses thereon, lie had even more 
pretentious Ideas, lie built the long 
brick block on Galen street, just north 
of Boyd street and he planned and 
built the large wooden building which 
was to be known as "Poverty Block." 
He started to erect this block in 1S72. 
Both the blocks and most of the houses 
erected by Mr. Boyd were of the 
style popular at that period — the Man- 
sard roof type. 

The enterprise, the euergy of Mr. 
Boyd, was doomed to failure. Not be- 
cause of any fault of his. Just as he

was in the midst of his big building 
projects, came the Boston and Chicago 
conflagrations, and the resultant bus- 
iness and financial depression. He 
was caught in the economic mael- 
strom. and could not meet his finan- 
cial obligations. He lost the big build- 
ing he was erecting on Washington 
street. Granville Fuller of Brighton, 
who had furnished the material for it. 
became its owner. The carpenters and 
other workmen who had been em- 
ployed on it did not receive much of 
their wages. In disgust— they dubbed 
the building “Poverty Block." and the 
name stuck, seriously affectiug the fu- 
ture value of the structure. 

Mr. Fuller and his heirs owned the 
most of the building for over 30 years 
and during this time the block was 
kept in good condition. Abouf 25 years 
ago. following the deaths of the Ful- 
lers. the ownership of the block 
passed into the hands of different par- 
ties. For many years each of the 
seven tenements in the block had a 
separate owner. This fact contribu- 
ted to the deterioration of the build- 
ing and prevented its sale at a reason- 
able figure for business development. 
For many years the block has been 
unsightly. Two of the tenements 
were converted into stores, two other 
tenements were converted into two- 
family dwellings, unsightly stairs were 
erected outside the rear of the build- 
ing. the slate roof was replaced with 
various kinds of material, some of the 
tenement fronts were re-painted, and 
some have not been repainted within 
the memory of the present gneration. 
Altogther, the block, for many years, 
has not been an asset to the city. Be- 
cause of its uninviting appearance. Al- 
derman Gallagher, upon his election to 
the Board, started a determined effort 
to have it removed through the proc- 
ess of the city taking it as the site 
for a new fire station.

pie own large lots which could be 
used for apartment house construc- 
tion. He though that under the law 
it was quite possible that such an en- 
largement of the apartment zone 
might be necessary, if once the privi- 
lege was extended to the streets im- 
mediately adjoining the centers. He 
feared that litigation might result, and 
thought the best way was to stick to 
the high standards which have pro- 
duced such excellent results in the 
past. He thought that Newton is 
growing fast enough, and that if it 
grew too fast it might bring in a lot 
of people who were not familiar with 
the city and its ideas and standards. 

At the close of this address, which 
was very heartily applauded. Mr. Ir- 
win called attention to the fact that 
apartment houses conforming to the 
building code can be built now over 
a considerable part of the territory 
of Newtonville. 

An illustrated address was then giv- 
en on the subject of "The Small Gar- 
den." by Mr. Robert Nathan Cram, 
landscape architect and instructor, in 
the Harvard school of landscape archi- 
tecture. He showed many beautiful 
pictures of gardens in Italy, England, 
and the United States, illustrated with 
slides in natural colors taken by the 
Lumiere autochrome process. Some 
of his pictures were taken in the Ar- 
nold Arboretum. Mr. Cram spoke of 
the wonderful beauty and extraordin- 
ary extent of this collection, and 
wished people might visit it more. 
His talk gave much pleasure to all 
interested in gardening.

departed. Mr. Wetherbee then read 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address. Tito var-i 
ous organizations then laid floral trib- 
utes on the base of the moument, af- 
ter which a squad from Company C 
fired three volleys and "taps” were 
sounded. 

The parade was then resumed along 
Walnut street to Cabot, where a de- 
tour was made to the Gov. John A. An- 
drew Home on Washington Park 
where the band played ;i few selec- 
tions as a tribute to the aged widows 
of Civil War Veterans who reside at 
the home and who were assembled on 
the veranda. The procession then re- 
sumed its march along Walnut and 
Washington streets to the State Ar- 
mory at West Newton where dinner 
was served. 

Following the dinner. Commander 
Mick of Charles Ward Post thanked 
those who had assisted in the observ- 
ance of the day. Wilfred A. Weth- 
erbee. Assistant Adjutant General of 
the G. A. R. in Massachusetts, acting 
as master of ceremonies, introduced 
Mayor Childs as the first speaker. The 
Mayor said, in part, "We don't de- 
serve special credit for honoring those 
who saved this nation. We receive 
more inspiration by properly observ- 
ing Memorial Day and honoring the 
veterans of the Civil War than we 
would have gotten by going to a base- 
ball game or to the golf links." The 
Mayor commented that those who par- 
ticipated in the parade had a good in- 
fluence on the many children who had 
gathered along the line of march by 
the example they showed in accord- 
ing honor to the few remaining vet- 
erans. 

Representative Arthur Hollis laud- 
ed the fact that for 60 years not a 
comrade’s grave in Newton hns been 
undecorated on a Memorial Day by 
members of the G. A. R. He asserted 
that "the Civil War was the most glo- 
rious period in American history." 
Sinclair Weeks, president of the Board 
of Aldermen, urged that people 
should devote one day in the year. 
Memorial Day. in honoring those who 
had departed. Past Commander Jul- 
ius Ramm of Newton Legion Post, and 
Commander Meehan of the Spanish 
War Veterans, pledged to the G. A 
R. that these younger organizations 
will carry on the observance of Me- 
morial Day. Commander Donnld Hill 
of Newton Post. American Legion, re- 
marked that "Newton is one of the few 
cities in this state which has not 
erected a fitting memorial to those 
who have participated in the wars 
waged by this country.” He hoped 
that plans for a suitable memorial in 
Newton will have been made before 
next Armistice Day and that the me- 
morial will have been completed in 
1930 when the Tercentenary Anniver- 
sary will be observed.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


An example of the desire of New- 
ton’s Representatives in the Legisla- 
ture to guard the city's interests Is 
shown by the action of the General 
Court this week in n bill to extend 
the Metropolitan sewer district into 
Norwood. Stoughton. Canton and Shar 
on. On the face of it the bill would 
not seem to affect Newton but our 
Representatives and City Solicitor Jo- 
seph W. Bartlett, who also watches 
everything that goes on at the State 
House, realized thqt the extension of 
the sewer to these towns would mean 
a jump in the Metropolitan District 
Tax. This would be passed along to 
the Newton taxpayer who might find 
that the city’s tax rate had been in- 
creased a considerable amount. In 
fact opinion differs as to whether it 
would mean an increase of $1 in our 
tax rate or not. There was no pos- 
sibility of defeating the bill but there 
was a chance of reducing the amount 
of tax or rather of Newton’s share of 
the Metropolitan District Tax. This 
could be brought about, it was found, 
if the entrance fee of the several 
towns was increased. Accordingly the 
Newton Representatives and City Sol- 
icitor Bartlett pointed out to the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
that the towns in question should pay 
more than the bill originally specified 
in order to get the benefit of the ex- 
tension. Therefore, on enactment 
stage, which is the very last oppor- 
tunity for amending, the House voted 
to amend by increasing the entrance 
fee of Norwood, Stoughton, Canton 
and Sharon from $440,000 to $500,000. 
This is a matter of only $60,000. to 
be sure, but it means something on 
our tnx bills. The Senate concurred 
with the House and after attaching 
nil emergency preamble sent the bill 
to the Governor. 

It now appears that the bill to estab- 
lish an excise tax on automobiles and 
repeal the local tax is likely to be- 
come law the measure having passed 
the Senate and advanced concurrence 
by the House. It is something for 
which assessors from all over the 
State have urged for years before the 
Legislative Committee on Taxation. 
They have pointed out that under the 
present law an automobile that is pur- 
chased after April 1 may not be listed 
unless the owner declares it when the 
assessor calls at his home. The con- 
tention has been that many people de- 
liberately evade paying their local tax 
on an automobile by not taking over 
the care until after April 1. The as- 
sessors have maintained that the way 
to circumvent this was by imposing 
an excise tax and this they have at 
last persuaded the Legislature to do. 
Opponents of the bill stated In de- 
bate that although the excise tax was 
a good idea they were afraid that its 
passage this year might tend to de- 
feat the proposal to establish a two 
cent tax on each gallon of gasoline. 
They said that there would undoubt- 
edly be a referendum to the voters 
next Fall on the gasoline tax and 
those who wanted to kill the gasoline 
tax would argue that two measures 
had been passed this year to injure 
automobile owners. That may prove 
to be the case, but it is doubtful if 
right-milled citizens will listen to 
such misstatements. 

There have been several vetoes of 
late, some on special bills and others 
on measures of direct interest to the 
city of Newton. The Governor re- 
turned without his approval the bill to 
amend the statutes so as to permit 
proceeds from the sale of automobiles, 
seized by the State for violation of 
the liquor laws, to he used for pay- 
ing liens outstanding against the car. 
The House voted to override the Gov- 
ernor but the Senate voted to sustain 
him. In consequence the Governor's 
veto stands and the bill does not be- 
come a law. Representative Hollis 
was one of those who voted to over- 
ride while Representatives Luitwieler 
and Saltonstall voted to sustain. Rep- 
resentative Thompson was not record- 
ed. In the Senate, Senator Simoueau 
was not recorded. 

The hill to permit Middlesex county 
to raise money and expend it for a 
tuberculosis hospital has been enacted 
by both branches and sent to Gov. 
Fuller for his approval or rejection. 

It will be a distinct loss to the Com- 
monwealth this year not to have the 
services of Deputy Secretary of State 
Herbert H. Boynton, who for many 
years has had charge of the printing 
and distribution of the ballots for pri- 
maries and elections. There is much 
detail as the preparation of nomina- 
tion papers, etc., is to say the least 
a somewhat complicated matter. Mr. 
Boynton had an intimate knowledge 
of the law and always handled the job 
admirably. He will be seventy years 
old June 21 and under the law must 
retire. This year’s Legislature thought 
it would be wise to keep him for six 
months after his retirement in order 
that he might have charge of the bal- 
lots at the coming Presidential elec- 
tion. It passed a bill exempting him 
for six months from the provisions of 
the retirement act which made him 
eligible to serve the Commonwealth 
until Dec. 31. When the bill went to 
the Governor he vetoed it, saving that 
he did not believe in tampering with 
t lie State retirement law. He could 
not see that any one individual was 
so Important to the State that he 
should be retained beyond the legal 
limit of service. The House sustained 
t be veto. Messrs. Hollis, Luitwieler 
and Salstonstall voted to sustain the 
Governor. Representative Thompson 
was not recorded. 

The petition of Mayor Childs and 
the Aldermen for the reconstruction 
by the State Department of Public 
Works of the Washington Street 
bridge over the Charles River be- 
tween Newton and Wellesley at Low- 
er Falls has been referred to the 
Committee on Rules. It was filed 
Monday by Representative Hollis. 

Representative Luitwieler held the 
center of the stage during a part of 
Monday’s session of the i louse when 
he moved to strike out the enacting 
clause from the so-called prisoner’s 
pay bill which permits the payment 
of compensation to Inmates or State 
Prison, Concord Reformatory and the 
Reformatory for Women. He said lie 
bad voted for the bill but now felt it 
was vicious legislation. The House re 
fused to strike out the enacting clause 
and the bill was advanced. Messrs.

Session Is Held 


School Committee Continues Study 

Of Vocational School 

A preliminary move for the con- 
struction of new school buildings on 
the south side of the city was taken 
Monday night at the regular meeting 
of the school committee when it was 
voted to conduct a survey to deter- 
mine the need for a new high school 
or junior high school and the site of 
it in either Newton Centre or Newton 
Highlands. 

The vote was taken after consider- 
able discussion was held on the ques- 
tion brought up by Committeeman 
Joseph F. Lockett, who called atten- 
tion to the fact that the new John 
Ward school .which is to open in Sep- 
tember will not relieve t he present 
congestion in the Mason district ma- 
terially. He also told of the agitation 
many residents have made for repre- 
sentation in the junior high school 
system in both Newton Centre and 
Newton Highlands. The land on Paul 
street owned by the city is regarded 
as a logical site for such a school. The 
committee to make the survey was In- 
structed to bring Its report before the 
October meeting. 

Vocational Survey Not Finished 

An executive session was held dur- 
ing which the committee discussed t lie 
vocational school question. At the 
close of the session the following 
statement was given to the press: — 

"At a meeting of the committee of 
the whole appointed to investigate 
the Vocational School, Mr. Robert (). 
Small, deputy commissioner of edu- 
cation of Massachusetts, addressed 
the committee on the needs and use- 
fulness of the Newton Vocational 
School. No definite action will he 
taken until the committee has gath- 
ered all the facts from hearings to he 
held in the future.” 

No Holiday June 18th 

The question of whether or not the 
schools should ho closed on Monday, 
June 18th. on which day Bunker Hill 
day will he celebrated was discussed 
with three of the members present 
voting to remain open and Committee- 
men Tracy and Hutchins refusing to 
vote. When the matter was taken up 
Superintendent Wheeler said that if 
the schools were to remain open on 
that date Newton would be the only 
one of seventeen cities and towns in 
Greater Boston that closed the schools 
last year and failed to do so this year. 
As the holiday falls on Monday it 
would also mean that many pupils, 
among them some who had a perfect 
attendance record to date, would he 
absent, having not returned from the 
week-end holiday. He also stated that 
the loss of the day would not inter- 
fere with the school programs. 

Those who favored maintaining 
school asserted that because other cit- 
ies and towns closed was no reason 
that Newton should and that inas- 
much as school closed for the summer 
on the Thursday following, the week 
would not he of much value from an 
educational standpoint if the Monday 
holiday was observed. On motion of 
Committeeman Calkins it was voted 
to keep Hie grade schools in session. 
Those who voted in favor were Lock- 
ett. Calkins and Church. 

Upper Falls Residents At Hearing 

Prior to tin* opening of the meeting 
a delegation of Upper Falls residents, 
headed by Alderman John Temperley, 
appeared before the playground sub- 
committee and spoke in favor of the 
proposal to take additional land for 
school playground purposes in the 
rear of tin* Emerson school. Some ob- 
jection was made to the demolition 
of the Wade school, which had been 


Luitwieler and Salstonstall voted in 
favor and Mr. Hollis against striking 
out. Mr. Thompson was not recorded. 

The Governor did a very unsual 
thing in allowing the bill for pensions 
for city employes of Newton to be- 
come a law without his signature. It 
Is seldom that a Chief Executive does 
this hut evidently the Governor hud 
some very good reason for not signing 
the hill. Apparently ho was not so 
set against it that he felt justified in 
vetoing it. The general belief is that 
the Governor Is not in sympathy witli 
tlie general system of pensions for 
public employes.

Edinburgh Is rightly proud of Its 
long history, but it would be difficult 
to say exactly when that history be- 
gan. The castle rock doubtless com- 
mended Itself ns a desirable defensive 
position to the early Britons, and one 
limy enter upon a wide Held of con- 
lecture ns to why they gave It Its first 
name of Mynyd Agncd; signifying the 
“painted mound,” fn what must have 
been a dim anil misty past even to the 
Gads, who Inter Christened It Dune- 
din. 

The oldest form of its present name 
was Kdwineshurgh, as It Is recorded 
In the foundation charter of llolyrnod 
in 1128. and authentic history prior to 
that date is lacking, according to a 
writer In the Weekly Scotsman Ac- 
cording to Sinjpon of Durham the 
buildings on the hill in the Ninth cen- 
tury, apart from the castle, consti- 
tuted only a small village; and It was 
not till 101)3 when, on the death of 
Malcolm Cennmor, It became the place 
of refuge of Queen Margaret that 
Edinburgh emerged from obscurity.

TO INCREASE WATER SUPPLY 

Another important step in tlie im- 
provement of Newton’s water supply 
was taken yesterday morning when 
bids were opened from contractors 
who submitted figures for tlie work 
which will shortly start at the water 
reservation on tlie Needham side of 
tlie Charles River. Tlie contract will 
call for tlie removal of surface loam 
from two depressions on the reserva- 
tion, one of which forms a large bowl 
shaped declivity. Into these depres- 
sions after tlie soil lias been removed 
until tlie underlying sand and gravel 
lias been reached, millions of gallons 
of water will be pumped from tlie 
river. Then, through hundreds of feet 
of gravel and sand tills water will 
filter into the supply wells.

The bidders 
and bids are McDonald Construction 
Company, $9500; Peter Salvucei, 
$13,500; Reynolds Bros., $13,500; J. 
it. Delaney & Son, $14,400; James 
Chesranone A- Son, $10,100.

“The place of death Is no longer In 
our eyes, a place of gloom, desertion 
and sorrow, at the bare Idea of which 
we shudder with horror and dismay. 
It is an agreeable resting place to 
which we retire at the close of life, 
still to be visited and gazed upon and 
cared for by those we hold dear." 

The above quotation from some un- 
known author, aptly describes the 
Newton Cemetery. It is very doubt- 
ful, if all of our citizens are aware of 
the natural beauty and loveliness of 
the one hundred and fifteen acres, in 
the very heart of the city, which com- 
pose the Newton Cemetery. 

Over seventy years ago, our fore- 
fathers realizing that the existing 
church yard burial grounds would 
soon become inadequate for the needs 
of the town, formed the Newton Ceme- 
tery corporation, the exact date being 
April 5, 1855. About thirty acres of 
land were first purchased with an en- 
trance through what is now known as 
Cemetery avenue, off Homer street, 
the present Walnut street being un- 
constructed at that time. A portion 
of land purchased was owned by the 
father of the late Rev. James Freeman 
Clarke and on it was an old morocco 
factory owned by him. The name of 
Grove Hill Cemetery was first select- 
ed when the project was suggested 
but changed to its present name when 
the corporation was organized. Dr. 
Henry Bigelow, for whom the Bigelow

school was named, and one of the 
most influential men of the town, and 
Marshall S. Rice, for many years the 
town clerk, were prime movers in the 
matter and the first board of trustees 
was composed of Rev. Barnas Sears, 
president; J. S. Clark. Seth Davis, 
Rev. Jonathon E. Woodbridge, John 
D. Towle. Mr. Rice and Dr. Bigelow. 
Joseph W. Plimpton was clerk and Jo- 
seph N. Bacon, treasurer. Rev. Mr. 
Sears resigned as president in Novem- 
ber, 1855, and Dr. Bigelow succeeded 
hint, serving until his death in 1866. 

In 1856 Walnut street was laid out 
south of Homer street and the main 
entrance planned for that street, but 
it was not until 1S69, at the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Warren P. Tyler, that the 
present beautiful gateway was de- 
architect, and erected at a cost of 
signed by Mr. George F. Meacham. the 
$4500. 

Tlie cemetery was consecrated June 
10, 1857, after passing through a try- 
ing financial experience. The exer- 
cises included an historical address by 
Dr. Bigelow, original hymns by Mr. 
j S. Jennison. Jr., and Rev. Samuel F. 
Smith and an address by Rev. Mr. 
Huntington of Cambridge. 

The Soldiers monument was author- 
ized by the town in 1863 and the total 
expense of about $5200 was partially 
raised by 1100 school children who 
gave a dime apiece and popular sub- 
scriptions of $1.00 each, by which 
about $1200 was raised. The monu- 
ment is a shaft of Quincy granite, 28 
feet in height and was dedicated July 
23. 1864. It was the second Soldiers 
monument to be erected in the state. 
On the same lot is a tablet contain- 
ing the names of soldiers from New- 
ton killed during the Civil War. 

The beautiful chapel given by the 
late John S. Fallow, and endowed 
with a gift of $10,000 from his chil- 
dren. is a memorial to Dr. Bigelow. It 
is a heavy Gothic structure with open 
timber ceiling and terra cotta tiling 
dado. At the side and opening into 
the chapel is the conservatory filled 
with tropical and flowering shrubs ar- 
tistically arranged in rockeries and 
flowing water. The chapel contains 
a tablet in memory of Dr. Bigelow and 
a bronze memorial of Mr. Farlow. It 
was dedicated Sept. 26, 1S85. 

A receiving tomb was erected by 
the town in 1861, but was removed in 
1SS5 to make room for the memorial 
chapel and the present tomb built at 
the joint expense of the city and 
Cemetery. 

The Newton Cemetery was one of 
the first to require all work by private 
lot owners to be approved by the su- 
perintendent. the rule having been in 
force since 1859. Perpetual care has 
been required since 1S73 and hedges, 
iron fences and stone curbings have 
been barred since 1876. There is only 
one lot in the cemetery having an 
iron fence about it. 

In addition to the perpetual care 
which is included in the price of the 
cemetery lot. a fund has been estab- 
lished. called the Perpetual Renewal 
Fund, which provides for the renewal 
of monumental work when it becomes 
broken or decayed. With the Perpet- 
ual Care Fund to properly maintain 
the lot and the Perpetual Renewal 
Fund to maintain the stone work, the 
lot owners in the Newton Cemetery 
can have no fear as to the future 
resting places of their dear ones. The 
Perpetual Care fund now amounts to 
$375,891.46 and the Perpetual Renew- 
al Fund to $14,015.12. 

The price of lots is most reasonable, 
single graves costing $75 and lots of 
two or more graves (27 square feet to 
a grave) costing $2 and upwards per 
square foot. The small sum of $10 is 
charged for the use of the Chapel for 
funeral services. The number of in- 
terments in the Cemetery to Decem- 
ber 31, 1927, was 11,672 and there are 
2984 lot owners. 

Newton is indeed fortunate in re- 
spect to its cemetery and can heartily 
endorse the following words of Chief 
Justice Story, who said: “Let us erect 
the memorial of our love, our grati- 
ture and our glory. Here let the brave 
repose, who have died in the cause 
of their country. Here let the states- 
man rest, who has achieved the vic- 
tories of peace, not less renowned 
than war. Here let genius find a 
home that has sung the immortal 
strains, or has instructed with still 
divine eloquence. Here let learning 
and science, the votaries of inventive 
art and the teachers of the philosophy 
of nature come Here let youth and 
beauty, blighted by premature decay, 
drop like blossoms into the virgin 
earth, and here let age retire, ripened 
for the harvest. Above all. here let 
the benefactors of mankind, the good, 
the merciful, the meek, the pure in 
heart be congregated, for to them be- 
longs a song of praise. And let us 
take comfort, nay let us rejoice, that 
in future ages, long after we are gath- 
ered to the generations of other days, 
thousands of kindling hearts will here 
repeat the sublime declarations, 
Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord, for they rest from their lubors 
and their works do follow them."

Shakespeare Club 

The prizes of gold pieces awarded 
annually by the Shakespeare Club of 
Newton Highlands for excellence 111 
essny writing upon the life and works 
of Shnkespeare by High School stu- 
dents were given on Wednesday, May 
16th. to the following, with the mas- 
ter of the English Department of New- 
ton High School, Mr. Edwin B. Rich- 
ards. making the presentation speech, 
and quoting from Mrs. Bornnrd Early, 
president of the Shakespeare Club 
during tiie past year: Alice Galla- 
gher, class of ’30, of Newton High- 
lands: Betty Tucker, class of ’.11, of 
Newton Centre, and Constance Mar- 
cy, class of ’31. of Newton Highlands. 
To Miss Gallagher fell the honor of 
first prize of five dollnrs in gold; and 
to Miss Tucker and Miss Mnrcy, sec- 
ond and third prizes of $2.50 each in 
gold. These were selected as win- 
ners, after ten contestants had read 
from books upon Shakespeare In the 
School Library, by a committee con- 
sisting of Miss Weatherby, Miss 
Smith and Mr. Richards. 

As president of the Club that pays 
tribute to the master dramatist whose 
works they study yearly with pleasure 
and profit. Mrs. Early expressing her 
gratification in so being able to en- 
courage and reward the appreciation 
of literature, and the recording of this 
appreciation in essay form, said; 

It is with very great pleasure that 
the Shakespeare Club of Newton 
Highlands presents these small tokens 
to the winners today. We feel that 
"It’s not for the sake of the ribboned 
coat, 

Or the selfish hope of a season’s 
fame," 

that these young people have striven 
and won — for. having striven, they 
have acquired something which will 
be with them all through their lives — 
a love and ndmiration for the great 
works of Shakespeare. 

Therefore it must he admitted that 
we as a club may well feel proud and 
happy on such an occasion ns this. 

Miss Gallagher’s splendid essay, en- 
titled “Great Characters from Shakes- 
peare,” which stood out in “thought 
and expression,” so winning for it 
first place, is given in full as follows, 
the Shakespeare Club and the Club 
Editor sharing in the pleasure of giv- 
ing this to all readers: 

FAMOUS CHARACTERS OF 
SHAKESPEARE 


Although a large percentage of the 
plots for Shakespeare’s plays are not 
original, all credit for them is given 
to him. Yet it is not the plots them- 
selves which make them famous; it 
is the characters. Were the charac- 
ters portrayed any differently, were 
they changed even in the minutest de- 
tail, these immortal plays would long 
since have sunk into oblivion. In 
these characters, Shakespeare has 
woven all the ideals of manhood, all 
human weaknesses and desires and 
passions; in them he has delineated 
ecstatic joy, utter despair, and con- 
suming bate. Everyone can find some 
part of himself hidden in one of 
Shakespeare’s characters. 

Among the foremost of famous per- 
sonages is Hamlet. Hamlet the mad- 
man, the avenger, the lover. This 
young prince of highest character is 
nobly unconscious of his moral in- 
stincts, Ills courage, his honor, his 
generosity, his tenderness, his sense 
of truth and right, his self-restraint 
and sacrifice. Overcome with grief 
for ills dead father, disturbed and ter- 
rified by the appearance of his ghost, 
and shamed and angered by his moth- 
er’s disgraceful conduct, it is quite 
natural that his mind should he affect- 
ed. Knowing that under the circum- 
stances lie could not he ills natural 
self and that therefore the king might 
suspect the truth, it is quite probable 
that lie feigned madness to ward off 
suspicion. The fact that his mind 
was slightly deranged at times aided 
him in this successful attempt at ap- 
parent insanity. Having promised to 
avenge the death of his father, he is 
immediately confronted with a prob- 
lem which is impossible to him. Be- 
ing of a gentle disposition the very 
thought of taking human life was odi- 
ous to him. And yet lie had given his 
word. Furthermore, he could not kill 
the king until lie, Hamlet, was able 
to prove the king’s guilt. Tills was 
impossible unless the king himself 
should confess his crime. Hamlet suf- 
fered intolerable agony from this in- 
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communicable secret. Yet, he never 
complained; lie divulged his secret to 
no one. Nothing but his tremendous 
will power kept him to this task; like- 
wise nothing else kept him from hurl- 
ing himself at the king. He was bravo 
and careless of death. He was not 
unwilling to die; but his uncle must 
dio first. It was only when his own 
end was near that he obeyed his inner 
impulse and slew the king. But this 
was not until fate had prepared mat- 
ters for him and ids friend could es- 
tablish the king’s guilt. In hnppter 
times before this melancholy and an- 
guish came upon him, he had loved 
the beautiful Ophelia. But this grent 
trouble overshadowed this love; it 
made him almost forgetful. He treat- 
ed her harshly and then wrote her ar- 
dent letters begging forgiveness, and 
asking her to doubt anything under 
the sun but not his love. Fate was 
unduly cruel to Hamlet. However, she 
manifested n spark of kindness when 
she did not force him to live when all 
that was dear to him was gone. His 
beautiful and pure nature was des- 
troyed just ns a fine and delicate vase 
is shattered when filled with rough 
and weighty substances. 

Then there is Rosalind. There is 
something bewitching about her. She 
is cheerful, witty, generous, unselfish, 
courageous, and modest. Her heart 
diffuses sunshine and like the sun- 
shine she flitters from place to place 
warming and cheering everything. No 
sorrow can completely overcome her 
joyous spirits. When w<§ first meet 
her she is almost a captive, sad and 
unhappy. However, as soon as she 
i.s free in God’s great outdoors, she 
is just bubbling over with playfulness 
and joy. She is like a bird that in a 
cage sits with drooping: but when 
freed soars joyously to infinite 
heights. She is ns fresh and light as 
the morning breezes. Her unconscious 
wit while often personal, never stings. 
When she meets Orlando, whom she 
deeply loves, her funloving nature 
prompts her to keep her identity a 
secret and to trifle with him and pre- 
tend to cure his love. Even in her 
male attire she is attractive. To pre- 
vent detection she must sacrifice some 
of her maidenly modesty. But this 
far from detracts from her delightful 
personality. 

Another well known character Is 
Macbeth. Macbeth is a man of ac- 
tion and experience, impetuous, im- 
perious, used to carrying out his own 
plans and getting what he wants re- 
gardless of the consequences. He 
does not love good for its own sake. 
Ho does not detest the murder of Dun- 
can because it is a horrible crime, but 
because of his loyalty and relation- 
ship to him and because he fears that 
in killing him he will he teaching oth- 
ers how to kill himself. After the 
dreadful deed has been committed he 
becomes obsessed with a fear of de- 
tection and anxious to remove those 
persons who in time might snatch 
from him ills so criminally obtained 
crown. On the other hand, we can- 
not think of Macbeth without think- 
ing of his wife. He probably would 
not have been what he was if it had 
not been for her. She is a woman of 
great resource and strength of mind. 
She, therefore thinks it cowardly and 
weak, when desiring something, to 
fail to secure it when the opportunity 
arises. Devoted as she Is to her hus- 
band, she aids him in every way to 
realize his ambitions. She does not 
even shrink from murder. It is she 
who plans the killing of Duncan, it is 
she who holds Macbeth sternly to the 
task and who covers up their crime. 
Yet, that she must have had a con- 
science is shown in her sleep walking. 
It is quite evident that she relives the 
scene again and again in her sleep. 
Macbth lias no strength of character. 
He is weak when it comes to a crisis. 
However, as soon as a need for ac- 
tion is pointed out to him lie becomes 
strong and invincible. He is impa- 
tient and will not wait. His whole 
desire i.s for action. As a man of ac- 
tion. lie dies in action. It is the only 
suitable way for him to dio. 

Anotlu r character whom one gen- 
erally thinks of first is Shylock. Shy- 
lock is a relentless, grafting, cruel 
Jew. Yet, had his religion been dif- 
ferent. lie might have been an entire- 
ly different man. His race was per- 
secuted, insulted, treated with con- 
tempt. His nation was proud, never 
ceased to provoke hostility, hated Its 
tormentors, hut had no power to take 
revenge. Is it any wonder that Shy- 
lock’s heart congealed and every drop 
of mercy lmd been destroyed? Money 
was his only defence, and in order to 
accumulate more and more money, he 
had become a grasping insurer. Noth- 
ing interests him but Ids money, Ills 
jewels. Even when his daughter 
eloped with a Christian, his whole 
concern was for ilia ducats and his 
Jewels. Nevertheless, so great is his 
hate for the Christians and especially 
for Antonia, that it overcomes his 
creed and he is willing to sacrifice 
three thousand ducats. He knows the 
law: ho will stand staunchly by it. 
if it will feed nothing else, it will 
f< cd my revenge" is ills only reason 
for demanding a pound of tlesli. But 
in standing up for the law so firmly, 
he is only strengthening his enemies. 
In the very moment of his awful tri- 
umph In* is cast down weak, pitiable, 
and heart broken. Notwithstanding 
this bitter disappointment and severe 
reverses, lie deserves all that he re- 
ceived. But Shylock after all is only 
huinuu. lie is like other men in ev- 
erything Imt religion. He is not al- 
together wrong when he says: "If 
you prick us do wo lot bleed? if you 
tickle us do wo not laugh? If you poi 
son us do we not die? if you wrong 
us. shall wo not revenge?” 

If Shylock is the strength of "The 
Merchant of Venice,” Portia is the 
j beauty of it. Practical in her tasto, 
| ; cnsihlo, intelligent, merry, wise, un- 
derstanding, affectionate uud lineal- 

I ! Ilsli, Portia seems to lu> ail example 
el a perfect woman. She is a hit 
self i nuHcious; talks much of herself, 
hut o modestly that one wishes her 
In continue. It is surprising lliut one 


so well aware of her tnstos of her 
good points should bear them so moek- 
Iy. Site shows her virtues when she 
adheres rigidly to her father’s will 
and cheerfully endures the company 
of her unwelcome suitors. Even when 
Bassauio comes she is determined not 
to hint as to which is the right cas- 
ket. But alas! her love is too strong 
nml she unconsciously advises him, 
so that lie lias no doubt which is the 
right chest. She is strongest in the 
court scene. Her consciousness of 
power does not render her ostenta- 
tious or conceited as it might others; 
but it only serves to make her cool, 
collected, and firm. Having tnken care 
to become informed of the law and 
the facts of the ease, there is no hes- 
itation on her part and she does just 
the right thing nt the right moment. 
Her eloquence is very impressive and 
her well known speech on "Mercy” 
will always be remembered. Her mod- 
esty is shown when she refuses to 
remain at the scene of her triumph 
and returns home to await her hus- 
band’s coming. The music floating 
from her house is sweet to her ears, 
and that her good act has made her 
happy is Shown when she says of a 
candle: 

"How far that little candle throws its 
beams! 

So shines a good deed in a naughty 
world.” 

There is another Portia in “Julius 
Caesar.” However, it is not she who 
is famous but her husband, Brutus. 
His character is full of beauty and 
sweetness. Ho is upright, gentle, and 
pure; his mind is enriched and forti- 
fied by much reading. He i.s an en- 
thusiastic student of hooks and Plato, 
the Greek philosopher and reformer 
is his favorite teacher. Plato is al- 
ways with him. in the Senate, in the 
battle, at the fireside. He possesses 
all the virtues which win the respect 
of the multitude. Furthermore, he is 
a strong patriot. He loves the old Ro- 
man republic and the idea of relin- 
quishing it is not pleasant. There is 
nothing base about him. It is only 
his imagination and high ideals which 
force him to enter Cassius’s conspir- 
acy. He fears, lie believes, that if 
Caesar is crowned king, lie will ho 
come degenerated and he an entirely 
different man. It is to save his friend 
from tills that Brutus aids In killing 
him. He feels that he is in the right 
and is doing his country a service. But 
wrapped up as he is in his own 
thoughts and ideals, he is not capable 
of seeing other men as they really 
are, and, therefore, lie believes that 
others will think and feel as he does 
concerning Caesar’s death. That they 
do not is beyond his powers of com- 
prehension. After the murder, Brutus 
is not quite the same. The dreadful 
act has failed to bring about the ef- 
fect desired. The thought of his deed 
troubles him greatly, and his tor- 
tured imagination conjures up Cae- 
sar’s ghost. In his last battle it is 
largely because of his troubled spirit 
that the day was lost. But Brutus is 
as brave and proud in his last hour 
as he was throughout his life, and 
rather than surrender to the enemy, 
lie accepts the honorable punishment 
of failure by hurling his body on his 
own sword. Shakespeare’s beautiful 
words from the tongue of Marc Anto- 
ny characterize grandly the nature of 
Brutus: 

“His life was gentle; and the ele- 
ments 

So mixed in him that nature might 
stand up 

And say to all the world, This was a 
man!”

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

Four scorn and more Bleakly combed, 
highly Scrubbed youngBterH out on the 
front lawn of tho Hchool, standing 
very, very Btill, in perfect order and 
lined up as perfectly aH Boldlerfl at 
inspection. What’s the answer? Why, 
the school photograph, of course! The 
only time school children can be in- 
duced to stand still for more than 
three seconds at a time. 

I saw them from a car window the 
other day. Never mind where. Don’t 
they all look the same when they face 
the camera? Tho temptation was too 
great to resist and I got off tho car 
at the next stop. For minutes on end 
I stood watching the revolving camera 
do its work while memories of days 
so far hack I don’t care to remember 
how far went racing through my brain. 
The memory of my own primary 
school picture clung the longest. Still 
on my chiffonier it reposes, unhonored 
and unsung as well as safely remote 
from tho view of my lightning-tongued 
friends. 

I remember well the day It was 
taken. I nearly missed getting Into 
it. Small loss Indeed if I had. But 
perhaps not at that. It wakens mem- 
ories now. Of this one and that one 
It brings mo thoughts. Of my first 
sweetheart. She’s in the picture. Not 
that it matters, for I suspect she’s the 
mother of a largo family now. Imagine 
a little girl with blonde curls a mother 
of a large family! There are others 
in the picture. "Bill.” for Instance. 
He and I used to smoke cornsilk to- 
gether. He’s made a million, pretty 
near now. Bill has. Fancy a million- 
aire smoking cornsilk. Fancy me 
smoking it, or anyone for that mat- 
ter. 

"Little Georgle” up there in the cor- 
ner with the curls. A funny kid. He 
played with dolls when the rest of 
the gang were having rock fights with 
each other. Grew up to be a prize 
fighter. "George” did and died a hero’s 
death over in France in a glorious at- 
tack on a machine gun nest. It’s fun- 
ny how they turn out. There’s that 
boy by the steps there. Always an 
outdoors lad, athlete, scrapper and the 
despair of teachers. See, he made a 
face when they took the picture. 
Well, he’s running a dressmaking 
place in town now. You never can 
tell. As I was saying, I almost missed 
getting into the picture. A little late. 
I made it though. That’s me, the third 
one in that line. Of course I’ve grown 
older! Years make a great change in 
all of us. Somehow I’m glad I wasn’t 
too late to get into that picture. It 
means something to me now. All 
those kids I knew. I wonder where 
some of them are now! 

Ah. the man is putting away his 
camera. The children are making 
noise now. you bet. Into the school 
they go. In a few days they will get 
the pictures. Years from now will 
they look at them and say, "I won- 
der?” I wonder. 


Why the sudden and burning inter- 
est in a new fire station for Newton 
Corner? No one is more delighted 
than I that it should receive the atten- 
tion of the city fathers. I am merely 
puzzled to learn what has happened. 
Has there been an unusually large 
number of fires? Of course none of 
us know when fire is raging about us 
because there are no flrebells to ring. 
But the newspapers keep track of 
such things and I must say I haven’t 
seen anything printed about the in- 
creased destruction of property 
through fire. 

I am willing to admit there should 
be better quarters for the apparatus 
and more desirable accommodations 
for the men, but hasn’t that been true 
for a long time? It is, I grant, an 
actual need, but then there are numer- 
ous municipal needs which seem to 
me equally pressing. Not for the 
world would I place a single straw in 
the path of progress and yet T would 
like to know how all the agitation has 
come about. 

As I have said, there are no pub- 
lished reports of numerous fires. Pos- 
sibly there are threats of incendiarism 
of which the city fathers have learned 
through underground channels and 
which they feel should be withheld 
from their constituents. If such are in 
circulation and there is dread of a holo- 
caust shouldn’t we all be informed? 
Or is this to be kept a secret between 
the city government and the firemen? 

Whenever I have observed Newton 
firemen at work in extinguishing a 
blaze I have felt that they did a first 
class job. My judgment, I am pleased 
to say. has been concurred in by 
others. In fact I am confident that our 
firemen are fully equal to whatever 
emergency confronts them. Is it go- 
ing to help them any by locating n 
new fire station on a particular piece 
of property when they have managed 
to do so well thus far and without any 
tender solicitation for their happiness? 

While all Massachusetts cities, pos- 
sibly with two or three exceptions, 
and many of the larger towns in the 
State have estabished the so-called 
two-platoon system for firemen, New- 
ton has put it off, year after year. 
I am not going to question the wis- 
dom of that because I am not ns well 
informed as those who have seen fit 
to voto postponement. But I do feel 
that if there is any matter affecting 
the fire department which should have 
such wide public attention it should 
be the two-platoon system. However, 
tho question of a new fire stntion hns 
been thrust forward and bids fair to 
remain thero. Personally, I should 
like to know why. 


It seeniH a pity that everything con- 
nected with tho Boston Elevated in 
the way of improvements, etc., must 
be sidet racked until something is done 
in the Legislature about the financial 
futuro of the road. There are major 
problems, I will admit, which cannot 
be settled until the General Court has 
made known its intentions, but tho 
minor problems should be disposed of 
without deluy. 

I don't know whether it is the road 
or the city of Boston that is to blame 
for the Governor Square situation in 
our capitnl city. I have heard both 
blamed by people who professed to 
know what they were talking about. 
Whoever may be Justly held respou 


slide, it is a terrible mix-up and the 
public is not only subjected to Incon- 
venience but is deprived of rapid tran- 
sit to which it is clearly entitled. 

Patrons of the Lake-st. and Common- 
wealth av. and Brighton-Newton-Water- 
town lines know what I mean. Time 
and again they have experienced a 
delay of from 10 to 25 minutes in the 
subway during rush hours Cars 
crawling along, stopping, waiting, then 
crawling to the next block signal light 
until the patience of the passengers Is 
completely exhausted. All because of 
the automobile traffic situation in Gov- 
ernor Square. 

I think that our own fellow citizen, 
Representative Clarence S. Luitwieler 
has hit tho vital point when he says, 
"Let nil the cars (automobiles) com- 
ing out Beacon street or Common- 
wealth avenue continue on Common- 
wealth avenue, with no left turn or 
cross over at Governor Square and 
all cars going on either street con- 
tinue on Commonwealth avenue with 
no left turn at Govenor Square. The 
crossing of the Beacon street car 
tracks is not such a serious matter. 
This would prevent any delay on the 
part of the Elevated cars and save 
a great deal of time to the car rider, 
and while it might cause the auto- 
mobilist to go out of his way a little, 
that is not a serious matter, involv- 
ing not more than a few minutes at 
the most.” 

Greater Boston has the costliest 
street car service in United States. 
Unfortunately one cannot add that 
it is the best. In fact, it might be 
a great deal better than it is and 
steps should be taken at once to that 
end. 


Already I have received more than 
half-a-dozen souvenir postcards from 
friends who are traveling abroad. It 
makes me wonder just how many I 
shall have the good fortune to re- 
ceive. Naturally, I would think it bet- 
ter fortune for me if I were in a po- 
sition to mail some back to "the 
States” myself, but the prospect is 
not bright. It is practically a cer- 
tainty that I shall continue this year 
to be a recipient. 

The latest of my 1028 collection of 
cards comes from Casablanca. And 
that you know is in Morocco. The pic- 
ture is of a bathing beach and appar- 
ently the bathers are having a mar- 
velously gay time of it. There is the 
inevitable bicycle, which is so com- 
mon in Europe and not so common 
here, and other odd and attractive 
sights. However, I must not get into 
that longing mood. If my friends are 
lucky, why not wish them more luck 
and happiness? What puzzles me is 
why everybody doesn't go to Europe 
for the summer. That, they say, is 
the feeling one gets after having ex- 
perienced the thrill. 

With steamship rates so reasonable 
and with such splendid accommoda- 
tions provided for a comparatively 
small sum it would seem that most 
everybody could afford to make the 
trip. The “tourist” class is getting 
more and more popular and the one- 
cabin boats, too. Shipping news re- 
porters tell me I would be amazed at 
the sumptuous quarters that the 
steamship companies provide for the 
ordinary passenger. 

Well, be that as it may. I am not 
in a position to talk business with a 
booking agent, although I wish I were. 
I congratulate those who can and 
urge to do so those who have the 
means and haven’t quite made up 
their minds. Meanwhile I study my 
postcards, particularly the surf-bathing 
scene which bears this message from 
my friends — “You could go in all win- 
ter as well as summer if you were 
here.” 

If I were there! Boy, don’t I wish 
I was! ! !

NEAR EAST RELIEF 


With the last campaign for Near 
East Relief funds well under way 
throughout Greater Bostton. the New- 
ton quota of S2S.90S.00 still lacks $22,- 
G67.65 of completion. Contributions 
totaling $6,240.35 have been received 
to date. 

This last nationwide effort, of which 
the raising of the Newton quota is a 
part, will clear the way for the final 
and honorable discharge of America’s 
responsibility in the Near East. Two 
years more will see the closing of the 
many orphanages which have housed 
in tile last twelve years, more than 
one hundred thousand persecuted and 
helpless children. A certain amount 
of necessary follow-up work with the 
boys and girls just starting out in 
life and suitable provision for those 
unable to earn a living for themselves 
are included in the budget which this 
last drive will make possible. In gen- 
eral. however, when orphanages, trade 
schools and outplacement centers shut 
their doors, they will send into the 
world a generation of young people 
not only physically and morally 
healthy, but trained for self-support 
and independent living. 

Moreover, not only have the chil- 
dren been prepared for life in their 
community, but their community has 
been, to a considerable extent, pre- 


pared to receive them. Agricultural 
Schools have been organized and nor- 
mal schools established to provide vil- 
lages with school teachers. Girls have 
received the American Hospital train- 
ing course, so that graduate nurses 
are doing important service in re- 
gions where physicians are often very 
scarce. Schools for the deaf and blind 
have been organized and as soon as 
possible will be turned over to the 
various governments. Modern meth- 
ods of sanitation have made vast ter- 
ritories more healthful for their pop- 
ulations.

The regular May meeting of the 
Norumbega Council, Boy Scouts of 
America, was held at the Newton Cen- 
ter Public Library on Monday even- 
ing. May 28th. There are about fifty 
men present and every Troop and Ship 
in Newton was represented! 

Routine matters of business, listen- 
ing to reports and so on, were con- 
ducted. 

The report of the Treasurer showed 
that the Council is living well within 
its budget. The finance Committee re- 
port, submitted by President Halil* 
day, showed that practically all of the 
budget has been raised to date and 
that prospects are that the balance 
will be forthcoming during the next 
month. 

Commissioner Woodbrldge report- 
ed on the Drum and Bugle Corps, the 
coming rally, Memorial Day parade, 
indicating that the Council has a full 
program during the coming week. 

Council Still Growing 

The Executive reported that the 
Council had 555 registered Scouts, 
Scaseouts and Lone Scouts on May 
28th, which Indicates that Scouting is 
still on the increase. The goal of reg- 
istered Scouts set for 1928 by the Ex- 
ecutive is 600. The great increase of 
1927 will not he duplicated, for a 
great percentage of the hoys avail- 
able for Scouting here Is not far away. 
However, tin* present position will be 
"consolidated” and present Troops 
will he strengthened. A Troop is 
forming In Upper Falls, with Dr. War- 
ren Hoey ns Chairman of the Troop 
Committee and one at the Catholic 
Church in Newton Centre. These will 
he in operation by next Fall. 

Other Committees Active 

The Publicity reported that 10,000 
Issues of the Norumbega Scout have 
been issued during the first four 
months of this year and that the total 
cost to May 28tli was $37.00, the entire 
balance of the cost being met by ad- 
vertising. 

Mr. James R. Warren reported on 
the First Aid Course, which was con- 
ducted for leaders. The average mark 
for the group was 97%, an unusually 
high average for such courses, any- 
where. He also reported on the Merit 
Badge Courses for Scouts in Leather- 
craft. flremanship and First Aid to 
Animals. Because of pressure on the 
Scouts, the first has been postponed 
to fall: the second is awaiting decent 
weather; the last was completed on 
May 29th and about to Scouts will he 
awarded the Merit badge in that sub- 
ject. 

The Commisisoner, as Chairman of 
the Court of Honor, reported on the 
work of that Committee and showed 
great activity and improvement in 
standards. Since last October, ac- 
cording to the report of Deputy Com- 
missioner Bertram. 276 Scouts have 
been given 434 examinations, with 49 
failures and an average of 88% of the 
tests passed at tin- Boards of Scout 
Examinations. There are now 16 ex- 
aminers on the Board. 

Deputy Commissioner Varney re- 
ported that since October 10, of last 
year, there have been applications for 
360 Merit Badge examinations, 260 of 
which have been passed by 55 exam- 
iners in 48 subjects. 

Mr. Carter reported for Mr. Wil- 
liam Fawcett. Chairman of the Board 
of Seascout examinations that 40 tests 
have been given at the recent sessions 
of that Board and all passed and that 
Seascouts are much better prepared 
than heretofore. 

First Vice-President G. D. Marcy re- 
ported on the work of the Troop Or- 
ganization Committee, telling of meet- 
ings with Troop 3 Nonantum. 15 Au- 
hurndale, and the new Upper Falls 
and Newton Center Troop Committee. 
He urged Troop Committees to con- 
tinue their work in organization and 
program during the summer months, 
stating that Scouting in the fall would 
he much better condition for that 
work. 

Report on the Nobscot Reservation 

Mr. E. S. Drowne, Chairman of the 
Committee on Camps and Camping, re- 
ported on the Nobscot Reservation, 
showing great development and 
strides ahead that have taken place 
there. He submitted names for hills, 
rocks, trails and roads and so on there, 
in keeping with the historical nature 
of the land and these were approved. 
For instance, one hill is named “Tan- 
tamous” for an old Nobscot Indian 
Chief; another is called King Philip’s 
Look-Out: another is Squanto Rock; 
another is Musketahquid. Indian for 
grassy Ground. In a word, all the no- 
menclature will be of a sort that will 
appeal to the spirit of romance and 
adventure in the Scouts. 

He called on the Camp Director, 
who spoke of the plan several Troops 
are using in making The Ohio their 
preliminary camping and training 
ground and Nobscot as the advanced. 

Mr. 10. Sherman Clmso reported, as 
the Sanitary Engineer, with recom- 
mendations for protection of water 
supply, caring for sanitary needs and 
so on. Ho also read a rating of the 
Nobscot Reservation, based on a rat- 
ing sheet supplied by the National 
Camping Department of the Boy 
Scouts. 11c and Mr. A. L. Shaw, Civil 
Engineer of the Committee, rated the 
site independently and their average 
was 89% ! 

Mr. C. L. Churchill. Camp Archi- 
tect, stated It was his desire to see 
cabins there in keeping with the land, 
hut there would lie no strict rules as 
to amount of money spent, type of 
construction and the like. 

Cutter Launched Soon 

Mr. Albert R. Speure, Chairman of 
Ship 13 Committee, reported that re- 
pairs were being made on tin* head- 
quarters of the Ship. In addition, he 
stated that, weather permitting the 
cutter which the Seascouts are prepar- 
ing for tin* water will he launched on 
Saturday, June 9th. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:55. and 
all agreed It w’as as fine as the Coun- 
cil has had so far. Several of the tm*n 
stayed to see motion pictures given 
by Mr. Marcy of the Nobscot Reserva- 
tion and Troop 4’s work in construct- 
ing their cabin. 

Memorial Day Program 

Memorial Day. May 80th, was a busy 
one for the Scouts of Newton. At 
9:30 Deputy Commissioner Bart ram 
headed delegations from Troops 1, 5, 
7. I", and ship 13, in de< orating tin- 
graves of former Scouts at the Cem- 
etery. The group stood at Halute as 
flowers were placed on each grave 
and then held the salute for a few mo- 
ments, paying a very effective trib- 
ute to their dead brothers. 

At 12:15 the Council Drum and Bu- 
gle Corps began assembling at Lang- 
ley road, Newton Center, in prepara- 
tion for the parade. By one o’clock, 
there were practically four hundred 
Scouts and Scout officers in the line, 
rendy to parade in honor of the war 
dead and as a form of respect due the 
living. Of this group hut two Scouts, 
and those in a new Troop, were not 
in uniform! 

The Scouts in the Council uniform 
of Shirt and neckerchief, with neck- 
erchiefs of all colors and combinations, 
with flags flying and t lie Corps of 69 
pieces, made a brave showing as they 
marched along, and on lookers cheered 
and applauded them all along the 
route. 

After passing the reviewing stand in 
West Newton, the Council counter- 
marched and went to Claflin Field, 
where refreshments provided through 
the courtesy of the Charles Ward Post, 
G. A. R., were served. Thanks to the 
organization laid out by Deputy Com- 
missioner Bertram, the entire force 
was served sandwiches. Ice cream and 
ginger ale in a most orderly and 
speedy fashion. Tills commissary ser- 
vice. in its organization and speed, 
was wotrhy in itself of an audience 
who would appreciate the great effi- 
ciency.

APRIL HEALTH REPORT 


The report of the Board of Health 
for April shows that 24 males and 20 
females died in Newton last month. 
Tho death rate per thousand of pop- 
ulation was 1 123 as compared with 
10.01 for the same period last year. 
Cases of communicable diseases re- 
ported during the month included 0 
of scarlet-fever. 305 of measles, 8 of 
mumps. 30 of whooping cough and 23 
of chicken pox. Ten cases of lobar 
pneumonia were reported. Twelve of 
the deaths reported were caused by 
heart disease and four by angina pec- 
toris. 

The Board of Health agents inves- 
tigated 8S complaints and abated 39 
nuisances. The Nursing Division made 
72 visits to tuberculosis victims, and 
took 1134 children to clinics. Inspec- 
tions of SO markets and provision 
stores were made, 9 bakeries were in- 
spected and 80 samples of milk tested.

The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men last week was replete with 
action. The fireworks start'd when 
i protest waH made by Alderman 
Bowers because ho had been kept in 
ignorance of the plans which have 
been laid to take the "Poverty Block” 
site for tin* new fire station at New- 
ton Corner rather than the lot which 
has been held for many years for this 
purpose across Washington street 
from the block, despite the fact that 
he is Ward Alderman in Ward 1, 
where both sites are located. The 1 
fireworks got going in earnest when, 
after a long recess, the Finance Com- 
mittee, recommended, among other 
things, that but two additional men 
he given to the Fire Department in- 
stead of the six asked for by Chief 
Randlett recently. Alderman Heath- 
cote severely criticised the committee 
and the Chief and his allusions to th< 
latter brought protests from several 
of the aldermen. 

The first matter on the docket was 
tho hearing on the improvement of I 
Laundry Brook from Harvard street | 
to Cabot street, Newtonvillc. John A. 
McGrath, appearing for William Mur- 
phy of 279 Cabot street, urged that 
the small section of the brook at this ; 
point be covered. The brook has been 
covered for considerable distances on 
either side of this place and Mr. Me- 
I Grath stated that after heavy rains 
! the water backs up in this open space 
and floods Mr. Murphy’s cellar. Al- 
bert C. Deagle of 109 Harvard street 
asserted that the brook is unhealthy. 
Debris is constantly in it and dead 
dogs and cats have been removed from 
i it when the neighbors could no longer 
| stand the stenches from them. Dan- 
| iol Sheehan of Parkview avenue. New- 
tonville, started t<. protest 1 t • 

i improvement of the brook, but after | 
he had spoken a couple of minutes it 
became apparent that Mr. Sheehan j 
had confused this matter with the : 
hearing on the taking of land at | 
Parkview' avenue for the proposed new ‘ 
school, so President Weeks informed | 
him of his mistake. 

On the matters of taking land for ; 
sewers and drains on Glastonbury j 
Oval and Ankapage road, no persons j 
appeared to favor or oppose. Own- ; 
ers of property on Chamberlain and 
Huntington roads, Newton, advocated 
the laying out and acceptance of those 
streets under the betterment law. 

The hearing on the taking of land 
on Parkview’ avenue, Newtonville, and 
on Bridges avenue, for school house 
purposes, brought forth a number of 
protests from ow’ners of property on 
these tw’o streets. Among the ob- 
jectors were Patrick Hennessy, Dan- 
iel Sheehan. John J. Pendergast. Da- 
vid Fecteau, Mrs. Julia McQuirk and 
Thomas Ryan. They argued that they 
do not desire to lose the holdings 
which they have owned for some 
years on the site proposed to he taken 
by the city. 

On the matter of taking land bor- 
dering Rogers street and Crystal Lake 
for park purposes, G. Harry Adalian 
of Boylston road, made a vigorous ob- 
jection. He related that some years 
ago he had purchased land in this 
place and subsequently sold some of 
it to the city for what he had paid 
for it. He consulted Mayor Childs as 
to the advisability of building a resi- 
dence there in view of the agitation 
for the taking of land at Crystal Lake 
for a bathing beach. He stated that 
“the Mayor advised him to build, and 
he then greatly improved the prop- 
erty and erected a costly house which 
he sold last year to a Mr. Sawyer who 
still further improved the property.’’ 
He asserted that he intends to build 
an imposing residence on the land 
which he retained and which the city 
proposes to take. He showed a sketch 
and a model of the proposed house, 
and he warned the aldermen that 
“should the city seize this land, it 
will pay for it." According to Mr. 
Adalian, he will be deeply grieved 
should the city take the land on 
which he plans to build the home lit 
so intensely desires. 

Robert Barr of Commonwealth ave- j 
nun, substantiated Mr. Adalian’s con- 
tentions concerning bis willingness to 
sell land to the city at a fair price 
several years ago. He advocated the 
limiting of bathing privileges in Crys- 
tal Lake to residents of Newton High- 
lands. Mr. Waterhouse of 53 State 
street, Boston, representing Mr. Saw- 
yer, owner of the propertly at 20 Rog- 
ers street, objected to any of this 
property being seized by the city. He 
was assured by Alderman Bail that 
the city does not intend to take any 
part of this property. Mr. Adalian 
explained that Alderman Bail had 
given him the impression that part 
of Mr. Sawyer's property would be 
taken. Mr. Bail said that "Mr. Adalian 
was mistaken.” 

Alderman Baker as chairman of the 
Claims and Rules Committee explained 
the proposed amendment to the Zon- 
ing Ordinance defining a motor vehi- 
cle paint shop ns part of a garage 
repair shop. As the ordinance has 
read, many automobile paint simps 
in the city have been operating in 
violation of it without their owners 
being aware of the fact. Mr. Baker 
reported on a number of claims against 
the city which the cominitte acted 
upon recently. Tho claim of Miss 
Agnes Kelly of Auburtidale for in- 
juries received duo to an alleged de- 
fect on a sidewalk on Melrose street 
was not allowed ; neither was the 
claim of H. A. Wasker who asked for 
damage done to his lawn when a city 
snow plow scraped over tho edgo of 
it last winter. The claim of Mrs. An- 
drew J. Dorsey of Cummings road. 
Newton Centre, who asked for dam- 
ages resulting from a fall on Mount 
Vernon street which caused her to 
break her left leg in two places, was 
not allowed. The city showed there 
is no defect in the sidewalk where 
Mrs. Dorsey fell. Mr. Baker also 
report ed adversely on (lie claim of 
Joseph Florentine, a pupil at the Ma- 
son School wlio broke two toes while 
operating a printing press there. The 
boy had no business at the press and 
started to operate it when no teacher 
was nearby to prevent him. Mrs. L. 
Marsh of Craft street was awarded 
*50 for injuries received when she

On the matter of the changing of 
zones in the Waban Hill district at 
Chestnut Hill, Mr. Baker was to re- 
port adversely on the petition of Syl- 
via Webber, following action taken 
by four members of the committee at 
its last meeting. Because of the un- 
usual interest in this matter, over 50 
residents of that section having at- 
tended the hearing on it.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending May 19th 
there were 134 patients in the hos- 
pital of whom 39 paid as much or 
more than cost of care, 65 paid less 
than cost of care and 4 (including ba- 
bies) were treated free. 13 babies 
were born t$ girls and 5 boys). 150 
patients were treated by the out-pa- 
tient department, the eye clinic, how- 
ever. was omitted due the absence of 
the attending physician from the city. 
13 accident cases were treated in the 
operating room. 6 social service calls 
were made and 3 patients were trans- 
ferred by the social service car. 

Of the thirteen accident cases only 
two were the results of automobile ac- 
cidents: one a girl with a questiou of 
a fractured skull and abrasions over 
the right eye, the second a boy with 
lacerations of the face and forehead. 
Teu of them were men: two fell from 
stagings, one receiving a fractured 
pelvis and the other a broken arm; 
one lacerations of face and right 
thumb while opening a bottle: one 
was hit by a falling tree, receiving a 
fractured skull and was dead on ad- 
mission to the hospital; two had abra- 
sions of the right arm. one caught in 
a pulley and the other hit by a ham- 
mer; two were treated for foreign 
bodies in the eye; one a fractured 
nose caused by falling down and one 
for acute alcoholism. One woman was 
treated for iodine poisouing. 

On Thursday Miss Vera A. Houston, 
Assistant Superintendent, left for Bur- 
lington. Vermont, to attend the meet- 
ings of tln> New England Hospital As 
soelatlon. Seven years ago the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association which in- 
cludes both tlie United States and 
Uauada, decided to divide the country 
iuto sections This provides for a 
much more thorough discuss ion of the 
problems peculiar to each division 
than could take place at a big general 
meeting. It also allows for more per- 
sonal contacts with the members.

In some places 
Child Health Day Is one grand cele- 
bration in wihch all t lie children of 
the city are brought together for nil 
outdoor pageant and field day. In 
Newton a celebration is held in each 
school and the day is used as an op- 
portunity to recognize the health 
achievements in the lives of the chil- 
dren that have been accomplished 
through all the people of the commun- 
ity working together to secure better 
children for a better nation. Children 
look forward to it with great pleasure 
and do everything that is possible to 
reach the goals that have been set for 
Child Health Day. 

This year the State of Massncliu 
setts through its Division of Hygiene 
has given tags for all children who 
have earned them for weight, posture 
and teeth. 

The Weight Tag means: "My weight 
is not more than 10%> below or 20% 
nbove standard weight.” 

The Posture Tag means: "I keep 
my Head erect. Chin in, Chest out, 
Abdomen in. I walk, sit, stand, 
straight." 

The Teeth Tag means: "I have 
Clean teeth. Healthy gums. Received 
a certificate from my dentist." 

Although the children have known 
for many months that Health Day was 
coming, great efforts have been made 
in the last eight weeks to earn the 
tags. 

In addition to t lie State Tags, the 
School Department lias recognized the 
correction of all known defects by a 
White Banner stamped with a beauti- 
ful Green “N." indicating the pride of 
the City of Newton in her healthy 
children. For children who have tried 
but haven’t quite reached the goal, we 
are giving Effort Badges and others 
Arm Bands indicating that they are 
gaining and growing steadily toward 
the desired goal. Programs have been 
carried on in many of the schools and 
a few yet remain for Friday, Monday 
and next Thursday. These programs 
include dramatics, folk dancing, gym- 
nastic drills and stunts and songs. 
Very creditable work lias been pre- 
sented throughout t lie city and in 
some cases plays have been written’ 
by teachers and children for the oc- 
casion. 

Child Healtli Day is Health Recog- 
nition Day, a recognition of all the 
splendid work that lias been done by 
tlie parents and teachers, nurses, doc- 
tors and dentists of Newton for tlie 
children of Newton. Newton lias a 
right to be proud of tlie excellent work 
that has been accomplished and tlie 
beautiful physical condition of the 
great majority of her children.

It was my privilege to attend the 
Health Day exercises at tlie Levi 
Warren Junior High School last Fri- 
day and 1 heartily wish that every 
citizen of Newton had been present to 
witness that splendid demonstration 
i.f what the vision of Miss Bragg, with 
th cordial cooperation of the teach- 
er and the enthusiastic effort of the 
children themselves is giving to our 
city in the promise of sturdy citizens 
for tlie future. A thrilling sight was 
that procession of 619 boys and girls. 
57% of them perfect— not good, but 
perfi ct in ill*' essential point ol 
health!

Traffic Officer Ray Taffe, who so ef- 
ficiently guides the maze of automo- 
biles, electric cars and pedestrians at 
Nonnntum Square, is hack at his post 
again. Ray and his wife have returned 
from a trip to Ireland. Among other 
famous spots which they saw on their 
first visit to the Emerald Isle were 
the Lakes of Killarney and Blarney 
Castle. Blarney Castle is near the 
city of Cork. In it is the famous 
"Blarney Stone” which imparts the 
gift of eloquence to whoever kisses it. 
Ray made a side trip to Blarney Cas- 
tle for tlie express purpose of kissing 
the "Blarney Stone.” He displayed 
excellent judgement in doing this. If 
anyone requires eloquence — it is a 
traffic officer. The patience of a traf- 
fic-cop is sorely tried so many times 
each day that he" Is frequently con- 
strained to use language that is forci- 
ble— if not polite. Officer Taffe’s 
nerves have often been strained when 
ills self-control lins caused him to re- 
frain from using some "second mate’s 
English” at some dumb pedestrian or 
some stupid autoist. Now, that he 
has kissed the "Blarney Stone," lie 
will he able to chastise persons who 
jeopardize their own lives, or those 
of others, at Nonantum Square, with 
language which will chasten the of- 
fenders, but will not embitter them. 

It requires some nerve to kiss tlie 
"Blarney Stone.” The stone is lo- 
cated a short distance below the top 
of tlie main tower at Blarney Castle, 
about 75 feet above the ground. It 
forms part of tlie bastion which pro- 
jects from the tower proper. It is 
one of tlie bottom stones of the lias 
tion. In olden days one had to climb 
over the bastion and he lowered by 
a rope if one desired to kiss tlie stone. 
In later years tills very difficult and 
hazardous feat was made unneces- 
sary when two iron rods were fas 
tened onto tlie inside of the bastion. 
Now. when you wish to kiss the stone, 
you lie on your back on one of tlie 
top stones of the castle tower and 
have your ankles gripped by -one (or 
much more preferably) two persons. 
Then you squirm out until you grab 
the rods: next, you lower yourself, 
head first, down until you can kiss the 
inside of the “Blarney Stone,” your 
assistants meanwhile hanging on to 
your ankles for "dear life” and for 
your life. As you slither head first 
towards the stone, with tlie ground 
startngeyou in the face, a mere 75 feet 
below, your thoughts are not concen- 
trated on eloquence. We know, from 
experience.

There was considerable discussion 
as to tlie advisability of requiring 
candidates for admission to take a 
simple vocal test before entering.

But it 
was pointed out that to conduct tlie 
society without any vocal test makes

Reading frequently of automobiles 
skidding through rails of bridges and 
falling into rivers or onto railroad 
tracks, the thought occurs to us when- 
ever we drive over tlie narrow bridge 
at Saint James street, Newton, high 
over tlie B. & A. tracks that "in 
the interest of safety heavy guard 
rails should supplant tlie present frail 
fences at the sides of this bridge."

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Aldermen Appropriate $12,760 

For New School Site in Newtonville 

Land Taken For This Purpose on Cabot St., Bridges Ave. and 
Parkview Ave. Over Protest by Alderman Powers 


After about two yearH of discussion, 
the site for the new school at Newton- 
ville was finally definitely decided 
upon at the meeting of the Aldermen 
on Monday night when $12,760 was 
appropriated from the tax levy for the 
taking of a dwelling and 14 lots of 
land on Cabot Htreet, Parkview ave- 
nue, and Bridges avenue, Newtonville. 

When this matter came before the 
Board at its meeting, Alderman Pow- 
ers called attention to the fact that 
the site proposed To be taken for the 
new school is— in large part, low and 
wet. He reminded the Board that 
three of the last four schools built in 
Newton have been located on sites 
where the proximity of brooks or 
moist soil has necessitated the expen- 
diture of large sums of money for the 
diversion or lowering of brooks or the 
draining of nearby land. 

Among such locations specified by 
him were those of the new high school 
building at Newtonville, the Levi War- 
ren Junior High at West Newton and 
the John Ward School at Chestnut 
Hill. The new High School is built 
close to Laundry Brook which had to 
be diverted and lowered because of the 
erection of this school. The Levi War- 
ren School site at West Newton nec- 
essitated the lowering of Cheesecake 
Brook, nearby. The John Ward School, 
erected in a hollow off Ward street, 
necessitated the building of a large 
drain because the surrounding land is 
composed of hard clay which hereto- 
fore hart caused large pools of water 
to form on its surface at certain sea- 
sons of the year. The land to be used 
for the playground at this school oc- 
casions drainage problems. 

He stated that no test borings had 
been made on the proposed school 
site, and questioned the wisdom of tak- 
ing it when undeveloped land located 
high and dry can be obtained. He 
said that "it had been his intention 
to have this matter referred back to 
the Public Works and Finance com- 
mittees for further consideration, but

Inasmuch as ho had learned from con- 
versation with members of the Board 
that such action on his part would not 
alter the recommendation of these 
committees, but would only delay for 
a couple of weeks the construction of 
school accommodations badly needed 
at Newtonville, he would refrain from 
making such a request.” 

Alderman Collins, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, stated that a num- 
ber of different committees including 
the joint committee on new school 
buildings (composed of aldermen and 
school committeemen), the Public 
Works Committee and the Finance 
Committee — have for many months 
been carefully considering this mat- 
ter. A number of different sites at 
Newtonville have received careful 
scrutiny and although the site chosen 
is far from an ideal one, it is the best 
that can be obtained without incurr- 
ing too much expense. He remarked 
that he was not opposed to postpon- 
ing action on the appropriation if any 
member of the Board desired to have 
it referred back to the committee, but 
he would regret to see this done as 
such action would seriously delay pro- 
gress on the relief of the serious over- 
crowding of the schools in the Claflin 
district. 

Alderman Heathcote said that "the 
remarks of the Alderman from Ward 
1 should receive careful considera- 
tion." He scored the action of the pre- 
vious Board which voted to purchase 
the site w’here the Levi Warren Jun- 
ior School had been erected at West 
Newton and asserted that although the 
initial cost of purchasing th Atkinson 
property at the corner of Washington 
street and Commonwealth avenue 
might have been more than the cost of 
the site chosen, the cost of lowering 
Cheesecake Brook and filling in the 
land at the Levi Warren School 
grounds will make this a much more 
costly investment by the city than the 
other site would have been. 

Alderman Fitts said that "while the 
land where the new Newtonville 
school will be built is low and water 
may be encountered there this fact 
will cause no serious problem in the 
erection of the building, nor will it 
incur any appreciable added expense. 
The present practice in the erection 
of school buildings is not to build deep 
basements and no part of the base- 
ment would be over several feet be- 
low the ground except the boiler-room. 
Many buildings in Boston, including 
the Harvard Club are well below tide 
level, but because of efficient water- 
proofing no difficulties had been ex- 
perienced through W’ater seeping into 
the cellars of these buildings.” Mr. 
Fitts asserted that the expenses 
caused by the erection of the new' 
High School, the Levi Warren School 
and the John Ward School because of

Mayor Childs Favors 
Old Armory Location 

For l*ro|H>M«»«l New Fire Station 
at Newton Corner 


A recommendation from Mayor 
Childs read to the Board of Aldermen 
at the meeting Monday night com- 
plicates the question as to where the 
much needed new fire station at New- 
ton Corner will be located. The 
Mayor’s recommendation is — that ”$I,- 
000 be appropriated for architect’s fees 
for plans for a new’ fire station at 
Newton on land owned by the city at 
the comer of Washington street and 
Centre avenue; the station there to 
be removed." 

The special committee appointed to 
consider the matter of a new fire sta- 
tion to house Engine 1 and Ladder 3 
reached the conclusion that the best 
site for this proposed station would 
be on land occupied by the long 
wooden tenement building on Wash- 
ington street, at Thornton street. A 
hearing w’as held at the meeting of 
the aldermen on May 18, regarding 
the taking of this property. On May 
25 the special committee and the Pub- 
lic Works Committee conferred on 
this matter and as a result the docket 
for the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on last Monday night con- 
tained this item — "Taking property 
Thornton street and Washington 
street. Ward 1, and appropriation 
when recommended by Mayor." 

This proposal had the endorsement 
of the special committee, the Public 
Works Committee and the Finance 
Committee of the Aldermen. The 
Mayor’s recommendation upset the 
plans of the aldermanic committees. 
The matter was referred back to the 
Finance Committee.

Newton High Baseball Team Wins 
League Title Despite Graduate Rule 

Everett’s Defeat by Cambridge Gives Newton League 
Championship — Good Sportsmanship Displayed 


All’s well that end’s well. The 1923 
Suburban league baseball title was 
won by Newton high despite the tur- 
moil caused by the rule prohibiting 
seniors from playing on the school 
nines as soon as they had accepted 
their diplomas and despite the fact 
that Newton lost to Everett on Mon- 
day and to Somerville, in a seniorless 
game yesterday. These two defeats 
made it possible for Everett to tie the 
orange and black by winning both of 
its games, that with Cambridge Latin 
yesterday and the one next Monday 
with Brookline But Cambridge Lat- 
in. which holds a potent jinx over 
Everett in every branch of sport, up- 
set all predictions again and topped 
Coach Gildea’s outfit 4 to 2 on Ever- 
ett’s field. So Newton wins the bunt- 
ing to which everyone feels they have 
a Just claim after running up a string 
of thirteen consecutive victories. 

If Everett had tied Newton for the 
title it is not presumptuous to assume, 
in view of Newton’s strict rule against 
post season games, which in this case 
it seems as though the bars should 
have been let down in justice to the 
boys on the team, that claims to the 
tital would have been forfeited and 
Everett would have been the cham- 
pions. But as Everett cannot pos- 
sibly tie Newton now no more can 
be said on that subject Newton, with 
eight wins and two losses tops all 
the other members of the league. 
Three games remain to be played 
among the other teams. Rindge and 
Somerville this afternoon at Russell 
field, while Cambridge Latin and 
Brookline are playing at Brookline. 
Everett and Brookline wind up the 
season on Monday at Everett. At pres- 
ent Everett and Somerville are tied in 
second place with records of six wins 
aqd three losses each, Brookline fol- 
lows with two victories and five de- 
feats. Rindge has won two and 
dropped six and the cellar Cantabs, 
who are in a new and unaccustomed 
position in the race for which they 
are usually among the title contend- 
ers. have won two and lost seven. 

By a curious coincidence the only 
two victories won by the Cantabs 
were over Everett. A year ago last 
fall in football Cambridge unexpect- 
edly defeated Everett and caused a tie 
for the title between the Gildea 
coached eleven and the Brookline 
team. In a post-season game at Braves 
field the Brookline team caught Eve- 
rett unprepared and won. In baseball 
two years ago. Newton. Cambridge 
and Everett were in a triple tie for 
the title. Newton’s rule against play- 
off games caused them to forfeit all 
claim to the title and the other two 
teams fought it out with Coach Mac- 
Donald’s nine grabbing the bunting. 
Last winter Everett ran up a long 
string of victories in basketball only 
to have Captain Davis and his mates 
of Cambridge Latin stop their win- 
ning streak. 

Yesterday Cambridge had one big 
inning which was sufficient to down 
Everett In the sixth Hilliard hit a 
home run over the extreme centre- 
field fence, said to be the longest 
hit ever made at the Everett field, to 
start the rally Captain Davis sin- 
gled and McFagden reached first on 
the shortstop’s error. Davis counted 
in Pagluccia’s wild throw to second 
and Brackett singled to score McFag- 
den. In the fourth Cambridge started 
the scoring on Davis’ triple and Brack- 
ett’s single. 

Everett counted its two runs in the 
seventh. Baldwin opened with a two- 
base hit. Ward drew a pass and Pag- 
luccia doubled, scoring the two run- 
ners. 

But the entire situation might not 
have been so ludicrous had it not been 
for the absurd interpretation of the 
rule against graduates. When the rule 
was made by the Mass. High School 


Athletic Association it was made for 
the purpose of preventing athlete* 
who received their diplomas In Feb- 
ruary or those who took their diplo- 
mas in June and came hack for post- 
graduate work the next fall from fur- 
ther competition, — and for such a pur- 
pose was an admirable rule. But when 
Newton wished to play its senior* 
against Boston English, as both teams 
had high class outfits and the contest 
had a bearing on the state title, an 
intrepretation of the rule was asked 
for by Headmaster Palmer of New- 
ton. The association replied that no 
graduate could play so it was con- 
construed that as soon as a senior 
took his diploma he was through even 
though he graduated the day before. 
Then it came out that Somerville high 
was holding its graduation on Monday 
of this week. Headmaster John Avery 
then requested a meeting of the ex- 
executive committee of the association 
and one was called for Saturday morn- 
ing. The committee voted to uphold 
the rule on the grounds that it was 
not their duty to make or alter ex- 
isting rules of the entire body but to 
Interpret them and such was the 
meaning. So Somerville prepared to 
play Newton high on Wednesday, the 
date originally scheduled, with a 
ream of juniors and sophomores. Then 
Everett defeated Newton and criticism 
was hurled at this city from the sup- 
porters of the other teams that New- 
ton had worked the entire thing to 
play a crippled Somerville team. 

But Coach Sullivan had no sooner 
learned of the action taken by the 
committee on Saturday when he began 
to think of the plan of benching sen- 
iors against Dickerman’s team. Rea- 
lizing that he owed a great deal to the 
Newton team, the school and the en- 
tire city he finally called the mem- 
bers of the varsity squad together 
Wednesday morning and reminded 
them that as head coach it was his 
privilege to use whatever line-up he 
thought best. It speaks well for every 
boy on the squad and shows the kind 
of coaching now being given at New- 
ton high in athletics that every lad on 
the squad was in agreement with 
Coach Sullivan’s decision, despite the 
fact that it was doubtless a bitter pill 
to swallow. It was an act of good 
sportsmanship on the part of every one 
concerned in Newton athletics that 
augurs well for the future and reminds 
one of the inherent principles laid 
down by the late Allie Dickinson and 
so faithfully being carried out by the 
present coaches 

It was most satisfying to learn that 
after yesterday’s game with Somer- 
ville the Somerville playground direc- 
tor paid a gallant tribute to Newton. 
He congratulated Coach Sullivan on 
the act of good sportsmanship dis- 
played by the Newton boys and spoke 
of the gratification it gave him to see 
Mr Dickinson's policies carried on. 

Newton has won the 192$ champion- 
ship — and it is a championship that 
means a great deal.

EVERETT TOPS 

NEWTON IN TENTH 

Newton High's crack baseball team 
suffered its tlrst defeat of the season 
Monday afternoon when “Sonny” 
Baldwin, Everett second-baseman, 
laced one of Reilly’s pitches over War- 
ren’s head into left Hold for a single, 
with one down in the last of the 
tenth, scoring pitcher Lou Kurhan 
from second with the run that dis- 
solved a two to two tie and gave Coach 
Gildea’s outfit a 3 to 2 victory. Reil- 
ly. who pitched well for Newton and 
his teammates deserved better fate for 
it was fate that brought about the 
team. Coach Sullivan's nine fought 
hard against the breaks, which failed 
to come their way all afternoon, and 
Everett knew it had been in a battle. 
The defeat of Newton neither deprives 
it of the league championship which 
was clinched Wednesday when Somer- 
ville was defeated nor Its claim to 
the more or less mythical title of state 
champions but spoils an otherwise per- 
fect record. 

Although full credit must be given 
the Everett nine for the fight it put 
up to knock Newton over there can 
he no question but what Dame For- 
tune played a prominent part in the 
victory, Pagluccia’s lucky hit in the 
second. Dragone’s triple in the seventh 
and his wonder catch of Spain’s fly 
in the eighth were the three big 
breaks. These and the fact that Reil- 
ly tired after his triple in the ninth 
tell the story. 

Spain led off by drawing a pass hut 
Reilly forced him at second. deMille 
and Fletcher were thrown out at first. 
Everett went down in order in its 
half, a fast double play from Reilly 
to Spain to deMille ending the inn- 
ing after Baldwin had drawn a pass 
with one away. 

Graffam threw Andres out while A. 
Wilson and Warren filed to the out- 
field in Newton second. Everett opened 
the scoring in its half. Pagluccia, 
the first batter, hit to Spain. About 
fifteen feet in front of Spain the ball 
hit a stone and bounced over his head, 
at least fifteen feet in the air. Dra- 
gone laid down a neat sacrifice. Noo- 
nan fanned but meanwhile Andres 
had a short passed hall and the Ev- 
erett captain reached third. Harkins 
drew a pass and stole second. An- 
dres pegged to Spain but the throw 
was high and Pagluccia scored. Col- 
lins flied out to Gatchell to end the 
inning. 

Both teams went out in order in 
the third. In Newton’s fourth Reil- 
ly led off with a single and deMille 
sacrificed. Fletcher hit to the third 
baseman and was safe as the latter 
played for Reilly. Reilly eventually 
made third as the left fielder, who had 
come in to cover the base, dropped 
the ball. Fletcher meanwhile had gone, 
down to second. Andres hit a long 
fly to centre on which Reilly scored 
tying the score. Fletcher tried to 
make third on the throw to the plate 
but overslid the bag and Graffam tag- 
ged him out. Everett went down in 
order again. 

With two down in the first of the 
fifth Gatchell tripled into the stands 
in right centerfleld. Scheinfain was 
robbed of a hit by Ward, Everett first 
baseman who knocked down his hot 
shot and then beat Scheinfain to the 
base. Noonan beat out a bunt for 
a hit to start Everett’s fifth. War- 
ren took Harkins’ pop fly and then 
Fletcher started a double play on Col- 
lins’ rap. 

Both teams were out one. two. three 
in the sixth and Newton again in 
the seventh. Everett took the lead 
again in its half of the seventh. War- 
ren threw Ward out at first. Pagluc- 
cia got his second hit of the after- 
noon. This time it was a clean hit 
to left. He stole second and was in 
position to score on a single. New- 
ton's outfield came in a little to make 
it possible to cut the run off at the 
plate.

NEWTON FIFTH 

IN STATE MEET 

The Newton high track team scored 
thirteen points in the eighth annual 
stato track meet at tin* Harvard Sta- 
dium last Saturday to finish in fifth 
place. Brookline, through the marve- 
lous running of Eugene Record, com- 
pletely eclipsed the rest of the field 
in running up a total of 32 points to 
take first place. Lawrence was sec- 
ond with 19, Lowell third with 18, 
Medford fourth with 15 Ms and Brock- 
ton and Lynn Classical followed New- 
ton high with 8 and 7 points respect- 
ively in the Clnss A division. Class 
B was won by Fairhaven with 15 
points with Malden second with 9Ms 
points and nineteen other schools 
splitting the remainder of the points. 

With Brookline capturing five of the 
nine possible first places as the ma- 
jor part of its 32 point total no other 
school was in the running. One of 
the remaining four first places went 
to Newton high that one being the 
high jump which went to Edward 
Ebelhare who came into his own after 
the defeat John Janis of Lawrence 
gave him in the indoor meet. Ebel- 
hare’s leap of five feet, ten inches was 
four inches better than the second 
men, E. Crockett and J. Sandler, both 
of Lowell, who were tied at 5 ft. 6 in. 

In the 880-yard run Walter Langley 
of Lowell won as he pleased in the 
excellent time of 2 min. 2 3/5 seconds 
which was 1 2/5 seconds slower than 
tiie record established in 1S21 by Tom 
Clausen, the Newton high star dis- 
tance man. Captain James McCrudden 
was not entered when the starter 
called the runners to the mark but 
Arthur Chamberlain, a distance run- 
ner who shows much promise, was 
there. He and Kenneth Cuneo, the 
little Medford crack staged a great 
battle for second place. The long- 
striding Chamberlain had the legs and 
Cuneo the same fighting heart which 
has carried him through all year. 
Just as it seemed that the orange and 
black runner was to pass Cuneo down 
on the home stretch the latter steeled 
himself for the final effort and re- 
fused to be denied. It was one of the 
few times when the good little man 
won over the good big man, as a met- 
ropolitan sports writer puts it. 

Newton picked up another third 
place in the hurdles when Romaine 
Cole crossed the finish line in the low 
hurdles at the heels of John Janis of 
Lawrence who forced Captain Eugene 
Record to make a new record for the 
event in winning.

As a personal friend of Attorney 
General Arthur K. Reading, we have 
followed with keen interest the pub- 
lic hearings which have been held the 
past few weeks under an order of 
the House of Representatives, and 
have given careful consideration to 
the report which has been made by 
that committee. It was most notice- 
able during the progress of the hear- 
ing that many of the members of that 
committee were hostile to Mr. Read- 
ing and clearly showed their hostility 
by their questions and attitude. 
From such a basis, it was ineviable 
that the report of that committee 
would be antagonistic to Mr. Read- 
ing. While it is clear that Mr. Read- 
ing used poor judgment in many mat- 
ters under consideration, we do not 
believe that the situation is as bad 
as the committee reports and they 
have apparently made mountains out 
of mole hills. 

Mr. Reading's fine record as a mem- 
ber of the Legislature and as district 
attorney for Middlesex county show 
the character of the man and we do 
not believe that a man with that 
record could be guilty of acts lead- 
ing to impeachment. 

We are more than pleased that 
Messrs. Hollis and Luitwieler of this 
city had the courage to oppose the 
biased and prejudiced report of the 
committee.

We cannot congratulate the people 
of Newtonville on the site selected 
for the proposed new school house. 
In fact we cannot congratulate the 
people of this city on the school house 
sites which have been selected dur- 
ing the past five years. The Levi F. 
Warren school was located in a bog 
hole, thousands of dollars were ex- 
pended in lowering Cheese cake brook 
which runs near that building. The 
John Ward school is located in about 
as unsuitable a place as could be 
found, a long distance from the main 
street nearer the Boston line than 
necessary or desirable, and requiring 
considerable draining before construc- 
tion was begun. Now we have in New- 
tonville, another location side of a 
brook and with a lot so shaped that 
eventually there will be a strong de- 
mand that it be enlarged at consider- 
able expense. 

— O 

One of the chief reasons why we 
have automobile accidents in this city 
is the prevalence of hedges at impor- 
tant junction points. We refer par- 
ticularly to the hedge at the corner 
of Centre and Church streets, which 
would look far better if lowered two 
feet and would at the same time en- 
able automobile drivers to see traf- 
fic on both streets. The corner of 
Vernon and Centre streets also affords 
the contrast between what a hedge 
ought to be (around the Vernon Court 
Hotel) and what it ought not to be 
on the opposite corner. Some day 
when a serious accident takes place 
at either of these junction points, 
those in charge may realize the truth 
of these observations. 

In refusing to take advantage of 
the absurd rule that no pupil could 
take part in school athletics after re-, 
ceiving a diploma, by using its second 
string players yesterday afternoon at 
Somerville (after Somerville had lost 
five of its Seniors by this rule) the 
Newton High baseball squad gave 
ample evidence of fine sportsmanship. 
It is gratifying to note that Newton 
won the championship, in spite of the 
fact that Somerville won yesterday’s 
game. 

The authorities who control school 
athletics are clearly in the wrong in 
insisting on the rule prohibiting play- 
ing in school boy games after receipt 
of a diploma. The effect of this rule 
is to disqualify players who are grad- 
uated a day or two before their rivals, 
— a most absurd situation. 

We note with pleasure that Repre- 
sentative Leverett Saltonstall of this 
city will be a candidate for speaker 
of the House next year. Mr. Salton- 
stall will make an admirable speaker, 
far above the average holder of that 
office.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Belief that the prorogation of the 
Legislature Is not so far off hns be- 
come widespread at the State House 
in view of the resignation of Attor- 
ney General Arthur K. Reading. His 
action was not unexpected in view of 
the overwhelming vote of t lie House 
for impeachment proceedings. What- 
ever may happen the necessity of 
the Legislature remaining in session 
for an extended period seems now 
unnecessary. Gov. Fuller is expected 
to send in a message recommending 
specific legislation affecting the fu- 
ture of the Roston Elevnted. This, 
of course, will require considerable 
time, although the various phases 
have been so thoroughly threshed-out 
that the Legislature should be pre- 
pared to act understandingly with- 
out much delay. 

Announcement of Speaker John C. 
Hull of the House that he Is a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination 
for Lieutenant Governor is another in- 
dication that prorogation is in sight. 
Otherwise Speaker Hull would not 
have made public his intentions ns to 
the future. It is customary for a pre- 
siding officer to wait until practically 
the end of the session before declar- 
ing himself a candidate for another 
office. Mr. Hull’s friends have been 
saying for some time that he would 
run for Lieutenant Governor but his 
own statement is the first authorized 
announcement. Another candidate is 
State Treasurer William S. Youngman, 
while President Wellington Wells of 
the State Senate is expected to enter 
the field. Ex-Congressman Leach of 
Taunton has already announced that 
he would seek the Republican nomi- 
nation for Lieutenant Governor. 

Representative Saltonstall has an- 
nounced his candidacy for Speaker 
of the House next year. He made 
known his intention Wednesday after 
it was publicly stated that Speaker 
Hul would be a candidate for Lieuten- 
ant Governor. Mr. Saltonstall has 
written to each Republican member 
of the House. It has been under- 
stood for some time that he would 
seek the honor and already a num- 
ber have pledged themselves to vote 
for him. Mr. Saltonstall is certain of 
one chief opponent in the person of 
Representative Martin Hays of Brigh- 
ton who made his announcement short- 
ly after that of Mr. Saltonstall was 
published. 

Representatives Hollis and Luit- 
wieler of this city were two of the 
eighteen members of the Massachu- 
setts House of Representatives who 
voted against adopting the resolve 
for the impeachment of Attorney Gen- 
eral Arthur K. Reading. Representa- 
tives Saltonstall and Thompson voted 
for the resolve. The vote was 196 
to IS. 

During the debate the Attorney Gen- 
eral had a staunch defender in Repre- 
sentative Hollis, who charged that the 
committee’s conclusions were too 
drastic. He said that he did not vote 
for Mr. Reading’s nomination two 
years ago but supported his opponent. 
Regarding the committee’s report. Mr. 
Hollis said he had serious doubts as to 
Mr. Reading’s guilt. There is no law, 
said Mr. Hollis, to prevent an Attorney 
General from engaging in private prac- 
tice. He felt also that Mr. Reading's 
previous reputation should be taken 
into consideration. Furthermore, said 
Mr. Hollis, he did not like the type of 
Mr. Reading’s accusers. 

No measure that has come before 
the Legislature this year has faced 
more determined opposition and still 
received favorable action in both 
branches than the bill to provide for 
the payment of compensation to in- 
mates of State Prison, Concord Re- 
formatory and the Reformatory for 
Women. Even at the enactment stage 
it was bitterly assailed in the House 
and Senate. What happened in the 
lower branch lias already been told 
in last week’s GRAPHIC. Last Mon- 
day the foes of the bill tried their 
utmost to have the bill killed when 
it came up for enactment in the Sen- 
ate. They were unsuccessful, how- 
ever, and the measure was put through 
and sent to the Governor. Senator 
Simoneau of Marlboro, who represents 
the district of which Newton is a part, 
voted on rollcall against enactment. 
The Governor asked the bill he re- 
called to give him more time to con- 
sider it and this was done. 

The Senate has enacted and sent 
to the Governor the bill to provide 
more adequate accommodations for 
[the House of Correction of Middlesex 
county. The original appropriation 
has been somewhat reduced so that 
Newton’s share of the county tax as a 
result of this bill will not be as large 
as was first expected. 

Considerable attention has been 
given this week to the Governor’s 
vetoes of bills to provide for payment 
of salaries to the widow or heirs of 
deceased members of the Legislature. 
Both the House and Senate voted to 
override the Governor’s veto of the 
hill providing for payment of the bal- 
ance of salaries to the widows or 
heirs of Representatives Clark of 
Brockton, Ager of Wellesley, Sullivan 
of Boston and Snow of Somerville. 
The four Newton Representatives and 
Senator Simoneau of Marlboro voted 
to override the Governor. 

On the bill to pay to the widow 
of Janies W. Kimball, clerk of the 
House for more than thirty years the 
balance of his salary for 1928 all New- 
ton Representatives and Senator Sim 
oneuu voted to override. 

On a general hill to provide for the 
payment to heirs of members who die 
during the session, which was also 
vetoed by the Governor, the four New 
ton Representatives voted to override 
the Governor and Senator Simoneau to 
sustain him. The Senate sustained 
tlu> Governor and the bill is therefore 
killed.

SCHOOL SITE IN NEWTONVILLE 

(Continued from Page 1) 

the proximity of brooks or wet nn- 
ture of the land, had been anticipated 
and were not unexpected. He called 
attention to the fact that the brook 
which runs to the east of the pro- 
posed school will have to lie covered 
so t ha t file children will have safe ac- 
cess to tlte Cabot Park Playground. 

Alderman Gallngher said that "lie 
is well acquainted with t lie locality 
where it Is proposed to build the new 
school and that no trouble 1ms been 
encountered there from water in cel- 
lars except in one house. There is 
a possibility that quicksand may be 
found there, but this possibility is 
remote. It bad been suggested to 
build a school on the vncatit land at 
the other side of Cabot street, along 
Blake street, but this is impracticable 
because tio facilities exist there for 
a playground. The site selected is the 
best that had been considered because 
of its proximity to the Cabot Park 
playground.” 

Alderman Raker stated that "the 
amount mentioned by the alderman 
from Ward 1 for the lowering of 
Cheesecake Brook near the site of the 
Levi Warren School, was for the most 
part expended in building a drain for 
this brook in territory outside of the 
school grounds, from Washington 
street along towards Virginia road: 
only a quarter of the amount was 
expended on the work on the school 
grounds.” The total amount of the 
work on this brook at that time was 
$49,400. 

A motion was then made to appro- 
priate $12,760 to purchase the site for 
the school. The vote was 19 in favor 
and 1 against; Alderman Powers be- 
ing the lone opponent of the taking. 
Plans for the school will be prepared 
as soon as possible and bids for its 
construction will be asked for at the 
earliest possible date. It is expected 
that the school will be ready for oc- 
cupancy in September 1929. 

The site of the new school is just 
west of the Cabot Park Playground 
between two narrow unaccepted 
streets known as Parkview and 
Bridges avenues, Newtonville. The 
main approach to the school will be 
from Cabot street and to provide for 
this approach two lots of land facing 
on Cabot street will be taken. On 
one of these lots is a dwelling owned 
and occupied by David Fecteau. Along 
Parkview avenue to the rear of these 
two lots, six narrow lots of land, aver- 
aging about 3760 square feet in area 
will be seized. To the west of these six 
lots, 7 lots of land on Bridges avenue 
will be seized, each containing 3600 
square feet. Each of the 13 lots on 
Parkview and Bridges avenues is 40 
feet in width. They are owned by 
various persons and many of them 
were purchased by their present own- 
ers about 20 years ago when a real 
estate development company attempt- 
eded to develop this locality. The 
school site is of unusual shape. To 
the west of its Cabot street approach, 
and between it and Bridges avenue 
are two lots, each containing a single- 
family dwelling. To the rear of these 
two lots another lot occupied by a two- 
family dwelling will jut into the school 
grounds. Two small one-family dwell- 
ings on Parkview avenue will he sur- 
rounded on two sides by the school 
site. Crossing the northwest corner 
of the new school grounds is a drain 
made a couple of years ago to en- 
close Laundry Brook. Paralleling the 
east side of the school site .across 
Parkview avenue, is Edmunds Brook. 
A small ridge abuts the Parkview side 
of the site and much of the land along 
Bridges avenue was formerly used as 
a small gravel pit and was later filled 
in to a depth of several feet. 

Among the sites considered for the 
new school were locations adjoining 
the Claflin School, the Cabot street 
end of t lie Cabot Park Playground and 
vacant land at the corner of Cabot 
street and Blake street. The site ad- 
joining Claflin School would have been 
too expensive. A number of houses 
would have to be razed and land val- 
ues here are high. The School Com- 
mittee had decided on the Cabot 
street end of Cabot Park as a very 
desirable location for the new school, 
but the Playground Commission re- 
fused to agree to this proposal. The 
fact that part of the Lower Falls play- 
ground had been ceded for the new 
Hamilton School influenced the Play- 
ground Commission in objecting to the 
use of part of Cabot Park for another 
school. It was thought that to con- 
sent to this might cause similar re- 
quests for parts of playgrounds in 
other sections of the city in the fu- 
ture. 

The site at the corner of Cabot and 
Blake streets was rejected because 
it is not wide enough, it was sug- 
gested that Blake street and Edmunds 
Brook might he moved easterly to 
overcome tills objection hut this plan 
was considered too costly.

BUSSES TO WEST NEWTON SUN- 
DAY 

Next Sunday, June 10, the electric 
cars of the Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway Company from Newton to 
Waltham, via West Newton, will be 
replaced by busses. These busses 
will start from in front of the Stevens 
Building nt Newton Corner and will 
park right at the curb. The only 
electric cars which will remain to 
interfere with traffic at Nonantum 
square will he those on the Framing- 
linni line which run every half-hour. 
The new busses which will start on 
Sunday in the service have a number 
of improvements over the busses now 
in use. The busses which will run 
from Newton to West Newton will 
run to Waverley and Roberts. Busses 
running from Newton on the cross- 
town line vin Craft and High streets 
will be operated alternately to Stow 
street and via Central square to the 
Main street barn. The service via 
West Newton will have added busses 
during the rush hours, this service 
running from Moody and High streets. 

The too long deferred traffic tower 
at Nonantum square certainly should 
be installed without further delay. It 
has been authorized by the Traffic 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, 
and the next step is for the Street 
Commissioner to submit bids for this 
structure.

DISCUSS TRAFFIC SIGNALS 

A lengthy discussion on traffic sig- 
nals was started at the meeting of 
the Aldermen on Monday night when 
Alderman Noone inquired regarding 
the signal which was supposed to 
have been installed some months ago 
at the intersection of Commonwealth 
avenue and Lexington street, Auburn- 
dale. Alderman Grebenstein, chair- 
man of the Traffic Committee replied 
that "this light Is expected to he in- 
stalled in about two weeks.”

Alderman Temperly inquired as to 
the traffic lights that were supposed 
to have been placed at street inter- 
sections in Ward 5 several months 
ago. Alderman Grebenstein referred 
him to the Chairman of t lie Finance 
Committee, Alderman Collins. The 
latter stated that his committee had 
appropriated money for traffic signals 
and cannot act further. Alderman 
Powers of the Traffic Committee said 
that lie had been informed that be- 
cause of objections by certain mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee, Mayor 
Childs had ordered a curtailment of 
purchases of Columbia Signals by the 
Street Department and this had caused 
the department to order General Elec- 
tric Signals which cost more than 
the Columbia signals and which are 
not delivered for a considerable time 
after being ordered. 

Alderman Collins replied. "It is not 
a question whether Columbia or Gen- 
eral Electric signals shall be pur- 
chased. The Finance Committee did 
not recommend the purchase of Gen- 
eral Electric signals, but the Columbia 
signals are only in an experimental 
stage and Newton should buy signals 
only from experienced manufacturers.” 
Alderman Grebenstein said. "The 
Traffic Committee wants signals in- 
stalled. It does not care what kind 
is purchased if they are satisfactory.” 
Alderman Heathcote told of seeing 
General Electric signals out of order 
and stated that Street Commissioner 
Stuart can easily obtain replacement 
parts for the Columbia signals. He 
asked “Why buy General Electric sig- 
nals when Columbia signals cost 
less”? Both Aldermen Heathcote and 
Noone asserted that Newtonville has 
received more traffic signals than 
other parts of the city, particularly 
Ward 4. Alderman Grebenstein de- 
nied that Ward 2 has been favored. 
He stated that lie has given more 
lights to Wards other than the one 
in which he resides, Ward 2. 


HOLD UP FILLING STATION 
PERMIT 


The petition of John W. Scott to 
establish a filling station in front of 
the Wahan Garage at 1172 Beacon 
street, was held up by the Aldermen 
on Monday and referred back to the 
Franchises and Licenses committee 
which had recommended that this pet- 
ition be granted. Alderman Ball ob- 
jected, stating — -“If this petition is 
granted, t lie present Board will he do- 
ing something never done before in 
this city — granting a permit for a fill- 
ing station to be operated within a 
few feet of another station, both sta- 
tions operated by the same person.” 

Alderman Heathcote also objected. 
He stated that when Herbert Swan- 
son, who formerly owned the Wahan 
Garage, applied a few years ago for 
a tilling station on this same site, ex- 
Aldennan Parker and Scott had op- 
posed tlie petition and it had been re- 
fused.

MORE AND BETTER 

WATER FOR CITY 

Some' communities tn this country 
arc in serious straits ns regards 
drinkables; they have not a sufficiency 
of pure drinking water and they can- 
not legally obtain pre-war beverages 
which many drank ns substitutes for 
nqua-pura. Newton is exceptionally 
fortunate in this respect, according to 
Aldermen Hail and Gallagher, the 
water experts of the Hoard of Aider- 
men. At the meeting of the Hoard on 
Monday evening Alderman Rail told 
of the successful progress which is 
being made to provide Newton with 
more and better water. Work is about 
to start on the removal of vegetation 
and soil from two depressions in the 
water reservation at Needham which 
will bo used ns storage basins for 
millions of gallons of water pumped 
into them from the Charles River. 
This water will percolate through hun- 
dreds of feet of sand and gravel into 
the big wells which supply Newton 
with its water. Another new well is 
to be constructed which will cause the 
daily supply of water to amount to 
6,000,000 of 7.000,000 gallons according 
to estimates. 

Alderman Collins asked. “Is the 
water obtained through this method 
of as high quality as Newton water 
has been?” Mr. Hail replied that “the 
water is of better quality. It has but 
2 parts bacteria to the million. It 
is almost absolutely sterile. Metropo- 
litan water averages from 12 to 20 
parts bacteria.” 

Alderman Gallagher remarked that 
using river water has occasioned some 
alarm among some people but such a 
practice is common. The method used 
by Newton — filtering this water 
through gravel beds is much superior 
to that ordinarily used; exposing the 
water to the sun in open reservoirs 
for short periods. He asserted that 
“our method meets with the approval 
of the best minds in the State and we 
have the best water in the State.” 

Alderman Temperly asked. "How 
much bacteria is in the water the 
gravel has to filter?" Alderman Bail 
replied that “while there is consid- 
erable bacteria in river water, the 
fact that Newton water filters through 


at least 100 feet of gravel makes it 
unusually pure. Amesbury uses water ( 
from the Merrimac River and filters 
it through only a few inches of sand.” j 
| Mr. Temperly replied that "He does 
not doubt but that the Newton water 
taken from the river is well purified 
but he believes that in the course of 
a couple of generations, or longer, 
stenm shovels may have to be oper- 
ated in the bowl to remove the bac- 
teria impregnated gravel so that it can 
be replaced with fresh gravel." Al- 
derman Hail informed his colleague 
from Ward f> that “it is necessary to 
but very slightly scrape the surface 
of filtration beds to remove foul soil." 
He informed the Board that $1320 
will be required to purchase a new | 
pump and motor. $12,365 will be , 
needed for work on the reservation J 
and the cost of sinking a new well 
must be met. 


UPPER FALLS AROUSED 

A meeting of the sub committee of i 
the school board was held on Tues- 
day night in the Emerson School hall, 
when the people of Upper Falls ex- 
pressed their views on the advisabil- 
ity of taking land for an additional 
play spot for the pupils in the school. 
Messrs. Tracy. Lockett and Calkins 
were members of the committee. • 
About four hundred were present. 
Parents of the pupils proposed taking 
land abutting on the school grounds 
to do away with the danger to the 
children, of which there are about 
five hundred in the school, playing on 
Pettee street where their lives are 
menaced by Hose 7 and trucks and , 
autos, it was the sentiment of the j 
meeting that land should be taken 
without disturbing the Wade build- 
ing. 

The meeting \Vas the result of a 
petition signed and presented to the 
school board by one hundred people. 1 
It is expected the committee will soon 
make a recommendation to the full • 
school board. They are of the opin- 1 
ion that something should be done to 
relieve the present situation. Mr. j 
Herbert J. Kellaway, who was one 
of the speakers and is a landscape 
architect, drew a map explaining how 
easy it would be to develop the land ; 
as a part of the school ground.

PL/ U E WABAN HILL IN SINGLE 
RESIDENCE ZONE 

The Hoard of Aldermen on Monday 
night voted to change much of Waban 
Hill in the Chestnut Hill section from 
a private to a single residence zone. 
The streets affected are Waban Hill 
road, Waban Hill Road North and 
part of Algonquin road. Tills terri- 
tory is one of the highest spots in 
the city and stands out conspicuously. 
A number of attractive, expensive sin- 
gle-residences have been erected there. 
Part of Algonquin road has had two 
family houses erected on it but the 
hill has few dwellings of this type 
on it. 

A couple of months ago a petition 
was circulated by Abraham Webber 
and other residents of that district 
asking that all the land on and near 
Waban Hill not in the single residence 
district, be so zoned. The hearing on 
tliis petition was held before the 
Claims and Rules Committee and was 
largely attended. While the majority 
of those present favored the change, 
a number of property owners strongly 
objected. The Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee gave the matter careful con- 
sideration and decided to change the 
streets above mentioned from private 
to single residence zone, thus pre- 
venting tlie erection of two-family 
houses on them. Manet road and that 
part of Commonwealth avenue near 
Lake street will remain in the private 
residence zone, as at present.

The said commission shall report 
to tlie general court its findings and 
recommendations, together with drafts 
of tlie legislation necessary to carry 
such recommendations into effect, by 
filing the same with the clerk of the 
house of representatives not later than 
December first of the current year, 
and shall at the same time file a copy 
of said report with tlie budget com- 
missioner. 

In connection with this matter Mr. 
Herbert J. Kellaway, who has taken 
a deep interest in tills project, sug- 
gests that the action to lie taken by 
Metropolitan District Commission 
should lie Watched by tlie official bod- 
ies of the City of Newton as well as 
interested organizations and individ- 
uals. It was shown at tlie hearing that 
we desire neither the Langley Road 
route nor tlie Glen Avenue route but 
tlie one generously suggested by Mr. 
Edwin S. Webster through his deer 
park entering onto Beacon street near 
Holmrt Road: A continued interest 
must be maintained to carry out the 
best scheme for proper development 
of tliis portion of tlie district.

The Third Article About the Newton Cemetery Written 
Expressly for the Newton Graphic 


"Lest We Forget" 

These words of Kipling are surely 
unnecessary to residents of this city, 
for tint beauty and attractiveness of 
the Newton Cemetery are a consola- 
ion and a benediction to Lite tender 
memories of our loved ones who have 
gone before. Tills sentiment must 
have been impressed upon the hun- 
dreds of visitors who were present at 
the Memorial Day exercises of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, ns well 
ns on t hose whom sorrow had brought 
hither, for never In its history lias the j 
Cemetery been so beautiful ns now. 

The Newton Cemetery is in itself a 
Memorial, not only to the veterans of 
the Civil War, whose valiant services 
were the first reason for establishing a 
special day in their honor not only to 
those who paid the "last full measure 
of devotion" in the other wars in 
which this country lias been engaged, 
not only to tin* thousands of hearts 
which mourn the loss of loved mem 
hers of t heir family, but is a memor- 
ial to the men, who seventy years ago, 
were far sighted enough to make this 
beauty possible. Their wisdom was 
noted as early as 1873 when the an- 
nual report of the trustees referred 
to "that wise discrimination for which 
leading minds in the town have, in all 
its history, been conspicuous, selected 
and purchased a tract of land beauti- 
ful for situation and in adaptability, 
remarkable for such use.” The pres- 
ent day and generation will endorse 
that conclusion and add eloquent testi- 
mony to the splendid work of men 
like Dr. Henry Bigelow. Mr. Marshall 
S. Rice, who made the first plans for 
tlie grounds, to Mr. Warren P. Tyler, 
a trustee from 1864 to his death in 
1913, to Mr. Edwin B. Haskell, presi- 
dent for 25 years, to Mr. Otis Pet tee, 
treasurer for 23 years, to Mr. Edwin 
M. Fowle, clerk for 29 years, and to 
Hon. George Hutchinson, a trustee 
hud president for 17 years. 

To these gentlemen and their asso- 
ciates as trustees the people of New- 
ton owe a deep debt of gratitude. But

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Christian Science Lecture 


Lecture on Christian Science, Entitled “Christian Science: 
The Union of Reason and Revelation,” by Miss Lucia C. 
Coulson, C. S., of London, England, member of the Board 
of Lectureship of The Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ Scientist, in Boston, Mass., was given in First 
Church of Christ Scientist, Newton, Mass., Saturday and 
Sunday, June 2nd and 3rd, 1928. 


Large audiences overflowing into 
the Sunday School room below gave 
close attention to the lecture; t lie 
use of amplifiers enabling all to hear. 

The lecture Saturday evening was 
repeated Sunday afternoon. Mr. Fran- 
cis W. Davis, First Reader of the 
Newton Church introduced the lec- 
turer Saturday evening, and Mrs. Eva 
Stickney Johnson the Second Reader, 
made the introduction Sunday after- 
noon. Mr. Davis spoke as follows: 

Friends, a cordial welcome to this 
lecture has awaited you ever since the 
plans were laid for it some time ago. 
We are grateful for our opportunity 
and for your presence and we know 
you will go away rewarded. 

There is a homely but apt pro- 
verb, which probably most of us have 
known since childhood, which runs, — 
The proof of the pudding is in the 
eating. The proof of the efficacy of 
Christian Science lies in the demon- 
strations of the healing power of the 
Christ Truth, which it reveals. Mary 
Raker Eddy, the discoverer and found- 
er of Christian Science, accepted it 
herself only as reason and revela- 
tion were reconciled through demon- 
stration. As a result of her conse- 
crated work, tills same proof has come 
to thousands of others, as this prac- 
tical science of Christianity has spread 
throughout the world. Through a 
proper understanding of its principles, 
thousands are being healed daily, of 
one form or another of disease and 
sin. 

In the tenth chapter of Luke we 
find that Jesus appointed ‘‘other seven- 
ty also” and sent them forth to heal 
the sick and ‘‘say unto them, The 
Kingdom of God is come nigh unto 
you.” His further command was, ‘‘and 
into whatsoever house ye enter, first 
say, Peace be unto this house. And 
if the son of peace be there, your 
peace shall rest upon it.” The seven- 
ty went out and later “returned again 
with joy, saying Lord, even the devils 
are subject unto us, through thy 
name.” 

In the same manner today, members 
of the Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Church, The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston, are going 
forth, carrying the message about 
Christian Science all over the world, 
bringing healing to their listen- 
ers, and saying “unto them, The King- 
dom of God is come nigh unto you.” 

So in this lecture, wo, with the 
son of peace in our house, may find 
healing and the Kingdom of God at 
hand. 

The title of the lecture is, Christian 
Science: The Union of Reason and 
Revelation. To many the lecturer 
needs no introduction. She is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Church, and comes to us from 
across the water, with a message of 
“on earth, peace goodwill toward men.” 
It is a privilege and a great pleas- 
ure to introduce to you the lecturer, 
Miss Lucia C. Coulson, C.S., of Lon- 
don, England. 

Miss Coulson spoke as follows: 

1 have taken for the subject of this 
lecture, Christian Science, the Union 
of Reason and Revelation. It is a 
surprise to many people to be told that 
reason is a factor in the study of true 
religion, but on the first page of the 
Christian Science textbook by Mary 
Baker Eddy these words occur, “The 
time for thinkers has come,” and it is 
certain that people are thinking to- 
day as they never thought before. 
Even physical science which previous- 
ly dealt entirely with matter and ma- 
terial phenomena is recognizing mind 
more and more, although it does not 
make the distinction so clearly drawn 
by Christian Science between the di- 
vine Mind and the so-called human 
mind. 

The following interesting statement 
was made a short time ago by Pro- 
fessor J. A. Fleming of the Univer- 
sity of London, “The physical uni- 
verse is a thought rather than a thing, 
and thought implies and necessitates 
a thinker.” Physical science, there- 
fore, is gradually approaching the 
standpoint of Christian Science: 
namely, that all is Mind, and that 
Mind alone creates, governs, origi- 
nates; that all cause is mental and 
therefore effect is mental, and amen- 
able to Mind; that the universe Itself 
is a “thought rather than a thing.” 
Let us see where this will lead us 
and what it will bestow upon us. It 
leads us to discover wherein lies the 
mastery of circumstances and condi- 
tions. It, bestows on us the power to 
heal and prevent disease, it frees us 
from tl»o limitations with which t lie 
belief in matter and material thinking 
1ms bound us, and from which we have 
not known how to escape. Perhaps 
it is tills helplessness, this inability of 
munkiud to ovorcomo or avoid calam- 
ity, that makes its heaviest burden. 
There is no one so happy that he 
would not like to be able to protect 
and so ensure that happiness. 

Now tills helplessness is duo to the 
belief that man is matter, that his 
troubles are material, and that he 1ms 
no control over them. Once take the 
position that ail is Mind, that the uni- 
verse and all it includes Is t lie product 
of Mind, and immediately the remedy 
appears. For if a thought is the cause 
of tlie trouble, then u change of 
thought cun niter It. If a thought 
causes this or that condition, then an 
opposite thought will change the con- 


dition. Now we have all been given 
the power to think, nnd we nil already 
believe that we can or should control 
our thoughts. Therefore, if every- 
thing is in the first instnnee a thing 
of thought, and we can all think, how 
much control should we have, how 
much dominion over this earth? And 
what is the nature of this dominion? 
It is evident, reasoning from this 
standpoint, that Mind controls and 
governs all, and man, the outcome of 
Mind, possesses this dominion. Re- 
member the gift of dominion was re- 
corded many thousands of years ago 
in a hook we have most of us been 
taught to revere. Let me read you 
verses twenty-six to twenty-eight of 
the first chapter of Genesis. "And 
God said, Let us make man in our im- 
age, after our likeness: and let them 
have dominion over the fish of the 
sea, and over the fowl of the air, and 
over the cattle, and over all the earth, 
and over every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. . . . And 
God blessed them, and God said unto 
them. Be fruitful, and multiply, and 
replenish the earth, and subdue it: 
and have dominion.” 

Did it ever occur to you that these 
are not mere words, hut practical, 
provable truth? I remember reading 
that when I first began the study of 
Christian Science, and as I read, the 
general concept of man flashed before 
me: man at the mercy of chance, of 
circumstance, of disease, of loss; man 
happy to-day, and crushed to-morrow; 
pitifully weak, and unable to protect 
himself. Then I turned to this hook, 
Science and Health, which I had been 
told was a Key to the Scriptures, and 
there I read (p. 517): "Man is not 
made to till the soil. His birthright 
is dominion, not subjection. He is 
lord of the belief in earth and heaven, 
himself subordinate alone to his 
Maker.” I read on until I began to 
see how it was possible to prove this 
dominion to be true, now. I could 
never tell you what a flood of light 
and liberty filled my heart as I read 
—what possibilities opened out to me 
— what a promise Christian Science 
set before me. And it has kept its 
promise! My friends, what is true for 
one is true for all, and we can all be- 
gin now to prove, gradually, and step 
by step, this dominion in our experi- 
ence. We must gain it first in our 
thinking, and then necessarily in our 
experience, for experience is the fruit 
of thinking. 

Now it is easy enough to see that 
some things are the result of thought 
—war, for instance. But when we 
come to more particular instances, 
such as disease, poverty, an epidemic, 
and so on, people are apt to say, “Do 
you mean to tell me these are mental 
and the result of wrong thinking?” 
Christian Science replies that they 
are, and that they can be healed by 
spiritual thinking. 

Why should it be thought strange 
that a man’s thinking should affect his 
physical body, either to injure or to 
benefit it? Take the effect of fear 
alone, and notice the change it can 
produce in the physical body. It af- 
fects the muscles and nerves so that 
trembling sets in. It violently alters 
the action of the blood so that the 
face becomes white, and if there is 
sufficient fear, it wil cause a man to 
faint. Now look at the results of a 
thought or emotion in these cases, 
and consider the widespread, almost 
universal, fear at the time of an epi- 
demic. Almost everyone is afraid that 
lie will catch the disease. Everyone 
(unless he be a Christian Scientist) 
believes that he may catch it. Many 
think of it with dread, nnd shudder 
at the list of those who succumb to 
it. It is this fear which is contagious, 
and which is overcome by the under- 
standing of Christian Science. I shall 
have more to say on this subject later. 

The effect of hatred is less easily 
seen and understood: but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, hatred is a deadly poison, 
which hurts the hater more than the 
hated, and it is coming to he so re- 
garded by students of physiology. The 
same is true of every other form of 
evil thinking or unhappy morbid 
thinking; jealousy, worry, depression, 
and so on. 

At this point someone may say: 
"You tell me these thoughts produce 
sickness and opposite thoughts cure; 
hut how am I to think these opposite 
thoughts? I have neither the strength 
nor the understanding to do so." That 
is true, for those uninstructed in 
Christian Science, nnd such a confes- 
sion of weakness is the first step to 
tlie recognition of the remedy. For 
these thoughts which make us sick 
and sinful are the thoughts of mortals, 
and they must ho exchanged for high- 
er and truer thoughts, the thoughts of 
God. 

The first step, then, is to find out 
what God is and what IUh thoughts 
are liko. The sentence with which 
we started gives an indication of the 
great fact which Mrs. Eddy discov- 
ered, for it states that "tlie universe Is 
a thought rather than a thing.” 

What must be the Cause or Creator 
of the universe which is a thought, an 
idea? The only possible answer, and 
the one which Christian Science 
gives, is that this Creator, tlie first 
great cause, is Mind, Infinite Mind, 
for ideas can only come forth from 
Mind. Infinite Mind! That signifies 
perfection; for whatever Is infinite 


could not contain an element of de- 
struction. Evil is self-destructive. 
Its nature is to destroy, to adulterate, 
to lie. We have evidences of this on 
every hand. Therefore evil could not 
enter tlie Mind that is infinito or eter- 
nal, and so it is the perfect thoughts 
of tills perfect Mind that we need to 
obtain and entertain, in order to coun- 
teract and to heal tlie effects of wrong 
thinking. Following this out to its 
logical conclusion, we find that we are 
in a world of ideas, a thought-universe. 
Tills universe is perfect and God- 
created; hut our concept of it is not 
right, is not perfect, and we shall find 
that our concept is corrected and 
transformed by the simple method of 
replacing wrong thoughts with right 
thoughts, thoughts which reflect di- 
vine Mind. Here then is the way — to 
learn to ally ourselves with God’s 
thoughts. When we do that, we ally 
ourselves with infinite power; we en- 
list divine power on our behalf. 

Now to do this, we must learn some- 
thing of the nature of this power. 
What is the nature or character of in- 
finite and omnipotent Mind? This is 
where the wedding of Science to 
Christianity takes place. That which 
the heart of man craves is found to 
be in accord with reason. It has 
been said that the infinite must be 
without an element of discord or de- 
struction, must be wholly creative, 
therefore entirely harmonious, for- 
ever bringing forth and preserving: 
must therefore be that of which John 
cenceived when he said that God is 
Love. Divine Love alone admits of no 
flaw, no friction. Intelligence or 
power divorced from love can mani- 
fest all that is worst, most bestial, 
most brutal; but find all power to be 
also love, and immediately its uni- 
verse can be conceived of only as 
perfect and as altogether lovely. 

How can there be an atom of suf- 
fering, of sin, or sickness permitted 
by the omnipotence which is alto- 
gether Love? Even humanly our con- 
cept of love stands for bliss. What is 
the will of Love for the beloved? Al- 
ways that which the beloved desires. 
Now, every one of you in your true 
being has come forth from that in- 
finite Love, and is the loved of Love. 
I don't care who you are, what your 
character or your race or your present 
limitations may be; each one of you 
is the beloved, and the will of the di- 
vine Love for you is all that is happi- 
est, sweetest, most blissful, all that 
makes for fullness, usefulness, domin- 
ion, heaven — indeed, your heart’s de- 
sire! 

Go into a beech wood at the magic 
moment of spring. Look at the moss 
under you feet, the exquisite vivid 
green of each budding leaf: see the 
tender beauty of the violet, the blue- 
bell, the anemone — each tiny petal 
perfectly formed, each color perfectly 
matched! These are only the promise 
of heavenly beauties; but what 
thoughts do they stand for, of what 
are they the symbols? Think what 
qualities of tenderness and innocence, 
of gayety and care for every smallest 
detail must be comprised in the Mind 
which is God, and clothing as He does 
the lilies of the field, will He not 
clothe and tend and beautify and 
glorify you, His highest ideas? 

My friends, this concept of God 
will do much for you. It will change 
and sweeten and transform your ex- 
perience. It will take away your fear. 
Has your experience been a hard one? 
Does your existence seem dreary and 
barren? Ask yourself what concept of 
God you are entertaining. There are 
those whose concept of God is that of 
a Being to be dreaded, one who sits in 
judgment, and deals out punishment 
and calamity to al offenders. There 
are many whose concept of God is 
that of a schoolmaster, stern and just 
— a God of penalties, righteous penal- 
ties, so-called, who says. “You have 
sinned nnd you must suffer.” And 
there are some to whom God is both 
Father and Mother, whose idea of 
God is the highest, tenderest Love it 
is possible to conceive of or imagine, 
a God who lives only to bless and 
cannot curse, who lives only to heal 
and could not send or permit or know 
suffering, who lives only to bestow 
heaven, and would not know how to 
afflict. To this God we come and 
say, "We are sad, we are sick, we 
are weary, we are wicked;” and our 
God makes answer. "It is none of it 
real, it is none of it true! It is all 
blotted out in the presence of in- 
finite, universal, unquenchable Love 
which corrects and cancels every mis- 
take: for Love has only love to be- 
stow." Let this God. the only true 
God, rule your experience. 

I spoke of the wedding of Science 
to Christianity in our thought when 
we discern the nature of infinite Mind 
to be Love. Consequently, when we 
perceive that Love and intelligence 
are in reality indivisible, there comes 
tlie true marriage of male and fe- 
male qualities of Mind, the "divinely 
united spiritual consciousness.” as 
Science and Health puts it (p. 577). 

Now the highest, purest concept of 
Love which human experience pre- 
sents is generally conceded to he that 
of a mother for her child: and so in 
order t»i turn our thoughts to the un- 
derstanding of the Love that is God, 
Christian Science has given us yet an- 
other and gentler name by which to 
address Deity, for it speaks of God 
as Mother. 

When tills thought of the Mother- 
hood of God unfolds to us we come to 
see that there is no lmppeniug too 
small, no desire too slight, to con- 
fide to Love’s tender keeping. The 
little ones are Her especial care. We 
realize that all tin* comforts of home, 
the consolations of friendship, tlie fill 
fitment of harmless desires, the inno- 
cent joys tliut go to make up happy 
human living, are tlie will of Love 
for us now. They are tlie direct work- 
ing out of tills blessed concept of 
God. They are the human working 
out or approximation of the infinite 


bliss with which Love satisfies its 
own, caring equally for every smallest 
detail, blessing equally the infinitesi- 
mal with the infinite. Every one of 
you is included in the Father- Mother’s 
perfect plan. Every one of you is 
needed and indispensable therein, and 
Truth will sliow you how to appropri- 
ate this blessedness. 

Now it Is a fact that whatever con- 
cept of God we cherish, consciously 
or unconsciously, shapes and governs 
our models of thought and conduct; 
and so as we gain tills concept of God 
as Mother we shall become gentler 
and kinder in our thoughts and words 
and deeds. In proportion, then, as 
this idea of God unfolds in human con- 
sciousness, tlie whole world will be- 
come a gentler, warmer-hearted, hap- 
pier dwelling-place. 

I spoke just now of Love’s perfect 
universe which is altogether lovely. 
Right here mortals seem to he faced 
with a universe which is the direct op- 
posite, which contradicts the divine 
facts. What are we to do with it? 
Has it ever struck you that this is the 
very problem which is presented to 
us in the first and second chapters of 
Genesis? First, there is the account 
of the divine fact of perfect God and 
perfect man, whose universe is very 
good, and then comes the account of 
a man made of dust who immediately 
fell into a deep sleep. It would seem 
as if that sleep is still going on. In 
that sleep came the introduction of 
a dual consciousness, the knowledge 
of good and evil, in which evil seemed 
as real and natural as good. This dual 
consciousness is really a kingdom 
divided against itself, for good and 
evil are opposites, ami it is the ming- 
ling of good and evil thoughts, with 
the latter much in preponderance, 
that causes the friction of human ex- 
istence. 

In the infinite Mind, whose name is 
Love, there can !"■, ;i~ we Baw, no 
friction by reason of its infinity. To 
God there is no dual consciousness. 
There is but one Mind, one will, one 
consciousness, one manner of think- 
ing — right thinking. 

Friction is caused by the rubbing or 
pulling of particles in two opposite 
directions. It is defined in the dic- 
tonary as the resistance to a body 
from the surface on which it moves. 
The problem of the theory of per- 
petual motion can only be solved by 
the elimination of friction, and physi- 
cal scientists tell us that by the elim- 
ination of all friction, the deteriora- 
tion and decease of the human body 
could be prevented. So far this has 
been found to be impossible, because 
this friction has been thought of as 
material both in cause and effect. 
Christian Science makes it clenr that 
as we leave the dual consciousness 
and declare for the one Mind which is 
good only and Love always, as we 
learn to think God’s good thoughts 
only, in that ratio friction ceases and 
harmony is restored. At this point 
I want to say to you that this is not 
simply a theory. It is the most prac- 
tical and provable fact that has ever 
been presented to you. Therein lies 
its whole value, and for that reason 
we know it to i»* the truth. That 
which is true can always be proved. 
That which is false can never be. 
You may try forever and in vain to 
prove twice two is five. It is not 
five, and when subject to proof its 
falsity is exposed. You may believe 
that twice two is five quite easily; 
but you cannot prove it. Any child, 
on the other hand, can prove twice 
two is four, because that is the truth. 

Now Christian Science states that 
the power of the divine Mind to heal 
all human ills, the power of right 
thinking to change and destroy the 
effects of wrong thinking, has been 
proved time and time again in this 
age by healing the sick. It is this 
restoration of tlie healing works of 
primitive Christianity which is the 
hall-mark of Christian Science, so to 
speak. In her Church Manual ( p.17 ) 
Mrs. Eddy writes that the Christian 
Science church is "designed to com- 
memorate tlie word and works of our 
Master, which should reinstate primi- 
tive Christianity and its lost element 
of healing.” She also says on page 
92 of the same book that “each mem- 
ber of this Church shall strive to dem- 
onstrate by his or her practice, that 
Christian Science heals the sick 
quickly and wholly, thus proving this 
Science to be all that we claim for 
it.” Now. when a sick person is made 
well, the ultimate object of Christian 
Science healing is not thereby at- 
tained. On the contrary, the work is 
only just begun. For the object of 
Christian Science is to regenerate hu- 
man consciousness, to change the dual 
consciousness of good and evil to the 
conciousness of good’s allness; to ed- 
ucate it out of matter into Spirit, and 
so to end the Adam-dream. This re- 
generation. however, starts with the 
healing of physical sickness, for the 
very good reason that a sick body in- 
dicates a sick mind. 

Since, then, the healing works are 
all-important in Christian Science, let 
us consider at some length how they 
take place. And first and foremost let 
us consider the example of the one 
who first proved the power of Truth 
to heal in all its perfection Jesus 
the Christ. Let us see what he has to 
tench us with regard to its method 
and what were the means lie em- 
ployed. There has been such a ten- 
dency on the part of mankind to re- 
gard ills works as miracles relegated 
to Ills time alone, that people have 
hardly considered what he himself 
said on this subject. In the first 
place, he stated that anyone who be- 
lieved in Him and his teachings could 
do the same works he did, and great- 
er. 

Then with regard to the method, 
he said, that it was his Father who 
did tlie healing, but that the patient 
needed receptivity, faith, to enable 
him to receive. "The Father that 


dwelleth in me, he doeth the works.” 
"According to your faith be it unto 
you.” 

Then, again,— and this Is an impor- 
tant point for the practitioner, in in- 
stance after instance we are told that 
before he healed anyone, he was 
moved with compassion. Many of his 
patients were sinners, many lepers; 
but no matter how great the physical 
or moral deformity, Jesus was moved 
with compassion. As he passed by, 
the multitude were healed. Men told 
each other with bated breath that 
"Jesus of Nazareth passeth by.” And 
the sick were healed. What was it 
that healed them? Was it his person 
or the shadow of his person falling 
on them? We in this age are too en- 
lightened for such superstition. It was 
what Jesus knew, what Jesus saw in 
the place of sick humanity, that 
healed. 

Let me read you here a passage 
from Science and Health which no one 
who desires to heal the sick can study 
too carefully: “Jesus beheld in Sci- 
ence the perfect man. who appeared 
to him where sinning mortal man ap- 
pears to mortals. In this perfect man 
the Saviour saw God’s own likeness, 
and this correct view of man healed 
the sick.” (Science and Health, pp. 
476, 477). So in the place of the poor 
weeping, sinning woman, in the place 
of the unclean, trembling leper, Jesus 
saw the beloved, the pure idea "only 
begotten "f the Father, full of grace 
and truth.” Now, he said that we 
should do the works he did. It was 
ills clear vision, his tender pompas- 
sion. his reflection of divine intelli- 
gence, that revealed the Christ, and 
it is for each one of us to-day to “put 
on Christ.” Then, as we pass through 
the streets of our great cities and the 
sick and the sorrowful meet us in the 
press, being “moved with compas- 
sion,” we shall find time to pray, not 
on bended knee, but by lifting up our 
thoughts to heaven, by declaring again 
and yet again that the perfect Mind 
has created perfect man. for from 
the standpoint of Christian Science we 
have to look through and beyond the 
midst of sense-testimony and discern 
the spiritual idea of man emanating 
from divine Mind. Then shall we 
echo the words of the poet: 

"O God of mountains, stars and bound- 
less spaces, 

O God of freedom and of joyous 
hearts. 

When Thy face looketh forth from 
all men’s faces 

There will be room enough in 
crowded marts! 

Brood Thou around me, and the noise 
is o’er. 

Thy universe my closet with shut 
door.” 

— George Macdonald. 

Once again we find in the Gospels 
that it was Jesus’ custom to go apart, 
alone, into some quiet spot, the des- 
ert or the mountain, and there spend 
hours, yes, nights in prayer to God. 
communing with Spirit, wrestling no 
doubt with the world’s fear and un- 
belief. “Come ye yourselves apart in- 
to a desert place;” and. "He went up 
into a mountain apart to pray.” 

From the mental heights gained in 
such midnight hours. Jesus would 
descend to perform his mightiest 
works. The same method is needed 
by us to-day. We need to go apart to 
work and pray and spend hours of 
quiet preparation in communion with 
Spirit : and often the way is through 
the desert to the mountain. Jesus 
could not do without such prepara- 
tion. we certainly cannot afford to! 
The world does not want this. It 
presses upon us as of old. It urges 
that we should be normal and soci- 
able; it offers us a good time. It was 
the same with Jesus. The multitudes 
thronged him. we read, but he "with- 
drew himself.” Even in the desert he 
was not free from the temptations of 
tlie carnal mind. "He was tempted in 
all points like as we are.” the record 
reads. Now, temptation is that which 
comes to us as consciouness. that 
which for the moment seems desir- 
able. The adversary tempted Jesus 
with the call of the flesh. "Command 
that these stones be made bread." 
But Jesus obeyed the Christ. Then 
I tin* evil one brought him to the pin- 
nacle of the temple, and Jesus climbed 
to the very top. hearing the whisper 
to cast himself down and convince 
men by the spectacular, but, standing 
at the very pinnacle of temptation, 
Jesus obeyed the Christ. Finally, the 
carnal mind offered him all the glories 
of wealth and fame, in other words "a 
good time." "All these things will I 
give thee”— but once again Jesus 
obeyed the Christ: and with that tre- 
mendous rebuke. "Get thee hence. Sa- 
tan.” the tempter tied before him. 

My friends, if we would heal the 
sick to-day. it is for us to obey the 
Christ, to deny sense-testimony, to si- 
lence the whisper of the serpent, urg- 
ing as of old the dual consciousness 
of good and evil; to refuse and dis- 
miss these suggestions, to eject and 
reject them: to refuse to think any 
but God’s good thoughts. Note that 
the temptation in the Garden of Eden 
came in the form of an argument 
Yea. hath God said. Ye shall not eat 
of every tree of the garden?” The 
woman replied that the dual con- 
sciousness — the knowledge of good 
and evil- meant death. Then came 
tlie denial of the truth. "Ye shall not 
surely tlie.” So today, temptation 
comes in the form of an argument. 
"Has Truth said that evil is unreal 
and God is all? How absurd! Sick- 
ness is real. You can feel it and see 
it. Don’t shut your eyes to the testi- 
mony of your senses." Here is where 
we need to be strong and overthrow 
the false arguments with the argu- 
ments of Truth. For truly, sin and 
sickness are arguments, nothing more 
and nothing less, and we can there- 
fore dispose of them as such. We 
can turn on them with. "Get thee be 
hind me, Satan,” and denying them 


specifically, go on to the affirmations 
of good’s is-ness and good’s allness. 
Then if we are faithful, the evidence 
before our senses will change and 
conform to the facts of being. Let 
no one think that Christian Science 
can be gained without effort.. The 
warfare with the testimony of the 
senses needs as much patience and 
persistence, and even heroism, as any 
other warfare. Instantaneous healing 
is the ideal of Christian Science, but 
it rnay take much earnest, persistent 
effort to reach the consciousness of 
Truth which heals instantaneously. In 
every case, however, the healing is a 
corrective process. It is the replacing 
of false beliefs with true ideas. 

Sometimes the belief which needs 
correcting is just the conviction that 
God has sent disease for some good 
purpose, and that it Is vain to strive 
against His will. Then the simple 
fact that It is not of God nor *he will 
of God will heal the case. I know a 
Christian Science practitioner who. 
on revisiting her native city, saw a 
woman so bowed together that her 
head almost touched her knees. She 
recognized her as someone whom she 
had known formerly as an erect young 
girl. The practitioner stopped and 
asked if she had tried physicians, and 
the woman replied that she had tried 
many in vain. The practitioner said 
to her, “Try still another." But the 
woman answered it was useless; that 
she believed God had sent her this 
trial for her good, and that it was His 
will. "That was not what Jesus said 
of the woman who had been bound ‘lo. 
these eighteen years’,” said the practi- 
tioner. "Who was it that he said had 
bound her?” "Satan.” replied the 
woman, and a light broke over her 
face. "Yes.” was the answer. “And 
may it not be that same Satan, or 
evil, which has bound you?” The 
woman’s whole expression changed, 
and then and there the Christian Sci- 
entist spoke to her of the ever-pres- 
ent Christ. Truth, which has come to 
this aee as the Comforter, and which 
through the teachings of Christian 
Science is loosing those that are 
bound. “It can loose you too.” she 
said. “Lift yourself up.” And the 
woman lifted herself up and stood 
erect. As she listened to the explana- 
tion of the Christian Scientist her 
whole thought had chanced The bind- 
ing belief in a punishing God who had 
sent this thine to chasten her yield- 
ed. and her thought was lifted up in 
hope and faith to respond to the 
clear, uplifted consciousness of the 
practitioner, and then, behold, her 
body straightened also! 

Now. farther back. I referred to the 
possible overcoming of an epidemic, 
and I should like to say something 
about that here. Take an epidemic 
of influenza. A Christian Scientist 
protects himself from the contagion 
of fear, before its results appear on 
his body, as he also heals those who 
come to him for healing from it by 
knowing that God. good, being omni- 
present. there is only good to catch: 
that in the whole of infinite Mind, 
there is no evil influence or influenza, 
and that, to quote Science and Health 
(Pref.. p. xi). the “divine influence 
ever present in human consciousness” 
is superior to every other influence, 
and this divine influence is itself a 
law of destruction to every other so- 
called evil influence. 

Let us now take a case of drunken- 
ness. or any other false appetite of 
the carnal mind. The Christian Sci- 
entist. turning away from the evi- 
dence of the senses, maintains the 
fact that God made man complete and 
satisfied: that this craving is only the 
perverted longing for the wine of in- 
spiration. the joys of Spirit: and 
holding to this view of man. he de- 
clares. "Blessed are they which do 
hunger and thirst after righteousness: 
for they shall be filled." 

And what if we are confronted with 
a case of lack? Does Christian Sci- 
ence offer a solution for this also? 
Most assuredly it does. Lack arises 
I from the belief that supply is materi- 
al. and therefore limited and finite. 
Chritian Science declares that divine 
i Mind is the source of all supply and 
| therefore supply is infinite, and 
! consists of ideas, right ideas. What 
we know constitutes our wealth: for 
if we know more than others on any 
subject, they want what we know, and 
will give us the necessary exchange. 
We see. then, that true commerce con- 
sists in the exchange of ideas: and 
how can we obtain these valuable 
ideas? From one source only, from 
infinite intelligence, which never 
withholds any thing, but will bestow 
them upon us for the asking— not 
for half-hearted asking, however: 
not for a mere desultory request. We 
must be earnest and persistent in our 
desire, in our efforts. Sometimes we 
need to importune the divine Mind. 
Mrs. Eddy has written (Christ and 
Christmas, p. 15): 

• What the Beloved knew and taught. 

Science repeats. 

Through understanding, dearly sought. 

With fierce heart beats.” 

Have you sought in this manner? 

I have said that divine Mind never 
withholds, and our object is not to be- 
seech God to give that which He re- 
fuses. God has already given all. The 
object of our importuning is to clear 
away the mist that obscures our view, 
and to reach the understanding of 
what is already ours as the expression 
of God’s being. 

This is prayer not the beseeching 
of God to be good, but the fervent de- 
sire to understand how good He is. 
Let me hasten to add. however, that 
we do use both petition and affirma- 
tion. even as Jesus did in the model 
prayer he left us. known as the 
Lord’s Prayer. At the same time, in 
treatment the Christian Scientist uses 
constant affirmation, because his ob 
Ject Is not to make a sick mortal well, 
but to perceive God’s man coming 
forth from lufintte Miud, in the like- 


ness of that Mind, a« the Bible itself 

declares. 

Sometimes people will come to me 
and say, "I don’t know how to pray 
In Christian Science I don’t know 
the scientific way.” To such inquirers 
I always say, "Pray in whatever way 
helps you to gain the presence of 
God.” He ia “no respecter of per- 
sons” or of forms. God does not care 
what words you use. He regards only 
the motive and the desire. Prayers 
should not be a laborious effort to 
climb up to God. We do not have to 
go anywhere to find God. God is 
Mind, and Mind Is omnipresence; 
that means that there is only one 
good presence everywhere, here, now, 
within and without. Since Mind is 
omnipresence, all-presence, you can- 
not get away from it, or outside of 
it. and so you are forever enfolded in 
this God-presence. Evil, therefore, is 
never present. 

Prayer, then, should start with the 
affirmation, “I and my Father are 
one,” and from the standpoint of that 
oneness should seek to gain more of 
the Mind of Christ. Through such 
prayer we become conscious that all 
good is ours to claim or to appropri- 
ate, and so we taste, in all its sweet- 
ness and completeness, the will of 
Love for the beloved. 

How we have feared the will of 
Love! How we have dreaded the 
“one altogether lovely”! Even as we 
have reversed the whole order of 
heaven. The dual consciousness in- 
evitably reverses and perverts the di- 
vine facts. The picture of a punish- 
ing God, seated in the sky, dealing 
out judgment, has driven young men 
and women into atheism. What is 
the truth of the matter? What are 
the qualities that reign in heaven? 
They are the exact opposite of those 
that the human mind has chosen as 
rulers. The sword and the sceptre 
are the symbols of rulership to us 
even to-day. Kings and governors are 
surrounded by armed men and mount- 
ed police. The Revelator chose a 
lamb as the symbol of that which 
reigns in heaven, and he saw a wom- 
an — the feminine qualities of Mind 
which belong equally to all men and 
all women — as that which wears the 
crown. 

In Science and Health (p. 36) we 
read. "Justice is the handmaid of 
mercy.” In other words, mercy is on 
the throne and justice does her bid- 
ding. The greatest human rulers 
have shown this same quality of mer- 
cy. The story of Lincoln and the 
young sentry is so well known, it 
scarcely bears repeating, and yet we 
do not tire of it. A sentry was found 
sleeping at his post and was con- 
demned to be shot at dawn. The 
death-warrant was brought to Lincoln 
to sign, and he asked for the facts. 
He found that the boy had done a 
heavy march and then volunteered for 
duty to relieve a sick frienc\. He was 

- 

a critical place, and his general re- 
fused to spare him. The penalty for 
such an offence was death. Lincoln 
ordered them to bring the young man 
in. Then, speaking to him like a 
father, he said. "I’m going to trust you 
and s~nd you back to your regiment.” 
Thus Lincoln, the Greathearted, made 
"justice the handmaid of mercy:” but 
» one has ever called Lincoln weak. 
It is weakness which refuses to go 
against tradition. It is weakness which 
flares up as soon as what it names its 
dignity is slighted: weakness that re- 
sents and rushes into war: weakness 
that wants to revenge itself upon its 
enemies in the guise of justice. It 
takes strength, the strength of a hero, 
the strength of the Galilean, to turn 
the other cheek, to remaiu unmoved 
when insulted, to forego redress, to 
love those whom we call our person- 
al or our national enemies. There 
are few men strong enough to do this, 
even today. So. many centuries ago. 
in the Sermon on the Mount, these 
same qualities were named as the 
I remedy for human ills by the Naza- 
rene: and yet all through the ages they 
I have be^n ignored and set aside as 
j impossible and impracticable. Yet 
they are the only truly practical solu- 
1 tion because they are in accord with 
Truth, with the divine facts of being. 

• Let anyone practice loving his ene- 
mies. and as soon as he has succeed- 
ed. he will find that in loving them, 
he loses them there are no enemies 
left. Does hating them or fighting 
[them ever get rid of them? If you 
j go to war and conquer them, does 

I that lessen the enmity on either side? 
It only increases it. and the day will 
come, and is coming, when the Ser- 
I mon on the Mount will be seen to be 
the practical solution of war. when hu- 
manity will cease worshipping force 
and finesse, and will learn to exalt the 
I qualities that reign in heaven: the 
Mother-Love, the gentleness and Inno- 
cence of the Lamb.

WHAT MAKES A NEWSPAPER? 


A mistaken idea with some people 
is that the newspaper is an individual 
proposition. If they don’t like the 
editor, they feel they must knock the 
paper and stand in the way of its 
success whenever possible. They do 
not realize that the local paper is 
just as much a part of the commun- 
ity as the schools, churches, or any- ; 
thing else. The newspaper is differ- 1 
ent from any other business, it is a 
community affair. It is for service to 
the people and not for any individual. 

You may not like the editor and the 
editor may not love you any too well 
— but the paper he is responsible for 
does just as much for you as the serv- 
ice rendered others. There is noth- 
ing personal with it, it is here for a 
purpose and that purpose is to do 
what good it can in every way it can; 
the greater the support of those it 
undertakes to serve the better serv- 
ice it can render. It takes the peo- 
ple to make a good newspaper and 
without the help of the people, no one 
can run a successful newspaper. It 
requires money to operate any kind 
of business — even the churches, and 
the papers are no exception, and for 
this reason they must have the finan- 
cial support of the business Interests 
as well as the good will. 

Few newspaper publishers make 
more than a comfortable living and 
scarcely one is reported wealthy 
from money made in the newspaper 
business. They deserve to be trusted 
and to be understood by the people — 
it is the editor and not the plant that 
makes a newspaper useful in a com- 
munity, though liberal patronage is 
necessary if the paper is to he a 
credit to the town. — Bristow (Okla.) 
Daily Record.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


During the week ending June 2nd 
there were 127 Patients in the hospital, 
44 of whom paid as much or more 
than cost of care. 51 paid less than 
cost of care and 32 (including babies) 
were treated free. Ten babies were 
born, 5 girls and 5 boys. 13S patients 
were treated in the out-patient de- 
partment. Fifteen emergency cases 
were treated in the operating room. 
Three calls were made by the social 
service department and four patients 
were transferred by the social ser- 
vice car. 

Of the fifteen emergency cases treat- 
ed during the week eight were the 
results of automobile accidents, of 
which four were women, one with 
lacerations of the face and nose, one 
with lacerations of back and skull, one 
with abrasions of face and one with 
abrasion of the right leg; three were 
men, one with a fractured knee-cap 
and lacerations of the chin, one with 
lacerations of the forehead, one with 
a fractured skull and abrasions of the 
forehead; the last was a hoy with a 
fractured leg. Of the other emergen- 
cies two were men, one with a foreign 
body in his eye and one whose right 
hand had been caught in some ma- 
chinery amputating the end of the 
first finger; two were women, one 
with an infected finger and one who 
was treated for iodine poisoning. Two 
hoys were treated, one for a frac- 
tured arm and one for lacerations of 
the scalp and a question of fractured 
skull. One girl was treated for lacer- 
ated and severed tendons of the palm 
<»i the right hand caused when she 
fell on broken glass. 

The report for the month of May 
is as follows: Including X-ray and 
operating room 504 patients were ad- 
mitted, 353 patients were discharged. 
The largest number of patients in the 
hospital (luring any twenty-four hours 
l was 159, the smallest 129. The daily 
average for the month was 139.61. 5S 
I babies were born during the month. 
07o patients were treated in the out 
i patient department and 25 in the eye 
I clinic. 56 accidents were treated in 
the operating room as well as 229 
: tegular surgical cases. 201 patients 
j were admitted to the x-ray depart- 
i meat, to calls were made in the hos- 
pital and 13 la the homes by the so- 
I cial service worker. 18 patients were 
transferred by the social service car.

Speaking about “Newton Corner,” 
some years past residents of Wards 1 
nd 7 would resent any reference to 
their section of the city by this name. 
The official designation of that part 
of the city was (and Is) “Newton.” 
In colonial days around what is now 
known as “Nonantum square" was des- 
ignated as “Angler’s Corner." In 1731 
takes Angler, son of Ephraim Angler 
of Watertown, purchased the estate of 
Samuel Jackson; this estate lying 
partly in Newton and partly over the 
Watertown line. Angler kept a public 
house near where the Nonantum Build- 
ing now stands. In Colonial days tav- 
rns were referred to as “public 
houses.” The term is still in use in 
the British Isles. For over 100 years 
the locality was known as “Angler’s 
Corner.” 

In 1834 the first section of the Wor- 
:ester Railroad was built from Bos- 
ton to West Newton. The station near 
Angler’s Corner” was named “New- 
ton Corner,” but later this was con- 
sidered too rural sounding and it was 
changed to "Newton.” In late years 
things rural have become fashionable, 
so oldtiiners in Wards 1 and 7 now 
ather like to talk and hear about 
Newton Corner.”

long routh of the parade. The mem- 
bers of the American Legion recalled 
the hectic days of 10 years ago, and 
the youths who marched with Company 
c. at the 101st, showed that, this city 
still Is ready to do Its part for the na- 
tion’s safety, if need arises. 

Conspicuous in the parade was Ma- 
jor Harold Daniels, Retired, C. S. Ma- 
rine Corps. The writer and “Hal" 
were playmates when tiny kids, and 
if any 4 or 5 year old ever became 
early Inoculated with the “soldier 
bug,” "Hal” was that kid. As soon 
as lie could walk he commenced to 
play "soldier," ami when he arrived 
at the mature age of 8, he started to 
visit the Watertown Arsenal where lie 
became chummy with the command- 
ant’s son and later organized a troop 
of hoy cadets who drilled there under 
the instruction of some of the regular 
army sergeants. As “Hal” gr*-w to 
young manhood, after serving as an 
officer in the old Newton High hat 
talion under the late Col. George Ben- 
yon. he received an appointment to 
the United States Marin** Corps, and 
aft or serving some years in the Philip- 
pines and in China during the Box- 
er rebellion, he was retired because 
of disability incurred in this service. 
During the World War he was re- 
called and performed such duties as 

his health would permit. 

Many along the line of march on 
Wednesday visualized the familiar fea- 
tures of the late John Flood, who for 
over two score years took a most 
prominent part in the Memorial Day 
activities in this city. John Flood was 
absent in the flesh, but he was surely 
present in spirit. 


At the beginning of this year the 
Traffic Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen emphasized the need of street 
crossings and parking stalls being 
kept plainly defined by painted lines. 
The Street Department promised to 
keep such places conspicuously paint- 
ed and purchased a painting machine 
for this purpose. The lines have not 
been kept plainly painted. The Street 
Department states that the continued 
rainy weather is responsible for this. 
Paint ennnot dry in wet weather; so 
why paint? As soon as the rainy 
weather ends, it is probable that the 
street crossings, parking spaces and 
other places in the business sections 
of the city, will he kept clearly defined 
by white — or orange colored paint. 


In the Newton court on Friday last 
William Duplex of Kempt on street, 
Roxbury, was fined $100 for driving 
while under the influence of liquor. 
$100 for driving so as to endanger the 
lives and safety of the public, and $15 
for wilful damage to railroad proper- 
ty. He was arrested last week when 
tiie car he was driving ran over the 
lawn at the Waban station and 
crashed into a tree; the arrest being 
made by Patrolmen Henrikus and Ri- 
le v. With Duplex at the time was 
Arthur Boudrot of Huntington avenue. 
Boston. The pair are charged by the 
West Roxbury police with larceny of 
the wrecked car. 

Evelyn Douglas of West New Brigh- 
ton. N. Y., a member of the senior 
class at Lasell Seminary, was fined 
$1.7 in the Newton court on Monday 
for speeding. Motorcycle Officer 
O’Donnell testified that the coupe driv- 
en by the girl and containing four oc- 
cupants was operated at a speed of 
65 miles an hour while he chased it 
for two miles along Commonwealth 
avenue last Friday. The charge of 
“driving without a license” placed 
against Miss Douglas was dismissed 
when it was shown that one of the 
other occupants of the car had a li- 
cense. 


The postofflee at Newton does about 
three times as much business as any 
other postal station in this city. It 
has been in its present location over 
20 years. The equipment there is an- 
tiquated, the accommodations for the 
employees fluite inadequate. The en- 
trance door to this postofflee has been 
unpainted for so many moons that it 
is covered with grease and grime. The 
lobby is shabby. While other postal 
stations in this city, doing much less 
business than the Newton postofflee 
have been moved into new. attractive, 
well equipped quarters during the 
past few years, the postal station at 
Newton Corner remains unimproved. 
Recently a number of bids were re- 
ceived for furnishing quarters on a 
10 year lease for the Newton postofflee 
— the present lease being about to 
expire. It was supposed that one 
of these bids would be accepted, but 
such action has not resulted. The pa- 
trons of the Newton postofflee are en- 
titled to he served in and from a mod- 
ern postal station. The employees of 
the Newton postofflee are entitled to 
better working conditions. It is up 
to the postal officials to provide the 
long needed improvement.

We have received a card from our 
old friend "Ed" Healey of Lexington 
street, Auburndale, the card being 
sent from Galveston, Texas, which city 
“Ed” passed through eu route to Ari- 
zona. For the past 10 years Mr. Mea- 
ly lias been constantly travelling and 
he is still “going strong” despite the 
fact that he is in his 77th year. 

Most of the older established stores 
in the Newtons will close Wednesday 
afternoons during June, July and Aug- 
ust, except during weeks in which a 
holiday occurs. As the 17th of June 
falls on Monday t lie stores will he 
closed Monday. This is a long stand- 
ing custom. Employees in such stores 
work considearbly longer hours than 
do men engaged in most other occupa- 
tions. The Wednesday half-holiday : 
affords them a brief recreation period 
which other men and women of the 
working class obtain Saturday after- 
noons -and in many pursuits, all day 
Saturday. Some stores in the New- 
tons. particularly grocery and provi- 
sion stores, are not going to close Wed- 
nesday afternoons. Apparently the 
owners, or management of these stores 
are so afraid of losing a little business 
that they will not participate in tiie 
Wednesday closing agreement and 
their employees will therefore not en- 
joy the half-holiday during the warm 
months. In many cities, Waltham is 
one, the stores close one afternoon 
each week the entire year. Residents 
of this city, specially those in the 
working class, should show their ap- 
preciation of this little boon accorded 
to workers in stores by arranging to 
do their shopping at other times than 
on Wednesday afternoons during the 
next three months. 


The Memorial Day parade, in a way. 
served as an historical pageant. The 
few venerable survivors of the hosts 
who preserved tin* Union, represented 
tiie generation horn before the first half 
of the last century had been reached.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
LECTURE 


(Continued from Supplement Page 1) 


Ilian horoiHm. EsHentially womanly 
hIio was, with a natural shrinking 
from publicity, and yet. on fire with a 
message which hIio could not cIiooho 
but utter, which overcame all natural 
reluctance and forced her into the 
arena of mental conflict. From that 
conflict Hhe emerged unharmed be- 
cause she was able to prove and to 
demonstrate that the divine Principle 
she preached was all she stated it to 
he — "equal to every emergency" 
(Science and Health, p. *100 ) . I would 
ask you, if I may, to consider for a 
few minutes the wonder of tills wom- 
an’s life. From birth she had been 
delicate, and at the age of forty-five 
she was a frail invalid, overcome by 
the least exertion. At that age she 
made her great discovery, and it 
changed her from an invalid to a wom- 
an of marvelous energy and endur- 
ance. When over fifty, she brought 
out her first great work, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures." 
At the same time she was healing 
cases of so-called chronic and incur- 
able disease of every description. She 
was teaching classes and organizing 
her students into hands to go out into 
all the world and heal the sick. Every 
kind of calumny, at that time, pur- 
sued her, lawsuits were brought 
her; hut she went on her way undis- 
turbed and unafraid; and finally she 
undertook the greatest and most ar- 
duous task of all, the founding of the 
Christian Science church, The Moth- 
er Church with all its activities. No 
woman had ever founded a church 
before, far less had any woman been 
the inspired leader of a scientific and 
religious movement. In achieving 
this, she lifted all womanhood for- 
ever. It was her purpose that this 
church should endure, and that It 
should he the protection of her follow- 
ers. Its constitution was framed by 
her and embodied in the Church Man- 
ual. Its periodicals were also each 
one of them founded and started by 
her, and in the midst of her labors 
she found time to write for them con- 
stantly. Meanwhile she was bringing 
out other books and organizing the 
Board of Lectureship. At the age of 
eighty-seven she moved her home Con- 
cord, New Hampshire, to Chestnut Hill, 
Massachusetts, and founded a great 
daily international newspaper, The 
Christian Science Monitor. She alone 
conceived t lie idea of this paper, gave 
the order for its inception, and con- 
trary to tile advice of many of her stu- 
dents, insisted on its speedy publica- 
tion. She directed, counselled, de- 
fended. and governed the great move- 
ment she herself founded. No one 
could take her place, though she tried 
hard to find someone capable of so 
doing. No one knew enough to do so, 
no one else was willing to make the 
sacrifice that was required, and so 
this "toiler tireless" went on to the 
last week of her life on earth, laboring 
and achieving. She was always seek- 
ing for new ways to protect and pro- 
mote the healing truth she had dis- 
covered. One who know her well and 
saw her constantly said to me of her. 
“She was always thinking, thinking.” 
To the last moment, her desk was the 
headquarters of the movement, and 
her authority was unchallenged, be- 
cause In all she did she turned to God 
alone for guidance, and listened to 
His voice.

Rally Parade From Commonwealth

one absent; Troop 1. next witli only 2 
out of 78 Scouts absent. 

As the Council passed the stand 
they wore reviewed and saluted by the 
President of the Council, William T. 
HulUday, Vice Presidents F. A. Day 
and G. I). Mnrcy, the Commissioner, 
Judges and staff of t lie rally. As the 
Troops resumed positions in t ho line 
the Drum and Bugle Corps gave a 
splendid demonstration, having about 
70 Scouts in line. 

First Event Won by Troop 7 
The first event was the knot-tying 
rescue race, which was won by the 
team from Troop 7. with a time-score 
of 1 minute and 5 seconds and all 
knots correct!

Chopping and Water-Boiling, one of 
the excitement-creating events was 
taken by Troop 1. in 11 minutes and 
12 seconds, when their soapy water 
boiled over.

Pup-Tent Pitch- 
ing proved that not many Scouts of 
tlie Council would get caught in the 
wet badly, for those tents went up 
with a rush.

Friction Fire event, with an allow- 
ance of two entries from each troop, 
was won by Troop 4, with a time- 
score of 17 seconds; Troop 1 took 
second and third plncos.

New Demonstrations by the Scouts 

Following the competitive events 
came the demonstrations, started off 
by Troop l’s erecting its new 20-foot 
signalling tower.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

W By L. D. Q. BENTLEY 


Flag Day, which wo shall celebrate 
next Thursday, was first officially ob- 
served In Massachusetts In 1911, not 
so very long ago, you see. During that 
year the Legislature passed a resolve 
which provided, “That the Governor 
shall annually sot apart the fourteenth 
day of Juno as Flag Day that date 
being the anniversary of the adoption 
of the National flag by flu* Continen- 
tal Congress in the year 1777 and shall 
Issue Ills proclamation recommending 
that the day he observed by the peo- 
ple of the Commonwealth in the dis- 
play of the flag and In such other ways 
ns will be In harmony with the gen- 
eral character of the day.” 

Hon. Hugene N. Foss was then Gov- 
ernor. I have read the proclamation 
he issued at that time and because I 
believe it particularly applicable to 
present day conditions I think it worth 
reprinting here. It reads as follows: 

“June 14th is the anniversary of the 
adoption of the National flag by the 
Continental Congress in the year 1777 
and is therefore a day of great signifi- 
cance. 

"The National flag Is not only em- 
blematic of the dignity of our Govern- 
ment hut it represents the power and 
dignity of individual citizenship. It 
stands for personal, Individual right 
to life and liberty under a government 
by the people. It Is literally the pledge 
and token of a great people, dedicated 
to self-government. 

Republics do not always succeed 
in ensuring either National peace or 
personal liberty. Hence the failure 
of other governments, through con- 
spiracy, intrigue or popular revolt, 
must he a warning to us. We must 
preserve inviolate the fundamental 
rights which our constitution prom- 
ised to us and observe faithfully the 
fundamental duties which every citi- 
zen owes to his flag and his country. 

"Hence, ns the National emblem is 
unfurled on Flag Day, let every citi- 
zen pledge himself anew to a cease- 
less and vigilant share in the duties 
of government and to a keener reali- 
zation of the meaning and majesty of 
our flag.”

Newton now has a pension law un- 
der which it expects to correct con- 
ditions that have in years past seemed 
unjust. The fact that Governor Ful- 
ler did not sign the act but allowed 
it to become law without his signa- 
ture may have puzzled many people. 
It is plain to those who know the Gov- 
ernor’s views on pensions for public 
officials. 

The Governor might have prevented 
the pnssage of this law had he sent 
In a veto, although there is no doubt 
hut what a strong and possibly a suc- 
cessful effort would have been made 
to pass the measure in spite of his 
disapproval. Newton would have 
been in the position of opposing the 
Governor, which is not especially 
pleasant or wise. 

Those familiar with the Governor’s 
ideas know that he did not care to he 
a party to the establishment of a sys- 
tem of pensioning for employes of a 
municipality. For that reason he did 
not sign the hill. He did not want to 
go as far ns rejecting it as long as 
there was a unanimous request on the 
part of Newton citizens. At the same 
time lie would not approve the prin- 
ciple by affixing his signature. 

The Governor does not believe in 
the pensioning system as it exists. He 
feels that it has been abused. He has 
seen men pensioned at half-salary en- 
gaged in other employment and in 
competition with wage-earners who 
have no pension and no prospect of 
one. This situation should not ob- 
tain, in Governor Fuller’s opinion. 

The fact that all the people are 
taxed for the pensions of a few is the 
flaw in the system to which the Gov- 
ernor points as particularly undesira- 
ble. He is firm, but not severe in his 
opinion on this matter. He cannot see 
why all citizens should have to hear 
the burden in the form of a tax and 
therefore refrains from taking any 
part in the passage of such legisla- 
tion.

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I wonder, however, if a pension 
system would he necessary if the sal- 
aries paid were in any way commen- 
surate with the positions. I think that 
one of the arguments for a pension 
system has been that the employe lmd 
received only n small amount of 
wages compared with those in private 
employ. Well, wlmt if the holder of 
the office lmd received a fair and just 
amount for his services, would there 
he any less reason for a pension? 

It seems to me that some people 
draw pensions that are more than the 
amount to which they are entitled. 
But that isn’t the point. We have a 
pensions system for some and not for 
others. The trouble is that people 
have been led to enter National, 
State and city employ because they 
knew there was a pension coming. 
For this reason they were able to per- 
form their duties for a lesser amount 
than was paid by private concerns for 
the same amount of labor. 

Ah I see It the pension system has 
been started and cannot be stopped. 
It is therefore necessary to adopt as 
good and equitable an arrangement as 
can ho brought about through legisla- 
tion. The plan which Newton has de- 
cided upon and which it is now free to 
put into operation seems as near per- 
fect as It can he made. Still, all those 
things have to lie started and applied 
before a verdict can he reached. The- 
oretically, it reasons well and New- 
ton should at least try it. 

Tile value of any system lies in an 
equal distribution of the amount the 
city has set apart for annuities and 
pensions. An employe who has worked 
for years at a meagre wage should not 
he ruthlessly cut off from receiving 
some a just pension simply because 
the law does not seem to apply to that 
particular case. Let a law he drawn 
that applies to all cases, or let there 
ho no law and therefore no discrim- 
ination. Let not a few he favored and 
others allowed nothing. 

I look to see Newton handle its 
problem of pensions with dignity und 
with justice. That is the only way it 


pie demanding much attention and, 
having received it, scarcely acknowl- 
edge it. Sometimes they fail alto- 
gether. 

The attitude of mind which pro- 
vokes the comment, “Well, they’re 
paid for it,” is not becoming to people 
who expect fnvors, and we all find 
ourselves placed in that position at 
times. It is also true that some peo- 
ple in official positions are more oblig- 
ing than others. Whether these lat- 
ter are weary of trying to he helpful 
I do not know. I don’t know as I 
blame them much, but I am glad that 
It isn’t characteristic of Newton em- 
ployes. 

Assistance offered to those who may 
call at the library, the City Hall or 
at any place where several hooks, 
documents, records and the like must 
be consulted is always a sign of good 
manners. When both the recipient 
of the favor and the doer meet as 
two friends it Is evidence that both 
are intelligent, well-bred and consid- 
erate. 

My experience with Newton offi- 
cials, including clerks and others in 
the various city departments has been 
in nearly every instance a source of 
satisfaction. I have tried in my own 
way to express my gratitude. I think 
it is the least that any of us may do. 

There may be times when an office 
or library is experiencing a rush of 
business, or that the staff has been 
reduced by sickness or vacnlions or 
something. These are the occasions 
on which the public can show a spirit 
of helpfulness by not asking too much. 
The whole thing is a matter of co- 
operation from which comes one of 
the highest ideals of our daily lives 
— true service. 

The other night I observed a po- 
liceman industriously tagging automo- 
biles parked alongside the curbing on 
Washington street in the vicinity of 
Bacon street. It was after S o’clock, 
the stores were not open and I couldn’t 
for the life of me unuerstaiul the 
objection to placing the cars there. 
Had it been Saturday night when 
many people come down to the village 
to do their shopping I could have ap- 
preciated the officer’s diligence. But 
what possible harm could come of 
parking in that vicinity on any night 
fiber than Saturday? 

By close search I discovered a sign 
near the driveway that leads to Pearl 
court. This was a small sign, it was 
painted black and the letters were 
fully as dull in color. I think that in- 
stead of blaming those who fail to see 
a sign of this character praise should 
he given those who discern it. I 
know I should never have found it 
casually. 

It may seem as if I was offering 
the protest of somebody who had re- 
ceived a tag or otherwise feels a self- 
ish interest. Neither is true. I view 
the situation as an observer and with 
a judicial eye or with as much of 
such vision as I am capable. People 
like to drive down town and leave 
their cars for one purpose or another. 
If no harm results why should they 
be restricted to thirty minutes of 
parking when they may wish to spend 
from two to three hours? 

More are buying automobiles be- 
cause they provide both pleasure and 
convenience. Why should their right 
to use them properly and within the 
law be restricted. Parking is the 
problem for those who want to leave 
their cars and space that is not other

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Nonantum Bank Closed— Former 

President Has Disappeared 

Many Irate Italians Start a Run Which Was Checked Only 
By Action of Commissioner 


Following financial difficulties 
made evident within the past several 
weeks, Amato Pescosolldo, who for 
the past 18 years has conducted a 
bank at Nonantum, disappeared Fri- 
day night and is now being sought by 
the police as a result of complaints 
made by persons who entrusted money 
to him. Starting with a small private 
hank on Adams street, Mr. Pescoso- 
lido built up an apparently prosperous 
hanking and investment business and 
enjoyed the utmost confidence of the 
Italian colony in Nonantum. He was 
one of the organizers of the River- 
side Sand and Gravel Company at 
Newton Lower Falls, one of the larg- 
est concerns of this kind in New Eng- 
land. Last year he sold out his inter- 
est in this company, and with a part- 
ner purchased a large sand and gravel 
pit -near the Newton Hospital. He 
was prominently identified with many 
investment enterprises in and about

Nonantum and about two years ago 
he moved into large and sumptuously 
appointed quarters at the corner of 
Adams and Watertown streets in the 
Columbus Building. 

For some time rumors have been 
prevalent that Mr. Pescosolldo was in 
business difficulties, but so high was 
he held in the esteem of his associates 
and patrons that It was believed he 
could overcome the obstacles which 
were facing him. Last month things 
came to a crisis, partly as a result of 
the sale of the Union Market National 
Bank at Watertown to the Old Colony 
Trust Company. Mr. Pescosolldo did 
business through the Watertown bank 
and the demand for a settlement of af- 
fairs revealed conditions that brought 
hank examiners to Nonantum to go 
over the hooks of the little bank there. 
On June 1 there was a meeting of about 
•10 of ids creditors and ns a result the 
bank passed out of his control and 
was organized as the Nonantum Bank- 
ers Company with John Finelli, Presi- 
dent; Louis Vnssnlotti. Treasurer, An- 
tonio Esposito, clerk; Vincenzo Carda- 
relli and Antonio Arcese, directors. 
These men are all prominent Italian- 
Americans of Nonantum and they took 
over the legal business responsibili- 
ties of tlie bank. According to the cer- 
tificate of incorporation, the hank then 
had assets of $155, 114. 7S; a capital 
stock of $28,000; deposits of $96,908.15, 
and a surplus of $5,075.08. 

Last Saturday, when news of Pes- 
cosolido’s departure became known, 
a run started on the bank and much 
money was paid out. In addition to 
pass hooks and notes of record, some 
persons who came presented hooks 
and notes which were not on record 
and this caused the officers of the

ALL-SCHOLASTIC 

TEAMS PICKED 

1 The end of the high school baseball 
season bns again rolled around and 
with it all-scholastic choices. While 
many of these may not satisfy the 
personal opinion of sport followers it 
should be remembered that those who 
select them do not see all the school 
players in the Held, or perhaps some 
they do see do not play with their 
usual ability during the game wit- 
nessed. and that in many cases they 
must rely upon coaches opinions and 
other methods. But suffice it to say 
that it ts an honor to be chosen and 
no disgrace to be left out. 

With Newton high running up a 
string of thirteen straight victories 
before bowing to Everett in a 10-inn- 
ing game and then losing to Somer- 
ville with an inexperienced aggrega- 
tion on the field due to the loss of 
seniors to the team, the orange and 
black become a contender for state 
honors, mythical as It may he. Bos- 
ton English high school also had a 
team with a fine record but losing to 
Boston Latin on Monday robbed it of 
its claim to state honors. Everett, 
perhaps, may he justified in clamor- 
ing for state mention but it is hard 
to see how it can overlook the fact 
that it was defeated by Cambridge 
Latin in both of its league games with 
that school, with t lie Cantabs being 
defeated in every other league en- 
gagement. 

With such a record it is not difficult 
to see why Newton wins several 
places on nearly every all-scholastic 
team chosen. The Boston Herald, with 
Tom McCabe, names Frank Spain as 
the only Newton player. Spain is 
chosen for the shortstop position and 
also awarded the captaincy of the 
nine. Commenting upon Spain’s play- 
ing the writer says: “The honor of 
leadership goes to him because lie 
can think. In our opinion the little 
fellow did more good things in his 
games this year than any other hoy 
around. He is brilliant and takes 
chances. He has made errors but 
most of the errors he made were be- 
cause he was not afraid to play the 
hall in an unorthodox way.” McCabe 
had other good things to say about 
Spain's headwork. The Herald writ- 
er chose Ryan of Waltham over de- 
Mille of Newton for first base because 
the former has an edge in hitting 
on the lengthy Newton lad. Honor- 
able mention was given to Reilly and 
Wilson, pitchers: Andres, catcher, and 
Fletcher, second base, among others. 

The Traveler, with Henry McKenna, 
selects first and a second team. Spain 
and Fletcher form the keystone pair 
on the first team and deMIlle is at 
first on the second team. McKenna 
also awards the llrst team captaincy 
to Spain for his ability to think. He 
writes. “Spain and Fletcher make up 
the classiest keystone sack combina- 
tion we have seen in many years. 
They lauve always been able to turn in 
several double plays in every game 
and thus silence tin* attack of the 
opponents. Spain is the class of the 
league and also the star at short. He 
has a rifle like arm and has scored 
more runs than any other Newton 
1 player. Fletcher lilt them in the 
1 pinch and drove in t lie most runs of 
anyone tin the squad. The Traveler 
gives honorable mention to Reilly, 
pitcher: Andres, catcher, and Gatchell, 
outfielder, among others. 

The Transcrift departs from the 
ways of tlie other Boston papers to 
select an all-suburban league team. 
This team is a composite choice of 
the six coaches of the teams in the 
league. No coach votes for ills own 
players and thus a total of five votes 
means a unanimous choice. With eacli 
coach seeing the opposing players 
] twice in the season lie has a chance 
to form an opinion of which is the 
best player. On the Transcript team 
Newton places two of its regulars. 
Spain is a unanimous choice for short- 
stop. along with Waldo Dragone of 
Everett, centreflelder who wrecked 
Newton's hopes by making a wonder- 
ful catch of Spain’s long fly in their 
recent game. For first base deMille 
and Donovan, t lie latter Somerville’s 
initial sacker. are tied with three 
votes each. Other Newton players 
receiving votes are Flecher, 2 votes: 
A. Wilson, 2 votes: and Phil Andres, 1 
vote. 

Coach John L. Sullivan named the 
following team for Ills choice: Mur- 
phy, Somerville, pitcher: Harlow, 
Camb.

McLaughlin, Rindge coach, names 
Fletcher, Spain and Arthur Wilson on 
Ids team. Thomas Fitzgerald, Brook- 
line* couch, selects deMille. Spain and 
Fletcher while Coach Leander Mac- 
Donald of Cambridge Latin is the 
only couch to name four Newton play- 
ers. Spain, deMille, Arthur Wilson 
and Andres all receive votes from the 
Cantab mentor, whose choice is con- 
fined io Newton, Everett and Somer- 
ville players with the exception of 
Nyhan of Brookline nt second base.

ROTARY CLUB 

Hon. Herbert C. Parsons, deputy 
commissioner of Probation for the 
Commonwealth was the guest of the 
Rotary Club at the weekly luuncheon 
held Monday at the Woodland Golf 
Club. 

Mr. Parsons gave an interesting and 
clear cut talk on his department, 
which he Introduced by saying that 
correction was a subject usually avoid- 
ed by the average person, either be- 
cause he was indifferent or because 
he had no knowledge of it. Probation 
he said was 50 years of age, the first 
probation officer being appointed In 
Boston In 1878. In 1891 the law was 
broadened to include all lower courts 
and in 1898, to include the superior 
courts. 

Mr. Parsons gave some startling 
figures to show- the results obtained. 
For the past 26 years Massachusetts 
hasn’t added anything to its jails and 
prisons and today notwithstanding 
the Increase in population, one third 
of the cells In the state are vacant. 
25 years ago there were 9000 persons 
confined in penal Institutions, today 
there are about 6500. In Boston, to- 
day there are 600 in jails and 7000 
persons on probation. Eighty per cent 
of the persons on probation go through 
and make good and only three percent 
are jailed. 

As a result Boston is at the bottom 
of the list of large cities in the num- 
ber of violent crimes and life and 
property are more secure in Boston 
and Massachusetts.

The last Welfare Conference of the 
season was held at the Lighted Candle 
Tea room, up stairs, on Wednesday, 
June 13, at 12:15. Thirty-seven mem- 
bers and guests representing many 
public and private organizations of 
Newton were present. Mrs. Louis H. 
Marshall, Chairman of the Conference, 
presided and said a few words about 
what the Council had been doing this 
year. Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, the 
President, told how fortunate the 
Council had been in its Officers and 
Division Chairmen. Mrs. Charles W. 
Bond was again elected Secretary of 
the Conference, and Mrs. Marshall, 
Chairman. 

Miss Mclntire, State Superintendent 
of Incorporated Charities, was then 
introduced and gave a most stimu- 
lating and suggestive talk on Building 
Up Our Cooperative Program. Miss 
Mclntire spoke briefly of her own 
work of investigating agencies which 
applied for incorporation. Last year 
there were 1200 incorporated chari- 
table organizations in Massachusetts. 

In regard to co-operation Miss Mc- 
lntire said that no city had a better 
start in Council work than Newton. 
She instanced four ways in which 
social workers may be grouped for 
conferences and cooperative effort: 
(1) in relation to the kiud of work 
they are doing (for instance organiza- 
tions doing relief work may meet and 
talk over relief problems); (2) groups 
may meet according to their geograph- 
ic location, discussing problems which 
concern their particular section of the 
community; or (3) they may talk over 
together common problems; or (4) 
common interests. In the third in- 
stance a child welfare organization 
might consult with health organiza- 
tions and recreational agencies about 
problems which concern them all. In 
the last instance groups might talk 
over common interests such as city 
planning, civic and recreational groups 
discussing the use of municipal build- 
ings, and like topics. Miss Mclntire 
strongly emphasized the need of using 
actual cases which would illuminate 
as well as illustrate general princi- 
ples. The Instance she gave was of a 
case where uu agency wus trying to 
find employment for a boy about 17 
years of age who could never keep his 
Job. It was thought by friends of t lie 
boy that training along the mechani- 
cal line might arouse and keep ids 
interest; hut when the case was re- 
ferred to a training school they said 
that it was too lute for him to re- 
ceive the right kind of training. His 
education should have started at the 
uge of eight. This case showed the 
luck of training for inentuily deficient 
children in t he town in which it oc- 
curred. In a similar way from actual 
cases we all can discover fundamental 
needs in the community which would 
not otherwise be considered.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

^ By L D. G. BKNTLKY 


Newton is looking a little brighter 
o’nights due to the improvement here 
and there in street lighting. It is far 
from perfect and inasmuch ns it costs 
money to do things of this kind I sup- 
pose it will require a long stretch of 
years before we find our city as well 
lighted as it should he. p-atal automo- 
bile accidents are hound to occur, it 
seems, and yet the number might he 
reduced by the installation of more 
and larger street lights. I base that 
on reports of motor mishaps and think 
readers of this column will agree. 

While on the subject of street il- 
lumination have you ever observed 
how street signs are obscured at night 
by the natural darkness and the dim 
artificial lighting? Just poke around 
some evening and notice how your own 
neighborhood looks. See if there is a 
street sign in the vicinity and if there 
is how plainly it can he seen at night. 
My Impression is that you will find 
that many a sign post is shrouded in 
gloom. 

Now please do not get an idea that 
I would in any way destroy the at- 
tractiveness of our streets. Far from 
it. I believe in trees and the rural 
charms that come of overhanging foli- 
age. Newton has a distinctive charac- 
ter as a suburban dwelling place and 
nothing should he permitted to cause 
the slightest change. Our streets should 
always receive every possible consid- 
eration consistent with wise munici- 
pal management, and this does not 
mean an attmpt to make us look like 
a “smart" Long Island resort or one 
of those "live" or “thriving" cities 
of the Middle West. All of these are 
splendid places but Newton should re- 
tain its own character and not follow 
any of the ambitiously progressive 
communities that sacrifice stability 
for show or efficiency. 

This, however, is getting away from 
the matter of street lights. The point 
I would like to emphasize is the need 
of having lights placed in such a way 
that a street sign is visible to a 
stranger. If moving the sign-post to 
a different corner would do it then 
let that he done. But arrange the signs 
and the lights in such a way that folks 
may see where they are going and 
also know on which thoroughfare they 
are traveling. It is exasperating to he 
"lost” in one’s own city when one is 
afoot or in an automobile. The whole 
thing can be easily adjusted without 
great expense and would better serve 
the community and its inhabitants. 


"Even a cat may look at a King!” I 
take it that this phrase was intended 
to reassure the humblest subject of a 
sovereign that he was not entirely pre- 
cluded from occupying the same por- 
tion of the earth and breathing the 
same air as a mighty monarch. Trans- 
planted to this country it reads, “All 
men are horn free and equal.” That 
they do not choose to remain that way 
is quite another matter. Whatever 
happens we shall always have the 
spectacle of "little fellars” struggling 
for tlie privilege of hobnobbing with 
the “big fellars.” 

Still there is one group of men on 
this earth to whom class distinction 
means almost nothing. I refer to the 
newspaper and the news reels photo- 
graphers. Their business is to make 
pictures of great men and men not 
so great and they do what is expected 
of them and do it well. They are 
alert, intelligent, quick and persever- 
ing. To see them in action is to know 
that rank and station means nothing 
to them. They are after a picture and 
they get it. 

It lias been my privilege to see 
these hustling photographers making 
pictures of the most prominent men 
in the country. I have also seen them 
“snapping” and “shooting” royalty and 
nobility from across the water. To 
them it is a matter of business and 
they have no hesitation in requesting 
or even ordering a high official to 
"move over here" and "take your hat 
off, please" or “smile, if you will when 
we take this one.” 

The best story in this connection I 
have ever heard was when the King 
of Belgium and his Queen were visit- 
ing this country. His Royal Highness 
had obligingly consented to pose hut 
stood in a place disadvantageous from

the viewpoint of the lens operator. 
"Hey, King,” shouted one photogra- 
pher, “stand over to the right, will 
you?" And the King did, laughing at 
the impertinence which lie doubtless 
put down as American democracy of 
spirit. 

However, the "big fellars" are usu- 
ally accommodating and accept the 
ordeal as a matter of course. Some 
are more than patient in their desire 
to please. I have often thought that if 
I wanted to he presented at court I 
should first provide myself with a 
camera. At present that is the only 
chance I Hee of making the royal pal- 
ace by the front gate. 


The destruction by fire some weeks 
of the Back Bay station lias started 
something in which Newton lias a 
peculiar interest, although its resi- 
dents are on another railroad line. No 
sooner had the ashes cooled than there 
was talk of a union station in the 
Back Bay, which, of course, would 
mean combining the New Haven and 
the Boston & Albany passenger sta- 
tion accommodations for whatever ad- 
vantage might result. 

Personally I have my doubts of the 
value of such a structure. I think that 
Newton is well served by the Trinity 
Place station and cannot expect to 
gain much from a union terminal. As 
I see it the suggestion comes from pa- 
trons of the New Haven and not from 
the B & A commuters. Just how it is 
going to benefit the former I cannot 
quite see. As far ns anything coming 
to Newton people through such a 
scheme I believe it would be less than 
minus. 

Is the plan for a union station at 
Boylston and Exeter streets such a 
wild dream? I don’t think it is, pro- 
viding that all railroads entering Bos- 
ton should leave and enter there. Here 
is an unsightly place at best under 
present circumstances. A great area 
filled with empty passenger coaches, 
hauled about by puffing locomotives 
that belch steam and smoke. Right in 
the center of the Back Bay, too. 

We have heard that the land is too 
valuable for a railroad yard. That mav 
he true but it is also too valuable for 
the construction of an arena or any- 
thing of that character. It would lie 
a most desirable place for a mam- 
moth union station and would give 
Boston something that it needs and 
of which it might well he proud. 
“That's too far off,” many say. Wheth- 
er it is or not it isn’t a bad idea and 
unless there is vision there can he no 
progress.

I suppose that if one appeared with 
an armful of bundles that would be 
construed as evidence that he was per- j 
manently situated and had no idea of 
making an excursion, business trip or 
whatnot. But let him stow those same 
bundles in a convenient receptacle 
and he is assumed to be a great trav- 
eler.

These are the days when va- 
cations have begun in earnest and 
many families are hurrying to the 
shore or the country. I can sympa- 
thize with those who run around in 
circles at the last moment endeavor- 
ing to get tilings together.

treasury or they would have protested 
long since against existing conditions. 
I know that members of the Boston 
Fire Department would not for a mo- 
ment accept accommodations as of- 
fered but would have their friends, in- 
cluding politicians, demand an entire- 
ly new structure. 

The ancient engine house, as the 
old name gives it. was built in 1S6S. 
which is 60 years ago. Although it is 
kept spick and span, as firemen are 
model housekeepers, it is not large 
enough for the force of men assigned 
for duty there. The dormitory is only 
21 feet by 27 feet and in it are placed 
eleven single beds. Even the most 
economical taxpayer will admit that 
that is crowding things pretty badly. 
There are three windows — not enough 
for light or air- and although the 
room is as clean as it possibly can he 
it is indeed gloomy. 

Other facilities are equally crowd- 
ed. The hath, shower and toilet equip- 
ment is correspondingly small; yet 11 
men and two officers, 13 men in all. 
are required to use what the average 
family would find none too large. 
Manv a bachelor has more in his her- 
mitage than have this baker’s dozen 
of efficient firemen. To me it is ask- 
ing too much of them. I am puzzled 
they haven’t talked of it or made some 
complaint. It is greatly to their cred- 
it that they have accepted these con- 
ditions. I can testify that 1 am per- 
sonallv acquainted with many of the 
force and have been for years with 
t ho older members, but I haven’t heard 
as much as a grumble. Living condi- 
tions like these should not be imposed 
on any group of employes. 1 am not 
so sure it is not in violation of the 
law l have an idea that any private 
individual who did no more for this 
employes would swiftly he called to 
account. 

Let us see that justice is done to 
these men whom we expect to ready 
to risk their lives for our protection 
at a none too large salary 1 hope 
nothing will hold up the building of 
splendidly appointed quarters that 
will serve the men and give ample 
provision for the apparatus. Newtou 
owes it to Itself. 

I can understand the necessity of a 
rule that requires that no graduate of 
a school should be permitted to take 
part in an uthletic contest. The fact 
that Newton seniors were barred 
from the championship baseball game 
shows thut the rule should be amend- 
ed to provide that seniors should uot 
be prevented from playing on the day 


after their graduation. It is a simple 
matter to redraft this rule and make 
it include present year graduates. 
However, the boys who were up 
against this arbitrary decision were 
good sports. Meanwhile they learned 
something about red-tape and its many 
and intricate windings. Such a course 
is uot given iu the schools but is val- 
uable. These boys have obtained some- 
thing through their schooling that not 
even the teachers expected them to 
learn.

BIENNIAL. From May 20th to June 
7th— officially, although many Club- 
women remained in the south longer 
— delegates to the meeting of the Gen- 
ial Federation, which biennially wit- 
nesses the election of new officers, en- 
joyed southern hospitality and a host 
of reports and addresses that covered 
tlie entire field of education and cul- 
ture in scope, and presented in tabloid 
form for the latter, and in anything 
but that for the former, an array that 
was most arousing to friendliness and 
sociability, to inspiration and thought. 

Before a vast audience representing 
every State in Union, practically every 
territorial possession, and many for- 
eign governments, the 19th Biennial 
Convention was officially opened in 
the Municipal Auditorium Tuesday 
night. May 29th, at San Antonio, 
Texas, with Mrs. John Dickinson 
Sherman, president of the biggest or- 
ganization of women in the world, pre- 
siding. The opening program was 
featured by a brilliant musical pro- 
gram characteristic to Texas. De- 
bonaire cowboys in tableau brought 
the past before the eyes of the guests 
with their folk songs and ballads. 
Historical San Antonio was re-created 
in snugs and dances of Mexico and 
Spain, given by artists in colorful cos- 
tumes. 

The Auditorium was filled practi- 
cally to capacity, and the entire audi- 
ence. guests and hostesses alike, were 
united in the bond of the General Fed- 
eration. 

Along with the amenities of the 
occasion came a bit of solemn warn- 
ing from Mrs. Sherman, wherein she 
warned Club women to keep their 
ideals high and their aims pure if 
they would continue the work of their 
Clubs. She also told them that this 
Convention now in session in San An- 
tonio shares in equal importance that 
of any other session in June this 
year. 

The other two have received much 
more newspaper publicity, than ours, 
but that does not mean that ours is 
least Important. Without meaning to 
detract from our rival conventions 
and with all due modesty, I do be 
lieve that this convention promises 
quite as much for the country as eith- 
er of the others. If our great poten- 
tial strength should suddenly become 
active and our many projects for hu- 
man welfare realized, I believe we 
would surpass the other two in 
strength. 

Mrs. Henry Drought, chairman of 
the Biennial Convention board, set the 
keynote of the meeting when she para- 
phrased the gracious phrase of the 
Spanish saying, "What we have is 
yours.” This was the sentiment ex- 
pressed by every one on the program 
Tuesday night and it ended with the 
brilliant opening reception of the con- 
vention. 

Mayor C. M. Chambers, who fol- 
lowed Mrs. Drought on the program, 
told the convention assembly that 
San Antonio would never forget the 
meeting, because of the honor the Gen- 
eral Federation has bestowed on the 
city by coming here. He also em- 
phasized the work that women are 
doing for humanity. 

“You know we men formerly be- 
lieved to permit women to taste of 
the fruit of knowledge was a deadly

sin. and that ignorance was the sole 
guardian of your innocence. But the 
prejudice of former years which dis- 
honored tlie sox. has yielded to the 
influence of truth, and women today 
are able to cope with the greatest in- 
tellects of the world. We men are 
now fighting among ourselves to make 
you oiwr allies, instead of our rivals, 
as you have long since demonstrated 
that men lmve no exclusive dominion 
over intellect." 

He also made tlie significant point 
that it was women who lmve pre- 
served historical landmarks and 
shrines in Texas and San Antonio, es- 
pecially shrines made sacred by Tra- 
vis. Bowie. Crockett, Bonlmm and 
such heroes. He finished by placing 
every courtesy and hoshitality of the 
city at tlie disposal of the visitors. 

The musical program moused much 
enthusiasm among tlie visitors on ac- 
count of its unique individuality. First 
came a group of cowboy songs, ar- 
ranged and composed by Oscar J. Fox 
of San Antonio, and sung by William 
Irby, dressed in tlie traditional cow- 
boy regalia, and a group of singers 
seated around a camp fire. 

Following came tin* Spanish-Mexi- 
can features in both song and dancing. 
Like the previous group they also 
were received with enthusiastic ap- 
plause. 

One of the picturesque features of 
the program was the presentation by 
W. T. Miller, who was at one time 
associated with Will Rogers and Tom 
Mix in the show business, of some 
of the men who made Texas and the 
sons of men who were prominent in 
the days when Crockett. Bowie and 
Travis kept the death vigil at the 
Alamo. 

W. B. Slaughter, son of the man 
who carried tlie message of tlie com- 
ing of Gen. Santa Ana to the Alamo, 
was one of those introduced. 

Noticeable for their scarcity were 
the husbands of the visiting delegates 
and, in consequence, tlie few in at- 
tendance probably never were so flat- 
tered by popularity. 

The need of male partners to carry 
them to teas, dances, and sporting 
events caused the men who were pres- 
ent to receive an unduly high valua- 
tion. 

Most of the attending men from oth- 
er States came to Texas to study the 
situation from a business point of view 
That they were denied admittance to 
the meetings at the auditorium, nnd 
denied the right to register caused 
them little concern apparently— 
doubtless because of tlie above social 
compensations. 

The first outstanding business event 
was a committee meeting on Tues- 
day afternoon, when ardent support 
and championship of Mrs. Sherman, as 
woman, leader and constructive think- 
er and worker, was pledged by State 
presidents of 46 States in their first 
conference, in the Gunter Hotel, with 
Mrs. Virginia White Speel of Wash- 
ington, presiding as chairman. 

Characterizing recent attacks on 
Mrs. Sherman, and the policies and 
accomplishments of tlie Federation 
during her administration, which have 
appeared in a magazine, "as part of 
a broad attack being made against 
every decent honorable element in our 
public life,” accredited representatives 
of the States were urged to give the 
lie to all criticisms being made 
against Mrs. Sherman, nnd the Fed- 
eraation. 

Mrs. Sherman gave a brief sum- 
mary of the plan of the American 
Home survey which is recorded as the 
outstanding feature of her administra- 
tion. (This survey, by the way, was 
done at a cost of $107,000 contributed 
by the Clubs, the expenditure of ev- 
ery cent of which has been given de- 
tailed accounting.) 

It is because the home survey is 
the biggest thing tlie Federation lias 
put over, that it has been chosen 
as the particular target for attack, in 
the innuendos which have been pub- 
lished. The effort is being made to 
discredit the Federation through its 
biggest and finest workk, not because 
that work is open to attack in any of 
its many departments, but because it 
is a focal point of the legislative pro- 
gram of the Federation," Mrs. Sher- 
man said. 

In evidence of the General Federa- 
tion’s effort to he of service to wom- 
en of the country in this survey, the 
Federation lias made a compilation of 
practicable, tried home equipment de- 
vices in a honk known as the "Home 
Equipment Primer.” Not one manu- 
facturer’s name appears in this en- 
tire hook, she said. 

Mrs. Sherman asserted that before 
tin* survey was made the General 
Federation sought capable advice, one 
of i he pi t "ii j Interviewed in the 
matter being a cabinet member, who 
endorsed it heartily and told them to 
take the contributions as long as they 
understand tliat they are made with 
out strings of any sort. The Federa- 
tion had it clearly understood with 
companies that co-operated that com 
tributions were made solely on tlie 
basis of home equipment activities 
and had no bearing expressed or ini 
plied on any other matter. Copies of 
tills “Primer” may be obtained by 
Club women. 

Only a few representative reports of 
tlie week’s convention can be quoted. 
These will he, however, indicative of 
the attitude, aims, and accomplish- 
ments, from among the vast array of 
ideas presented by the Federation’s 
Departments. 

Mrs. Duncun S. Johnson, of Mary- 
land, Legislative chairman, stated that 
tlie Federation should continue Its 
policy of endorsing the aim of a meas- 
ure rather than a specific measure, 
pointing out tlie danger of being com- 
mitted to tlie latter, since clianges are 
made iu its progress through legisla- 
tion that muy vltully affect the mean- 
ing. She also urged strongly that 
more time be given to study of pro- 
posed legislation before becoming 
• ommitted in its fuvor. 

Among tlie legislutivu measures 
Mrs. Sherman urged tlie Federation 
to support and to which she said, “we 
have long been pledged” were: Sup- 


port of the children’s bureau: promo- 
tion of tlie welfare nnd hygiene of in- 
fancy and maternity: creation of a 
Federal department of education; sup- 
port of the 18th amendment; contin- 
ued pressure for adequate Govern- 
ment recognition of the American 
home-maker. 

I would ask tlie Federation to take 
an active part in a general campaign 
to persuade tlie 62,000,000 voters of 
tlie United States to fulfill their civic 
duty by taking part iti the Novem- 
ber election.” 

Communistic activities were pointed 
out and tlie women urged to guard 
against them in their communities. 

The women of America must not 
shrink from identifying themselves 
with ii cause which appeals to their 
American sense of justice and right. 
They must not he afraid of having 
their patriotism questioned when their 
purpose is tlie betterment of condi- 
tions for women nnd children. 

The Club women in seeking to 
avoid the charge that they are sup- 
porting a so-called communistic meas- 
ure must he careful lest that in so 
doing they permit themselves to be- 
come the unconscious tools of the 
forces of reaction which are the 
source of every revolutionary move 
ment.” 

As to the "campaign in support of 
tlie multilateral treaty,” she urged "a 
stronger and more active determina- 
tion to do our share in securing peace- 
ful relations of a permanent character 
and thus fulflllling the obligations of 
tills generation to put an end to war. 
I wish that every Club in the Federa- 
tion would take part In tlie campaign 
in support of tlie proposed multilateral 
treaty denouncing war among the 
great powers.” 

I am glad to report that the finest 
type of co-operation lias been given 
by the State Department in Washing- 
ton in the Federation’s effort to move 
along on an even keel resisting the 
waves of bolshevism and communistic 
attacks on the one side nnd the re- 
actionary onslaughts on the other.” 

Of law enforcement she said, “For 
an organization like ours — committed 
to activities iu the interest of the 
home, community and nation, a logi- 
cal or rather inevitable feature of our 
work is effort for law enforcement. 
The last few years the attacks upon 
tlie 18th amendment have been so 
concerted, so organized and directed 
that they constitute a challenge to us, 
[is they ought to all law abiding organ- 
izations. It lias become necessary for 
us to formulate a program for the sup- 
port of law enforcement. I hope we 
shall continue to our utmost ns citi- 
zens to quicken the conscience of the 
country to law sustaining and law 
abiding obligations. 

She called attention to the strengtli 
of the Federation now totaling a mem- 
bership of 14,000 Clubs representing 
about nearly three-fourths of the 
counties of the 3,063 counties in the 
48 States and the District of Colum- 
bia. 

We are indeed the largest organi- 
zation of practical home makers in 
tlie nation and I think In the world, 1 
she said. “And remember and rejoice 
with me that we are growing.” 

The need of the establishment of 
$5,000,000 foundation, instead of the 
$500,000 which is now in effect, was 
stressed by Mrs. Grace Morison Poole, 
chairman of the executive board of 
the General Federation. 

Mrs. Poole said in her report that a 
bill would he introduced in Congress, 
asking for a change in the Federation 
charter in order that an endowment 
fund might he established. 

The possibility that the United 
States will have another holiday was 
brought out. It is asked that the first 
Sunday before Thanksgiving of each 
year he set aside, as “American Home 
Sunday,” to have nation-wide observ- 
ance.

WOMEN'S CLUBS

DIvIhIou of the Federation into elx 
geographical sections was reported. 
Tills action was taken *nl Hie Grand 
Rapids council meetings in 1027, Mrs. 
Fiederick G. Smith, chairman 
of membership, told tlte delegates. 
Tlte Federation rolls contain the 
names of 1,389 now Clubs, with a 
total of 37,951 members whieh have 
come into the Federation during the 
two biennial years, 192G-27. 

She did not give the number of 
f ’lulls dropped from tlte rolls, either 
voluntarily or involuntarily. 

Junior Club membership has In- 
creased from 885 Clubs reported at 
(lie biennial convention in Atlantic 
City in 1926 to a total of 1,194 clubs 
at tlte present biennial, Mrs. II. M. 
Robins, chairman of junior member- 
ship, reported. The greatest increases 
were shown in Illinois and California. 

Twenty foreign countries are now 
represented in the General Fcdera- 
tlon according to the report of Dr. 
Clara B. Burdette, chairman of for- 
eign nml territorial Clubs. In these 
countries are included Havana, China, 
Japan, Cuba, Australia, France and 
Germany. 

Eight delegates from foreign coun- 
tries attended tlte present Biennial 
Convention. 

The largest sum disbursed through 
tin* finance committee was for legal 
advice tit tlu* permanent headquar- 
ters in Washington, Mrs. John F. Sip- 
pel. chairman of finance, said, the 
amount paid out for legal advice be- 
ing more than $1,100. 

Mrs. Sippel in ontliinng the hold- 
ings of the Federation, said that the 
total worth tit the end of the fiscal 
year, March 31, was $891,291.75. This 
has linen invested in dividend-paying 
and interest-hearing securities. The 
Federation ended the year with a total 
of $108,000 in its endowment fund. 

A long list of achievements in pub 
li<- welfare wan announced by Mrs. 
Walter McNali Miller of Missouri, in- 
cluding the removal of convicts from 
mines in Alabama, industrial develop- 
ment in Arizona, a commission to 
study child problems in California, 
passage of a juvenile court bill in Con- 
necticut. a state welfare department 
in Florida, jail surveys in Texas, 
Georgia and Ohio, $62,000 raised and 
spent in penal and welfare institu- 
tions in Illinois, work for pure milk in 
Minnesota, a campaign to make known 
Hie work of all state departments in 
New Jersey, work for more boys’ and 
girls’ Clubs in Oregon, jail surveys in 
Tennessee and Texas, supervised play- 
grounds and work for mothers’ pen- 
sions in West Virginia, and a county 
jail survey in Wisconsin. Mrs. Miller 
stressed the need for preventive work 
such as good housing, and declared 
that "prison contract labor and polit- 
ical intrigue are parts of one great 
problem.” 

Much political excitement was early 
manifested. Three campaigns of this 
interest aroused strong partisanship 
and iron decisions from the powers. 
The first, because of personal influ- 
ence upon tlie organization, was the 
selection of a new president. The sec- 
ond was the infusing of national pol- 
itics into tlte convention by one of the 
delegates who brought evidence as to 
the qualifications, or lack thereof, of 
possible presidential candidates, and 
the third was the courageous express- 
ing of opinion as to the policy of the 
Federation by a small Kentucky Club. 
“Sippel” and “White” buttons made 
early and rapidly increasing appear- 
ance, quickly dividing the delegates 
into opposing camps. Intensive and 
extensive lobbying was made more 
tempestuous because it soon became 
evident that Texas, in spite of being 
the hostess state, and so in honor 
bound to keep neutral, would he un- 
able to keep out of the fight, and lead- 
ers tried to keep their animosities 
down, which had developed over the 
requested resignation of their Mrs. 
Fields as Biennial chairman. The ex- 
ecutive committee early ruled that no 
electioneering or campaigning should 
he carried on in t lie Auditorium or at 
registration headquarters, and any 
delegate violating this rule was to lie 
removed. As it chanced it was not a 
delegate that was removed but the 
Slate banner of Indiana, displayed in 
the Gunter Hotel lobby. Mrs. Sher- 
man herself ordered its removal, stat- 
ing that it came within the ruling as 
(tilling attention to Mrs. White. In- 
dianians put the banner hack, with 
the defense that it was simply their 
State display, and that even if it were 
“campaign thunder for Mrs. White” 
there had been no ruling as to the lob- 
by. Great dismay and wrath were 
aroused a few hours later when tlte 
flag disappeared mysteriously for a 
second time, no one knowing when or 
where, or by whose orders. It was 
said that t he more humorous minded 
of the Indiana delegates asked “who 
had been kicking their banner 
around. 

Tito second disturbing element was 
the outcome of trouble that had long 
been smoldering, due to dissatisfac- 
tion with (’lull conditions and policies 
of the Henderson Woman’s Club of 
Henderson, Kentucky. This Club has 
already asked Congress to investigate 
tho General Federation and to with- 
draw its charter on the grounds that 
it ims gone outside the powers dele- 
gated in the charter. Tho Hender- 
son Club charges that the organiza- 
tion, whose charter was originally for 
cultural purposes, lias gone Into civic 
affairs, and Is now a huge lobbying 
organization, with unlimited funds. 
The Federation lias ponding before 
Congress an amendment to its char- 
ter which will broaden its scope, and 
this amendment tho Henderson Club 
is opposing, while seeking rescinding 
of tlie original charter. The execu- 
tive hoard, at tlie request of Mrs. Sher- 
man, therefore, voted to offer volun- 
tarily to Congress all records of ItH 
activities, so forestalling request from 
them, und also showing frankness and 
openness in showing their records. 
Mrs. Sherman later, before ilm con* 
volition, slated that the Henderson 
(’lull was guilty of the basest sort of 
disloyalty in appealing to Congress, 
and should lie expelled from member- 
ship. Her utteruiices were warmly ap-

CITY FATHERS 

STUDY TRAFFIC 

PROBLEMS 


The Truffle Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, together with Chief of 
Police Burke, spent much of Sunday 
afternoon observing truffle conditions 
on Commonwealth avenue, particular- 
ly at the intersections of Centre, Wal- 
nut and Washington streets. Until 
several months ago, traffic officers 
wore at these three points hut they 
were removed when automatic elec- 
tric traffic Hignals were installed. The 
signals move traffic very satisfactori- 
ly except during the rush hours of the 
morning when certain lawless and 
reckless autoists disregard the red 
stop signal set against them and drive 
by. It has been contended that on 
Sunday afternoons and evenings, and 
on holiday afternoons and evenings, a 
traffic officer should he on duty at 
the intersection of Commonwealth 
avenue and Washington street. There 
is a tremendous amount of traffic on 
the avenue at such times and thou- 
sands of automobiles travel along 
Washington street. Many of the cars 
make left turns at this intersection 
and this complicates matters. 

At the three Intersections men- 
tioned, the cycle of operations on the 
signal lights is so arranged t bat slight- 
ly longer periods are allowed on Com- 
monwealth avenue than on the inter- 
secting streets because the traffic on 
the avenue is considerably heavier. On 
Sundays and holidays there is more 
traffic crossing the avenue at Wash- 
ington street than at Centre street, 
and more at Centre street than at 
Walnut street. It would he imprac- 
ticable to have varying periods in the 
signal operations at these three points 
because to do so would interfere with 
the expediting of traffic on the ave- 
nue — so the travel periods for signals 
on the big boulevard must be syncliro- 
nated. 

As a result of the observations made 
by the Traffic Committee, apart from 
very slight increases being made in 
the time cycles on the signals, no 
changes will he made. Chairman Gre- 
benstein of the committee thought 
that the signal at Commonwealth ave- 
nue and Washington street guided the 
long streams of automobiles satisfac- 
torily. It was decided that the long 
painted lines at the approaches to the 
intersection of Washington street and 
Commonwealth avenue which sepa- 
rate the street into alleys for cars go- 
ing straight along and cars making 
left turns, should be kept clearly de- 
fined as they are of great assistance 
in preventing confusing. 

Mechanic Albert Stuart and his as- 
sistants of the Street Department, tak- 
ing advantage of the first few days of 
dry weather, have painted the cross 
walks and parking stalls at Newton 
Corner and other parts of the city with 
new lines of chrome orange — which is 
more effective than the white paint 
heretofore used. It is expected that 
the traffic lines and signs on Union 
street, Newton Centre, will be placed 
in position this week. It is a number 
of weeks since the aldermen voted to 
limit parking on this street and pro- 
hibited cars bejng turned around on it 
but because signs have not been 
placed on the street the new regula- 
tions have not been put into effet.

NEWTON WINNER 

OF NET TOURNEY 


Forced to play without its first two 
ranking players, Arthur Noble and 
Captain David Scott, the remaining 
players on the Newton High tennis 
team placed the orange and black on 
top of the scholastic tennis world in 
Eastern Massachusetts by scoring If 
points in the first annunl interschol- 
astic tennis tournament at the Long- 
wood Cricket Club under the auspices 
of the Newton High School last Sat- 
urday. The rain held up play until 
late in the morning and tiie heavy 
showers in the latter part of the af- 
ternoon made it necessary to postpone 
one of the semi-final and the final 
matches until Monday. The afternoon 
matches were played on the Newton 
iiiL-ii courts. 

Saturday afternoon Draveau Ben- 
der, captain of the Cambridge Latin 
tennis team, won the right to play in 
tlie finals by defeating Lawrence Sul- 
livan of Lowell, 6—3, 6 — 3. Bender 
was seeded number one while Sul- 
livan was seeded number 5. 

Norman Payne, playing number one 
for Newton High, and seeded number 
six in the tourney, and Herbert Ross, 
captain of tlie Winchester high team 
and undefeated this year, were play- 
ing the first set of their semi-final 
match with the score at 9-all when 
the rain forced the postponement to 
Monday. Payne triumphed over Ross 
6 — 2, 6 — 4 to gain the finals. 

The match between Bender and 
Payne was hard fought with Bender 
winning in four sets, 6 — 3, 3 — 6, 6 — 1, 
8 — 6. Both players were steady, 
Payne getting in some fine shots at 
the net with his opponent having the 
edge on the baseline play. All tlie 
points were contested and the Cam- 
bridge lad, with Ills greater stamina, 
finally pulled through. The final set 
was evened twice before a verdict was 
readied. Payne started slowly and 
was at his best in the second set. In 
the third set he was almost van- 
quished but came hack gamely in the 
third set to force his opponent to the 
limit. Bender’s victory gave Cam- 
bridge Latin second in the team stand- 
ing with nine points, dissolving a tie 
with Lowell High which took third 
place with eight points.

Har- 
riss of Newton won from Van Keuren 
of Watertown in the first round while 
the other Newton players drew byes. 

In the second round Fagan defeat- 
ed Hamer of Methuen. Harriss defeat- 
ed Carr of Malden, Gleuck defeated 
Mahoney of Lowell, Payne won from 
James of Malden and Naylor was the 
victor over Robideau of Cambridge 
Latin. 

The third round saw Payne and 
Naylor matched against each other 
with Payne winning, 2 — 6, 6 — 0, 6 — 1, 
while Harriss was disposing of Talia- 
fero of Quincy, 6—3, 12 — 10. Fagan 
ran up against a tartar in Fred 
Blanchard of Brookline one of the 
seeded players, and was eliminated 
and Glueck fared no better against 
Ross, the Winchester star.

plauded by some, and possibly as 
many received them In disagreeing si- 
lence. 

An attempt to attaek the presiden- 
tial candidacies of Alfred E. Smith, 
Albert C. Ititchle and James A. Reed 
was blocked on the ground that poli- 
tics is purred in the organization. 

But Mrs. Jesse W. Nicholson of 
Maryland, chairman of the National 
Woman’s Law Enforcement League, 
who came to San Antonio to make the 
attack, delivered her expurgated 
speech and the women who applauded 
her understood quite well what she 
meant when she said: ‘‘There are 
certain disqualified wet candidates 
seeking the nomination for President 
in both political parties and there 
seems to be a concerted effort by the 
wet press to back these candidates to 
the limit. 

“We women must speak now before 
it is too late. The time has come 
when we must decide for ourselves 
what we shall expect of our candi- 
dates and It is to this great body of 
women l come and ask you to hesi- 
tate long before you vote for any wet 
candidate no matter to what party he 
belongs.” 

On her arrival she talked frankly 
with newspaper reporters and released 
copies of the speech she intended to 
give in which she denounced the wet 
records of the three Democratic can- 
didates and declared that ‘‘The women 
of the South are not for sale" and “will 
repudiate him if our men dare to give 
us such a candidate." 

Outstanding statements in address- 
es included: 

“The movement that swept the sa 
loon off the corner and made the Uni- 
ted States a dry and sober nation has 
been the greatest forward step in pub- 
lic welfare in 100 years,” said Gov- 
ernor Dan Moody at the night session 
Wednesday. Governor Moody outlined 
the various phases of public welfare 
work, but when he came to prohibi- 
tion he stressed it above all others. 
His endorsement brought a veritable 
storm of applause from the delegate 
body. 

Discussing public welfare, he men- 
tioned public health first, and declared 
that one of the outstanding achieve- 
ments of the American people was the 
stamping out of yellow fever. Other 
phases that he enumerated included 
laws to prevent the spread of disease, 
the pure food and drug act, prison re- 
form. labor laws, especially the pro- 
tective laws for women and children. 

“More and better informed citizens 
vith reference to the Constitution of 
the United States” was urged by Mrs 
Minnie Fisher Cunningham in her ad- 
dress Wednesday night. Mrs. Cun 
ningham said that it was time that 
the battle against ignorance of the 
Constitution and Government ceased, 
and that the problem should be at- 
tacked scientifically. She suggested 
that the feasible method for abolish 
Ing Ignorance of Government was to 
go about it in the same manner used 
by the architect in building a house. 

“If you care about public welfare, 
know your Government, know your 
public officials and then ‘say it with 
votes,’ ” Mrs. Cunningham ended. 

The old form of monogamic rela- 
tionship in marriage is the one that is 
going to stand the test of time, ac- 
cording to the prediction made by Dr. 
Valeria H. Parker of New York. 

In her discussion on social hygiene, 
Dr. Parker cited figures that one out 
of every six marriages In the United 
States ends in divorce. Among the 
remedies being suggested for this sit- 
uation, she asserted is companionate 
marriage, which she referred to as “a 
new form of partnership, more tem- 
porary in character, and free of some 
of the economic and parental respon- 
sibilities.” Her assertion that she did 
not believe that this form of marriage 
would endure was met with much ap- 
plause. 

I am sure,” she continued, “that 
biologically and ethically the old form 
of monogamic relationship is going to 
stand, because it meets the needs of 
human beings.” 

Asserting that newspapers give the 
public what it wants, Frank Luther 
Mott, director of the School of Jour- 
nalism in the University of Iowa, told 
the women that they have a responsi- 
bility as citizens to muke their likes 
and dislikes known. If newspaper read- 
ers would form the habit of express- 
ing their approval or disapproval they 
would find it an effective means of 
controlling the press. 

“Readers of a newspaper have a re- 
sponsibility that they do not always 
recognize.” “They ought to read with 
discrimination, and consider the con- 
tents of their papers with care, and 
then they ojght not to hesitate to 
act on their conclusions.” 

He pointed out that readers can 
pursue two courses in making their 
wants known — they can subscribe 
only for the papers they like, or they 
can write their opinions to the editors. 
The average editor receives singular- 
ly few letters from the public and 
most of them he does receive are of 
little value hecuuse they are written 
in anger by persons whom the paper 
lias offended. On the other hand, if 
readers formed the habit of express- 
ing approval or kindly disapproval 
they would find it very effective. Wom- 
en’s Clubs could he particularly effec- 
tive in lids way, because their mem- 
bers, organized as they uro, could get 
results witli tactful work. 

Dr. Mott emphasize.d the point that 
this action should he bused on intelli- 
gent and discriminating newspaper 
reading, not on merely skimming the 
headlines. 

In tills connection Massachusetts 
had tlie honor of having Alice Gwen- 
doline Albee, former beloved presH 
chairman of this State, give a report 
on Publicity for the Northeastern sec- 
tion. And. in line with Mr. Mott's ad- 
vice. Club women will do well to heed 
advice from Mrs. Robert G. Coulter 
of the Press Department, who said 
t hut “Club women were expected to 
muke news of their activities and 
then they were expected to gel it to 
tlie papers ” 

Tlie social side of tlie convention 
was made up of an endless course of 
luncheons and diunera, parades, bar- 


becues, visits to nearby ranches whore 
fensts and feats were enjoyed, a pa- 
rade of the 2nd division from Fort 
Sam Houston, the division which bore 
the brunt of the Chateau Thierry and 
other offensives, delightful tours to 
old Spanish missions, ami honor recep- 
tions and luncheons for prominent 
Club women, of whom our Mrs. Ar- 
thur Potter and Mrs. Poole were sin- 
gled for recognition. 

A "break” in the method of express- 
ing a city’s hospitality caused great 
amusement among Club women who 
have been making strenuous efforts 
for years to do away with the bill- 
board nuisance. San Antonio did not 
mean to offend the ardent anti-bill- 
hoard members when it erected a big 
sign hoard on the auditorium grounds 
to “welcome” tlie visitors, blit it was 
a typical billboard such as some mem- 
bers of the Federation claim are un- 
sightly and should he barred from 
highways and other places. 

It was a “pretty" billboard as bill- 
hoards go, however, displaying effec- 
tively, over a facsimile signature of 
Mayor C. M. Chambers, the official 
greetings of the city. 

Besides the business of the Con- 
vention many side issues attracted 
intense interest. Amazing as it seems 
to recount, the fact was in actuality 
more amazing, that thirty-two thou- 
sand square feet of exhibit space in 
the basement of the Municipal Audi- 
torium were filled with posters, 
charts, and equipment illustrating the 
130 activities carried on by the Clubs. 

A well-equipped home drew attention 
to the campaign for model houses; 
there were displays of pictures and 
hooks which the women are carrying 
to scattered communities all over the 
country, material for citizenship and 
adult education classes, literature on 
international relations and public wel- 
fare, thousands of newspaper clip- 
pings assembled by the press depart- 
ment, and a group of 12 oil paintings 
depicting pioneer American women 
used for cover designs on the Woman’s 
Journal. 

Pottery was made daily here while 
delegates and visitors looked on en- 
tranced. Mrs. Margaret Cable, of the 
University of North Dakota had 
charge of the exhibit, and she kept 
her audience interested with the 
quickness with which she turned out 
pots of various sizes and shapes and 
by a rapid-fire talk on the history of 
pottery since the early ages. 

She used the old potter’s wheel, 
which she explained came into gen- 
eral use years ago, and with which the 
American Indian, who is so adept at 
the pottery art, is unfamiliar. 

She brought a small piece of clay 
from North Dakota with her and used 
tliis over and over, tearing up vases 
as soon as they were completed. 
These vases, if bought in curio stores, 
would cost about $1.50 she said. Less 
than a minute was required to make 
the vases. Just a slight pressure here 
and there makes the bulges or inden- 
tures as required. 

The finished product is glossed and 
is then turned over to the decorator. 

In the collection on exhibit was a 
vase owned by the president of the 
University of North Dakota. Only 
three of them were made. One of them 
was for the Governor of the State. 
On the vases was depicted in blue 
against a dull brown background, the 
natural resources of the State. 

Bringing out the sordidness of adult 
illiteracy in various sections of the 
United States and explaining methods 
by which this can be eliminated, Mrs. 
Elizabeth C. Morriss, supervisor of 
adult education in North Carolina, 
opened a school of instruction for 48 
delegates. Mrs. John D. Sherman, ap- 
pointed a representative from each of 
the State Federations to attend the 
short course, with classes held each 
morning from 8 to 8:45 o’clock. 

The purpose was to teach the solu- 
tion of problems which have proved 
profitable In other states in the train- 
ing of the adult illiterate. 

Each delegate, upon returning to 
her home state, will open a campaign 
against adult illiteracy in order that 
the condition may he remedied before 
the taking of tlie Federal census in 
1930. 

"We do not hope to abolish illiter- 
acy among adults before the taking of 
tlie next census,” Mrs. Morris said. 
“Tlie plan of the General Federation 
is to conduct a four-year campaign 
against the evil which exists in almost 
every state.” 

South Dakota brought to Texas a 
most pleasing gift. 

A spruce tree from the Black Hills 
of South Dakota was transplanted to 
San Antonio soil Wednesday. It was 
set in the sod on the municipal audi- 
torium grounds, there to grow as an 
everlasting memorial of the bienniul 
convention of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. 

The tree was planted in honor of 
Mrs. Mary Sherman of Estes Park, Col., 
president of the Federation. It was 
presented by Mrs. William Wishe of 
Custer, S. I)., to Mrs. Alex Adams, 
president of the San Antonio City Fed- 
eration. who decided that it should 
lie planted in Mrs. Sherman's name. 
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Miss Vida Newsome, chairman of 
memorial tree planting in the Federa- 
tion, presided anti Mayor C. M. Cham- 
bers and Commissioner of Parks Ja- 
cob Rublola and other local and visit- 
ing dlgnltnries were present. 

Resolutions presented to the Con- 
venton for action, and the final action 
upon thorn: 

By a unanimous vote the General 
Federation reaffirmed its stand in fa- 
vor of prohibition "as the most effec- 
tive means of curbing the liquor traf- 
fic and its objection to any weakening 
of the enforcement laws,” and called 
upon federal and state governments 
and all political agencies to use all 
means within their power to give tlie 
greatest possible effect to such amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 

The resolution was passed without 
debate, Mrs. John F. Sippel of Mary- 
land, candidate for president, answer- 
ing the rumor that she was not for 
prohibition, by asking for the privi- 
lege of seconding the motion and stat- 
ing that "many years ago I took my 
stand for prohibition.” 

After objection from New Mexico 
and Colorado the convention laid on 
the table a resolution calling for can- 
cellation of reimbursible debts placed 
upon Indian property without the 
knowledge and consent of the Indi- 
ans, and for the consent of the Indi- 
ans to be obtained in the future before 
such sums are levied. The objection 
of the New Mexico and Colorado del- 
egates was that such action would de- 
prive them of the right to support leg- 
islation which they believed would be 
to the advantage of their states. 

The convention also tabled a resolu- 
tion asking for modification of the 
present school curriculum to include 
personal economics and practical 
thrift as a major subject in the course 
of study. 

Mrs. Otto Hahn of New York made 
the motion to table, 

“It would be exceedingly unwise to 
single out one subject In this way,” 
said Mrs. Hahn. "We might as well 
recommend other subjects, and it is 
not in the province of our convention 
to dictate public school curricula.’ 

Upon the statement of the retiring 
president, Mrs. John D. Sherman, that 
the action taken on flood control "was 
not sufficiently comprehensive to suit 
the Federation” the convention passed 
a resolution indorsing the Newlands 
proposals for flood control, and pro- 
viding for “all practicable utilization 
of water resources, standardize the 
flow of the streams for beneficial use 
and jftevent flood devastation.” 

The delegates asked that the fed- 
eral census in the future list women 
as “homemakers” instead of “unem- 
ployed” and include in its industrial 
data information on home equipment. 

The George Washington celebration 
in 1932 and the preservation of Wash- 
ington’s birthplace by the Wakefield 
National Memorial Association were 
approved. 

The women asked that Congress 
pass necessary legislation for the im- 
mediate admission of wives and mar- 
ried minor children of men legally in 
the United States prior to the immi- 
gration law of 1924. They also re- 
quested the legal abolition of all de- 
vices for the taking of fur-bearing an- 
imals which cause undue suffering. 

Three resolutions were read for the 
second time and passed, these being: 
Recommendation to State Federations 
to study, and, if they so decide, sup- 
port the principles of the bill intro- 
duced by Congressman LaGuardia de- 
signed to enable the United States 
Government to assist in the detection 
and punishment of the receiver of 
stolen goods; co-operation with the 
National Amateur Atheltics Federa- 
tion in its efforts to encourage ath- 
letics for the mass of girls instead of 
over straining of a few; endorsement 
of the enactment of a workmen’s 
compensation law in the District of 
Columbia. 

The General Federation will make 
no changes in the scope of its activi- 
ties during the ensuing two years, ac- 
cording to decision of the committee 
of policy. The work is represented 
by tlie eight major departments and 
their minor divisions. 1. Department 
of American ciitzensliip, including the 
divisions of Americanization, citizen- 
ship training, civil service reform, In- 
dian welfare, and law observance. 2. 
Department of the Amercan home, 
wtih the divisions of family finance, 
home economics teaching, home exten- 
sion service, and home making. 3. 
Department of education, with the di- 
visions of public instruction, educa- 
tion of tlie adult citizen, community 
service, and conservation of natural 
resources. 4. Department of Fine Arts, 
with divisions of art, literature and 
music. 5. Department of International 
Relations, li. Department of Legisla- 
tion with divisions of honorary and 
vice chairmen. 7. Department of press 
and publicity, and 8. Department of 
public welfare, including the divisions 
of public heultli, child health, and 
problems of industry- 
invitations from Swampscott, Mass., 
and from Shreveport, La., for tlie 
council meeting of the General Feder- 
ation to he held there next June were 
prsented by tlie respective presidents 
of those States, and through tlie State 
president of Colorado, Mrs. J. P. 
Wright, invitation was given for the 
biennial convention of 1930 to be held 
in Colorado. 

Innumerable invitations were issued 
Imiiterlngly, for other meetings in dif- 
ferent States, with every State prod- 
uct from oil wells to Rhode Island 
Red roosters, offered us inducements. 

On Wednesday, June 6th, the con- 
test for the presidency closed with the 
election of officers. Mrs. John F. Sip- 
pel of Baltimore was elected presi- 
dent with a vote of 555. Tills wus a 
niujority of 121 over the 434 votes cast 
for Mrs. Edward Franklin White of 
Indiana. Tlie total vote wus out of 
1.392 delegates to the 19th biennial 
convention who were eligible to vote. 

Other officers elected to servo with 
Mrs. Sippel for the next two years are 
Mrs. Gruee Morrison Poole of Brock- 
ton, Muss., first vice president, she re- 
ceiving 940 votes cast, no oppo- 
nent; Mrs. Eugene B. Lawson of Tul- 
sa, Okla., second vice president, 674 
votes to 306 foy Mrs. C. P. Miller of 
Fort Scott, Kun.; Mrs. Henry C. Tay- 
lor of Bloomfield, Iowa, recording sec- 
retary, 601 votes to 481 for Mrs. WU-

Parking Hearing 

Brings Out Protest 

Cn limited Parking at Newton Corner 
After Seven O’clock Opposed 


At the meeting of the alderman on 
Wednesday night a hearing was held 
on the petition of the Newton Trust 
Company that "the traffic regulations 
be amended so that parking of automo- 
biles in Nonantum Square and vicinity 
will bo unlimited after 7 p. m., ex- 
cept on Saturday nights. Ex-Alder- 
man Thomas W. White appearing for 
the Newton Trust Company and for 
the Community Theatre argued that 
some relief should be granted the 
theatre from the present parking re- 
strictions. He admitted that the bus 
service presents some difficulties which 
have to be met, but he asserted that 
the theatre, which pays appreciable 
taxes to the city, and which is con- 
ducted on a high scale, is entitled to 
a fair amount of consideration so that 
it can compete on somewhat equal 
terms with theatres in neighboring 
cities where unlimited parking affords 
advantages not enjoyed in Newton. 

Clarence V. Moore of Wesley street, 
Newton, who stated that he had con- 
siderable knowledge of traffic condi- 
tions at Newton Corner because he 
had served on the traffic committee of 
the Newton Improvement Association, 
objected to the change being made. 
He contended it is sought for selfish 
purposes and he called attention to 
the fact that no mention was made in 
the petition, as printed on the docket, 
of limiting parking on nights before 
holidays to 30 minutes, when the need 
of parking spaces for customers of 
stores at Newton Corner is apt to be 
equal to the need on Saturday nights. 
He said that “the city had provided a 
generous parking area for patrons of 
the Community Theatre on Washing- 
ton street near the Garden City Garage 
and the parking regulations affecting 
Newton Corner should be made more, 
rather than less strict. 

George Lane of 14 Bacon street, 
Newton, speaking for his city, ob- 
jected to parking of automobiles on 
that street. He argued that the rout- 
ing of the Middlesex & Boston buses 
down Bacon street has caused traffic 
congestion on that narrow highway 
and if autos will be allowed to park on 
it, the fire apparatus will not be able 
to reach houses on the street, should 
they catch afire. 

Mr. White and Mr. Moore each took 
the floor again, the former contend- 
ing that unlimited parking nights, ex- 
cept Saturdays, will help the mer- 
chants at Newton Corner as it will 
give their customers more time to 
transact business. Mr. Moore took 
the opposite view. He argued that to 
allow unlimited parking nights will 
prevent customers from driving their 
cars anywhere near the stores in 
which they wish to trade and will 
hurt business. He referred to Moody 
street, Waltham, where unlimited 
parking is allowed in some sections 
and asserted that unless one arrived 
there early in the evening, one cannot 
find any space at which to park a car. 


NEW P. O. TO BE ON 
CENTRE AVE. SITE 


News was received from 
Washington on Wednesday that 
the Postoffice Department has 
accepted the bid of the Stuart- 
Mar shall Company to provide 
quarters for the new postoffice 
at Newton. This office will be 
located on Centre avenue in a 
lot formerly owned by the 
Brackett estate and H. H. Haw- 
kins & Sons. This lot is located 
at the rear of the block occu- 
pied by Clement C. Colburn, the 
Newton Graphic, Frank Frank- 
lin and the Edison Company and 
is next to the Co’onial Filling 
Station. The new b> ilding which 
will be erected for the post- 
office will be two etorieB high in 
front and one story at the rear. 


New Pension Plan 
Takes Effect July 1 

Aldermen Accept Recent Legislative 
Act For City Employees 


The contributory pension act affect- 
ing employees of the City of Newton 
was accepted by the Board of Aider- 
men Wednesday night. This act was 
formulated largely through the ef- 
forts of ex-Alderman Benjamin Hinck- 
ley and was enacted recently by the 
Legislature. It provides that em- 
ployees of the city will contribute 4% 
of their salaries or incomes, and the 
city will contribute amounts equal to 
those given by the employees. It will 
go into effect July 1st and all persons 
entering the employ of the city after 
that date will be subject to the pro- 
visions of the act. Employees now 
working for the city who are eligible 
for pensions, have the alternative of 
remaining under the existing non- 
contributory pension systems or ac- 
cepting the provisions of the new sys- 
tem. A number of classes of employ 
ees heretofore not eligible for pensions 
will be benefited by the new system. 


WANT JAMESON ROAD ACCEPTED 


GORGONE ARRESTED 


Frank Gorgone, whose premises at 
63 Lexington street. West Newton, 
were destroyed by an explosion and 
fire when a still blew up there the 
last of January, was arrested by In- 
spector Shauglmessy of the Newton 
police on Tuesday at 100 Lexington 
street where he has been residing 
since he was released from the New- 
ton Hospital. Six persons, including 
Gorgone’s wife and two of his chil- 
dren, were killed and he was terribly 
burned. Sometime ago secret indict- 
ments were returned against Gorgone 
and others charging them with viola- 
tions of the liquor laws and responsi- 
bility for the disaster. Gorgone was 
taken to the East Cambridge jail and 
later released on $10,000 bail.

A delegation of residents of Jame- 
son road, Newton, which leads off 
Sargent street, appeared at City Hall 
Wednesday night to favor the petition 
asking for the laying out and accept- 
ing that street under (’,,<» Betterment 
Law. William F. Ga -» toi. , >f .Church 
street, representing his son-in-law and 
daughter, who reside on Jameson road, 
told of the impassable condition of 
the street after rajns and during the 
Winter. He stated that the fire ap- 
paratus cannot enter the street under 
such conditions and when the weather 
is dry, the dust from the street pre- 
vents residents on it from sitting on 
their porches. Ward 7. according to 
Mr. Garcelon. pays heavy taxes and 
has had little money expended in it by 
the city in recent years on the laying 
out of new streets. He argued that 
the residents on Jameson road who 
own their homes are entitled to pro- 
tection against fires*. Miss Hobart of 
123 Sargent street, whose family has 
resided there for over 40 years, told 
of the change of her home site from 
a desirable to an undesirable place 
since Jameson road was built. In dry 
weather the dust from the street pre- 
vents her family from using the piaz- 
za: in wet weather the water and soil 
pours out of Jameson road onto Sar- 
gent street. Francis Pitman of Jame- 
son road told of his automobile be- 
coming mired in the mud on that 
street and of the impossibility of resi- 
dents there getting their cars in or 
out of the street. The petition was re- 
ferred to the Public Works Commit- 
tee.

New Fire Station 

At Newton Corner 

To lie Located On Old Armory 
Hall Site 


The Board of Aldermen on Wednes- 
day night followed the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Childs and voted to ap- 
propriate $1000 for architect's plans 
for a new fire station at Newton to 
be built on the old armory site at the 
corner of Washington street and Cen- 
tre avenue — the police station there 
to be torn down and the land it oc- 
cupied to be used as part of the fire 
station site. 

Alderman Baker of Ward 3. chair- 
man of the special committee on the 
new fire station told the Board of the 
need of better accommodations for the 
firemen at Newton Corner. A new 
station is needed without further de- 
lay. The special committee had 
recommended that four lots of the 
seven in the site occupied by the old 
wooden block on Washington street, 
near Thornton street, be taken as the 
location for new quarters for Engine 
1 and Ladder . 3, the aerial ladder 
truck. Mayor Childs, however, recom- 
mended that the land owned by the 
city, diagonally across Washington 
street, known as the old armory site, 
be used as the site for the new fire 
station. Mr. Baker said, “The com 
mittee considered that the so-called 
‘Poverty Block' site would be the best 
for the proposed station, but the dif- 
ference between this and the site 
owned by the city is not great enough 
to warrant having any difference with 
the Mayor.’’ 

Alderman Collins, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, informed the 
Board that by selecting the city owned 
site on the old armory lot, the finan- 
cial program of the city for the com 
ing year will be helped. In planning 
for things most needed to be done by 
the city during the coming year, the 
Committee had arranged for financing 
these projects by issuing bonds so far 
as the borrowing capacity of the city 
will safely admit. By paying for the 
remainder of the expense of the pro- 
posed projects from the tax levy for 
this year, according to estimates re- 
ceived from the assessors and the 
City Comptroller, the Finance Com 
mittee figured that it will be neces- 
sary to increase the tax rate this year 
70 cents. Among the projects for 
which provision had been made in 
this financial program was the tak- 
ing of the four lots on the “Poverty 
Block" site as the site for the new 
fire station. 

Since the financial program had been 
arranged, it has become apparent that 
it will be necessary to make provision 
without further delay for the grad 
ing of the land taken for a playground 
at the Williams School in Auburndale 
The Material taken from this land will 
be carried to the grounds of the Levi 
Warren school at West Newton for 
filling. The cost of this work will 
be $37,000. It was intended that this 
work would not be done until next 
year, but on the advice of the City 
Solicitor, because of certain circum- 
stances, the Finance Committee rea- 
lized that the work must be done this 
summer. If the cost of this work had 
to be paid from the tax levy for this 
year, it would add 2$ cents more to 
the estimated 70 cent increase. But 
if the city uses its own land on the 
old armory site for the new fire sta- 
tion instead of taking by eminent do- 
main the lots at the “Poverty Block" 
location, the amount which would have 
to be paid for the latter, had it been 
taken, can be used to pay for the 
grading at the Williams and Warren 
schools. 

Aldermen Bail and Grebenstein 
stated that they had favored in com- 
mittee the taking of the "Poverty 
Block" site as they consider it su- 
perior to the site selected by the 
Mayor, but because of the circum- 
stances they would vote with great 
reluctance for the old armory site.

At the meeting of the Aldermen held 
on June 4. a communication was re- 
ceived from Mayor Childs submitting 
the re-appointment of Chief Burke for 

third additional term. When this 
matter came before the Board on Wed- 
nesday night, Alderman Heathcote of 
Ward 4. who opposed Chief Burke's 
re-appointment last year, again op- 
posed confirming his appointment for 
another year. He started his argu- 
ment by repeating the contention made 
by him a year ago — "that because 
Chief Burke did not conform to the 
law in 1926 by personally, or in writ- 
ing. asking the aldermen to re-appoint 
him. (the request having been made 
by Mayor Childs), he did not legally 
hold office during that term, and so 
was not qualified to be legally re- 
appointed last year, or this year." 

According to Mr. Heathcote. it is a 
question if any official acts of the 
chief for the past two years are legal, 
or if appointments of policemen made 
by him are valid. It was Mr. Heath- 
cote. who moved suspension of the 
rules in 1926 to permit the re-appoint- 
ment of Chief Burke at that time, but 
the Ward 4 alderman’s relations with 
the chief have changed in the mean- 
time from great friendship to intense 
enmity. 

Alderman Heathcote continued his 
argument against the re-appointment 
by asserting that the chief lacks ex- 
ecutive ability and he referred to the 


Alderman Gallagher of Ward 1, who 
last year was one of Chief Burke’s 
opponents, again opposed another re- 
appointment. He stated that "he did 
not expect to prevent the re-appoint- 
ment of the chief by making a speech." 
He asserted that "the re-appointments 
of Chief Burke are a direct attempt by 
certain members of the Aldermen, and 
outside politicians to continue him in 
office until such time as a ‘mushroom 
now in incubation’ will be ready to 
be placed in office as Chief of Police, 
and it is probable that if he will be 
given the office, he may prove to be 
an Amanita." 

Alderman Baker replied to Aider- 
man Heathcote’s objections by re- 
marking that “Mayor Childs apparent- 
ly was satisfied as to the legality of 
Chief Burke’s re-appointment,” and he 
suggested that City Solicitor Bartlett, 
who was present, could give the Ward 
4 alderman information on this ques- 
tion Alluding to Mr. Heathcote’s con- 
tention that "Chief Burke had made 
misstatements regarding automobile 
accidents in which policemen were 
concerned."

Another hoy of 
the same age may differ greatly in 
height and weight from the first hoy 
and the second hoy’s co-elllclent is 
below 168 lie, goes into class 3 or if it 
is over 197 he goes into class 1. 

In Class 1 the Levi Warren school 
athletes scored 25 points with the F. 
A. Day school second with 16 points, 
Bigelow third with 3 points and Mason 
1. In Class 2 the Day school boys 
came into their own outscoring the 
Warren athletes by the narrow margin 
of one point. Day scored 20, Warren 
19, and Mason 6. In Cluss 3 Bigelow 
was the high scorer with 20 % points. 
Day followed with 14% points and 
Warren third with 10%. No total team 
prizes were given hut individual 
awards were made for the first three 
places in each event. 

Through the courtesy of the Y. M. 
C. A. authorities all of the contest 
ants in the meet enjoyed the locker 
room and shower hath facilities and 
also were given the opportunity of a 
dip in the swimming pool which they 
all greatly appreciated.

EDITORIAL 

We rnther envy the future of the 
thousands of young men and women 
who begin their life work in these 
modern years. They will witness and 
probably take an active part in un- 
folding the wonders of the coming 
generation. Just as our fathers wit- 
nessed the replacement of the stage 
coach bv the locomotive, the candle by 
the oil lamp, and the advent of tele- 
graph. Just as we of this generation 
have seen the locomotive challenged 
by the automobile and the airplane,

REV. DR. WEEDEN DEAD 

Rev. Charles Foster Weeden. D.D.. 
who has been well known in Boston 
and Massachusetts, where he had 
served various pastorates, died on 
Monday at Athol, where he was to 
have served as pastor at the Congre- 
gational Church this summer. His 
home was at 110 Glen avenue. Newton 
Center. 

Dr. Weeden was born in Providence. 
R. I.. on Dec. IS, 1857. the son of Wil- 
liam Grinnell and Almira fOrne) 
Weeden. He attended school in Provi- 
dence and was graduated from Am- 
herst College in 1SS4. He prepared 
for the ministry at Hartford Theologi- 
cal Seminary and in 18S8 accepted his 
first pastorate at Colchester. Conn., 
where he remained for eight years. 
In 1S96 he accepted a call to the pas- 
torate of the Norwood Congregational 
Church, where he served five years, 
and was pastor of the Central Congre- 
gational Church at Lynn for ten years. 
He also was pastor for seven years at 
the Harvard Congregational Church in 
Dorchester. 

As pastor-at-large Dr. Weeden had 
held pastorates at the Old South 
Church and the Piedmont Church, 
Worcester, the Central Congregational 
Church at Newtonville, the Union Con- 
gregational Church in Providence and 
at Pittsfield and Lee. This spring he 
was pastor of the Brighton Congrega- 
tional Church. 

He was married in Minneapolis on 
July 7. 1890, to Mary Emma Basset. 
He is survived by his widow, a son 
Charles F. Weeden. and two daugh- 
ters, Miss Martha Weeden and Miss 
Eleanor Weeden.

Everybody connected with the Leg- 
islature has given up all attempt to 
estimate the day of prorogation. The 
only definite sign of the approach of 
the end of the session is the accumu- 
lation of wooden boxes which nre used 
each year to ship home for each mem- 
ber whatever books and papers he 
may wish to preserve. These boxes 
are now stacked in the corridor on the 
fourth floor where they are likely to 
remain for some time. 

One reason for delay is the Boston 
Elevated legislation. Governor Fuller 
nas sent a message advising the pas- 
sage of some form of legislation to 
provide for the future of the Elevated. 

The two branches have accepted his 
suggestion and created a special com- 
mittee of four Senators and eleven 
Representatives. The appointments 
have been made and the committee 
has already begun public hearings. 

For some reason or other eight of 
the fifteen members of the special 
committee are not residents of the dis- 
trict served by the Boston Elevated. 
Senator Simoneau of Marlboro, who 
represents the 1st Middlesex Senator- 
ial district of which Newton is a part, 
is a member of this special committee, 
but there are no Newton Representa- 
tives on it. There is both a Waltham 
and a Watertown Representative in- 
cluded in the membership and inas- 
much as people of these towns under- 
stand the needs of Newton we may ex- 
pect that we shall not be overlooked 
or forgotten. 

Just what the result of the delibera- 
tions of this special committee will be 
remains a source of speculation. The 
committee members are eager to pro- 
duce something. They are receiving 
some small measure of help from the 
Governor, who has promised to confer 
with them from time to time. What 
they would probably like and what the 
Legislature of the past two years has 
hoped for was some kind of a bill 
from the Governor. The latter has 
never specified any provision but has 
only repeated his urglngs that the Gen- 
eral Court "do something,” although 
he has threatened to keep the mem- 
bers in session until some kind of a 
hill was passed. Now it is believed 
that a public control bill will be re- 
ported inasmuch as the Governor has 
intimated he favored a short term of 
public control. Whether such a bill 
will pass both branches is another 
matter. Some think it stands a chance 
while others declare that it will be 
dropped "out of the window” with lit- 
tle ceremony. 

The Senate has adopted an order to 
meet Tuesdays and Fridays and the 
House to meet Mondays and Thurs- 
days of each week until further no- 
tice. Under the rules the session 
cannot be suspended entirely. This 
keeps the General Court in session 
which meets the requirements of the 
constitution.

Newton’s desire to have reconstruct- 
ed the Washington street bridge over 
the Charles River between Lower 
Falls and Wellesley is now before the 
Joint Committee on Counties. The 
form of the petition has been changed, 
however, to comply with the law. The 
original petition, filed by Representa- 
tive Hollis, was on petition of the 
Mayor, Aldermen and City Solicitor 
for the reconstruction by the State 
Department of Public Works over the 
Charles River between Newton and 
Wellesley at Lower Falls. It was 
found to be that it was a county mat- 
ter so the first petition was with- 
drawn and a substitute offered on peti- 
tion of Representatives Saltonstall and 
Hollis authorizing the County of Mid- 
dlesex to appropriate money toward 
the cost. The House referred this 
latter petition to the Committee on 
Counties last week and on Tuesday 
of this week the Senate concurred in 
that reference. 

The four Newton Representatives 
and the Senator from Marlboro who 
represents this district all voted for 
Atty. Gen. Joseph E. Warner who 
was elected by a joint convention of 
the House and Senate to fill the vacan- 
cy caused by the resignation of Ar- 
thur K. Reading. 

Senator Simoneau was one of the 
members of the upper branch who 
voted to override the Governor’s veto 
of the bill to permit the sale of bakery, 
dairy and meat products by hawkers 
and pedlers without a license. 


FIRE STATION TO BE ON OLD 
ARMORY SITE 


(Continued from Page 1) 

Alderman Gallagher said that "he 
believes the city could not choose a 
poorer site for the new fire station 
than the city owned land at Centre 
avenue and Washington street. Only 
a makeshift station can be built there. 
Not one penny has been spent in Ward 
1 for several years on new Improve- 
ments except for the proposed tennis 
courts at Cabot Park and it would he 
a great improvement to raze the old 
wooden block and put the station 
where It stands.” The Ward 1 aider- 
man asserted that he is a good prophet 
and he predicted that the first or 
second time the large aerial ladder 
truck will he driven over the Centre 
avenue bridge it will grind some other 
vehicle or persons into the side of 
the bridge. He contended that the 
land owned by the city where it is 
proposed to build the station, and the 
land where the present fire station 
now is, could he sold at a price of 
$50,000 for each parcel, which would 
pay for the taking of the "Poverty 
Block" site and almost pay for the 
erection of the fire station. Alderman 
Gallagher argued that “even if the 
taking of the block necessitated a 
further Increase of 28 cents in this 
year’s tax rate, the people of Ward 
1 and the other wards of the city 
would he glad to pay this Increase in 
order to have the fire station built 
on the site where the wooden block 
stands." 

The vote was then taken on the 
recommendation of Mayor Childs that 
“$1000 be appropriated for architect's 
plans for a new fire station on the 
city owned site at Centre avenue and 
Washington street." Of the 18 aider- 
men present (Aldermen Fitts, Hol- 
brook and Lincoln being absent), 15 
voted for the appropriation. Those 
voting in the negative were Aider- 
men Gallagher, Gordon and Murray. 
President Weeks, in voting for the ap- 
propriation, stated thut he "did so 
with reluctance, believing the other 
site to be better."

their duty by being compelled to as- 
semble at City Hail tonight at 7:30 
after having been in session until 
1 : 30 a. m. Thursday morning. Mayor 
Childs issued a notice for a special 
meeting yesterday evening after a 
notice had been filed at the City 
Clerk’s office just before it closed at 
5 o’clock. This notice, signed by Al- 
derman William M. Noone of Ward 4, 
was filed by Alderman George Heath- 
cote of Ward 4. In the notice Noone 
signified his intention to move at the 
next regular meeting of the aldermen, 
scheduled for July 23rd, for a recon- 
sideration of the vote passed on Wed- 
nesday night by the Board of Aider- 
men whereby Chief of Police Burke 
was re-appointed for a term of one 
year as head of the Newton police 
department. Burke’s present tenure of 
office expires today and the office 
would automatically become vacant if 
he had not been re-appointed on or 
before that date. 

According to Section 12 of the City 
Charter — "every ordinance, order, res- 
olution or vote of the Board of Aider- 
men — shall he presented by the clerk 
of said board to the Mayor for his 
approval in writing.” This section of 
the charter continues to read. "The 
Clerk shall hold every such ordinance, 
order, resolution or vote for 24 hours, 
Sundays and legal holidays excepted, 
and if during such time a notice of a 
motion to reconsider is filed with the 
clerk by any member entitled to make 
such motion, the ordinance, order, 
resolution or vote shall be presented 
to the Board at its next meeting; 
otherwise it shall he presented to the 
Mayor at the expiration of said 24 
hours." 

With Noone’s intention to move for 
consideration filed late yesterday 
afternoon, it was necessary for Mayor 
Childs, Clerk Grant and City Messen- 
ger Davis to perform some rapid work. 
City Clerk Grant notified the Mayor 
of the filing of Noone’s notice, the 



Mayor immediately issued the call for 
a special meeting tonight, and the City 
Messenger taxied around the city leav- 
ing copies of the call for the special 
meeting at the homes of the members 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

And so, tonight, the members of the 
Board of Aldermen will once again 
journey to City Hall to vote on the 
motion to reconsider the re-appoint- 
ment of Chief Burke. At the meeting 
on Wednesday night Aldermen Heath- 
cote and Gallagher spoke in opposi- 
tion to the re-appointment of the 
Chief. When the vote on this matter 
was cast by ballot, 16 yeas and 2 nays 
were counted. There were 18 aider- 
men present and voting. Noone, by 
signing the notice of his intention 
to move for reconsideration of the 
vote, manifested that he had, on Wed- 
nesday night voted "Yes” on the mat- 
ter of re-appointing Chief Burke. Last 
year a similar notice of "intention to 
move for reconsideration” on the vote 
to re-appoint Chief Burke was made 
by ex-Alderman Hodgdon. Mr. Hodg- 
don, however, fought the re-appoint- 
ment of Burke vigorously in the open 
meeting, and when he voted “Yes,” it 
was obvious that he did so for the 
purpose of being eligible to move for 
reconsideration. Noone, on Wednes- 
day night, gave no indication of being 
opposed to the re-appointment of the 
Chief.

OAK HILL PLACED IN SINGLE 
RESIDENCE ZONE 


The Board of Aldermen on Wednes- 
day night voted to accept the report 
of the Claims and Rules Committee 
and zoned practically all of the Oak 
Hill section as a single residence dis- 
trict. AH the territory in Ward 5. 
south of Boylston street and east of 
Winchester street, with few excep- 
tions, was placed in a single residence 
zone. The exceptions include the 
Charlemont section, Winchester street, 
northwest from Wallace street towards 
Dedham street, Parker street, north 
of South Meadow Brook, most of the 
Hurley estate, the Thoinpsonville sec- 
tion, and a fe\v other areas. 

After Chairman Baker of the Claims 
and Rules Committee had pointed out 
on a large map the areas to be zoned 
as single residence, Alderman Heath- 
cote contended that a number of mem- 
bers of the Board had not had suf- 
ficient opportunity to properly study 
the proposed changes and he suggest- 
ed that more time be allowed before a 
vote he taken. He called attention to 
the lack of a business zone having 
been provided for in the areas to he 
changed Into single residence zones 
and he argued that, inasmuch as the 
City Solicitor has ruled thut only ap- 
preciably sized areas can he zoned, 
difficulties perhaps will be encountered 
by future Boards of Aldermen when 
business sections will become neces- 
sary in the Oak Hill district. Aider- 
man Baker replied that “this matter 
lias been before the Board for several 
months, all the aldermen were invited 
to attend the hearing held on March 7, 
the Planning Board, the aldermen 
from Ward 5 hud been consulted, the 
desires of those who had objected to 
their properties being changed from 
private to singlo residence had been 
conformed to, except in a couple of 
cases, and the change as planned, ap- 
parently, is agreeable to nearly every- 
one," 

Alderman Earle asked, “Will it be 
possible to change some of this sec- 
tion Into a business district when 
there will he need for such a change?" 
Alderman Baker replied in tin* affirma- 
tive, stating that “there will he no 
difficulty to muku such a chunge, but 
It is hard at present to determine just 


where a business district shall he 
located at Oak Hill. Alderman Bail 
of Ward 5 said, “The people in the 
Oak Hill district are anxious to have 
this matter settled. Their wishes 
have been taken care of by the com- 
mittee, they do not want a business 
district in Oak Hill at present and 
this district, if properly zoned, will he 
the ideal part of the city.” Alderman 
Gallagher stated that “he knows Oak 
Hill as perhaps few men know it, and 
while a business section will he needed 
there in the future, it would be very 
difficult because of the sparsely settled 
nature of the locality to determine 
now where the business district ought 
to be placed.” Alderman Powers said 
that “the committee had carefully 
considered the matter and future 
Boards of Aldermen should he con- 
sidered as possessing sufficient common 
sense and fairness to properly deal 
with the future needs of Oak Hill." 
He advocated action on the report of 
tlie Claims and Rules Committee with- 
out further delay. A vote was then 
taken and the report of the committee 
unanimously accepted.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

During the week ending June 16th 
there were 133 patients in the hos- 
pital; 40 of whom paid as much or 
more than cost of care, 61 paid less 
than cost of care and 32, including ba- 
bies, were treated free. 9 babies were 
born, 4 girls and 5 boys. 115 patients 
were treated in t lie out-patient depart 
ment and 5 in tiie eye clinic. 14 ac- 
cident cases were cared for in the 
operating room. 2 patients were trans- 
ferred by the social service car. 

Of the fourteen accident cases 
treated just Half were automobile ac- 
cidents; one man with a lacerated 
scalp; two women. « »ih- with larer 
t ions of the right knee and one witli 
abrasions of tiie wrist; one boy with 
lacerations of botli knees, and three 
girls, one with a lacerated forehead, 
one with abrasions of the nose and 
one with lacerations of the forehead 
and scalp. Of the other accidents five 
were men: one was treated for a frac- 
tured ankle caused when a trench 
in which lie was working caved in; 
one for a fractured skull tiie result of 
being Hit by a street car; one for 
lacerations of the left index finger 
caused by catching his hand in a mix- 
ing machine; one with skin lacera- 
tions of both hands caused by bites 
from a donkey, and one from lacera- 
tions of the forehead received when 
he fell against a radiator in his home. 
Tiie remaining two were hoys, one 
with a laceration of the groin caused 
when lie fell downstairs and one with 
a fractured arm. 

On Wednesday evening. June 20, 
the Executive Committee held their 
regular monthly meeting at the hos- 
pital. 

Among the gifts to the hospital dur- 
ing the past week there have been 
several from children, three little girls 
from West Newton, Betty Downs, Peg- 
gy Rice and Frances Lee Weeks, gave 
a play and some tableaux and raised 
enough money to send the St. Nicho- 
las Magazine to the children’s ward 
for two years.

Nonantum Banker 
Surrenders— -Bail 
Set at $71,500 

Amato Pescosolido, the Nonantum 
bunker, surrendered to tiie Newton 
police on Tuesday when lie came to 
headquarters after Having been miss- 
ing from the city since June 8. Pes- 
osolldo was the owner of a banking 
business nt Nonantum for nearly 20 
years and got into financial difficul- 
ties recently. His bunk was taken 
over last month by a group of promi- 
nent Italian residents of that section 
and early this month tiie bank was 
forced to close when it became evi- 
dent that alleged irregular practices 
in accounting by Pescosolido had cre- 
ated a serious shortage. State Bank 
examiners took the hank over and a 
receiver wns appointed. 

When Pescosolido appeared Tues- 
day lie was taken into court and held 
on $11,500 bonds on charges present- 
ed by Dr. Amendola and others. He 
obtained Hail Wednesday but yester- 
day morning lie was again taken into 
custody on seven new complaints. 
Two of these charge him with having 
made false reports to the Department 
of Banking and Insurance; the other 
five complaints charge larceny of $5000 
from tiie Columbus Realty Corpora- 
tion. $2200 from Nicolo and Teresa 
Voiante, $1000 from Teresa Volante, 
$18,000 worth of stock from the Co- 
lumbus Realty Corporation and $425 
from Richard Murphy. His bail was 
increased $60,000 and lie was taken 
to tiie jail at Cambridge because of 
his inability to obtain such an amount 
of hall. Assistant District Attorney 
Volpey of Middlesex County appeared 
in court and asked that hail he placed 
at $100,000, claiming that the losses 
in Pescosolido’s hank will equal that 
amount. Volpe announced that a spe- 
cial session of the Grand Jury will 
he Held today to consider the cases 
against Pescosolido and Judge Braley 
continued the cases until next Mon- 
day.

DR. WEBBER DEAD 

After an illness with pneumonia of 
about a week, Dr. Frederick W. 
Webber, died on Tuesday at his home 
on Centre street, Newton.

QNE THING AND ANOTHER 

W By L. D. G. BENTLEY 1V 


"What do you think of the conven- 
tion ?” 

When that question Is asked, some 
fairly intelligent comment should he 
forth coming as to the choice of can- 
didates by the Republicans. Well, I 
saw it done, tint I don’t pretend that 
my opinion should command greater 
weight for that reason. Suppose then 
I tell you how it impessed one who 
was not a delegate but who was there 
to see all that was going on just the 
same. 

Placed as I was most advantageous- 
ly among the newspaper correspon- 
dents I can describe the outlook of 
at least one. The first thing was to 
see how the great auditorium had been 
laid out. Plenty of entrances, a com- 
prehensive system of numbering seats, 
a corps of alert ushers, efficient and 
patient policemen all combined to do 
away with unnecessary confusion. By 
the way, many of the ushers were 
young women who did not seem to 
believe themselves ornaments but who 
worked industriously and constantly 
to perform their duties. If I once 
start to tell how admirably they do 
things in Kansas City I shall over- 
write the space allotted me without 
giving much of it to the convention. 

One of the famous writers in the 
section in which my seat was located 
was Will Rogers. He wears tortoise 
shell spectacles when making notes 
and writing. When listening, however, 
he has the spectacles In his hand and 
one of the hows just touches his 
teeth. Haven’t you seen people lake 
their glasses off and start to chew 
them hut never go through? One 
fears Will may get excited and bite 
his own “specs,” yet he doesn’t. He 
has too keen a sense of humor — to 
allow himself to be overcome by a 
political gathering. 

I saw, too, scores of the country’s 
most prominent writers, humorists 
and cartoonists. Several of them I met 
and spent some time with in chatting 
over events. They are very human, 
although they don’t all look as you 
might imagine from their articles or 
their drawings. Some dress very care- 
fully in the latest fashion; others, 
and they were in a majority, were 
dressed for business purposes. When 
the temperature ascended they took 
off their coats, unbuttoned their col- 
lars, rolled up their sleeves and 
“pitched in” as any other group of ac- 
tive and hard working individuals.

ing to the millions of radio listeners 
in but to the convention through the 
amplifiers. You just can't miss what 
is being said. In the hall you get 
just a trace of the metallic tone, al- 
though I must say that when Madame 
Schuman Heink sang “The Star 
Spangled Banner” it was beautiful. 

It happens that some of those who 
addressed the convention knew how 
to handle themselves while talking 
into microphones, amplifiers, etc. I 
don’t wonder that those who had 
never done so before were a trifle em- 
j harassed. A number of the speak- 
ers faced this arrangement with a sort 
I of stage fright. By the way, if you 
have seen those three-sided mirrors 
you will get some idea for this ma- 
: chine lias three sides, each section 
. almost two feet long and six inches 
! wide. It is made of transparent glass 
with the numerous mouthpieces and 
wires attached. I should think it was 
"quite a trick,” as the hoys say, to 
use one effectively. And yet I no- 
ticed that Hon. B. Loring Young of 
Weston, who with Thomas W. White 
of this city, comprised t he delegation 
from the 13th Congressional district, 
appeared very much at home on the 
platform. He lias a splendid voice 
anyway and must have broadcast well. 


Just above the press section and in 
a sort of conning tower sat the men 
who broadcast the doings of the con- 
vention which you folks hack home 
here heard over the radio. Around 
them on three sides was a high parti- 
tion of glass. The whole thing re- 
sembled a cashier’s cage of huge pro- 
portions. It was so located with the 
intention of commanding the whole 
prospect. You remember how Gra- 
ham McNamee or Major White said, 
“Senator Borali is now leaving his 
seat among the Idaho delegation and 
walking toward the platform"? Well, 
if the broadcasting crew had not been 
stationed aloft as it were they could 
never have seen all those things. 

However, they had scouts on the 
floor who picked up pieces of informa- 
tion which was for the benefit of the 
“ladies and gentlemen of the radio 
audience.” These assistants, who are 
in reality radio reporters, secured 
names asked questions and dug up 
essential facts and data for the man 
at the the microphone, who of course 
could not leave his seat. I have often 
wondered, as I have listened in, how 
the announcer got on to what was go- 
ing on so easily. Now I know how 
it’s done and won’t have to worry over 
that any more. 

Of course the broadcasters work in 
pairs, they have to. and are always 
on the job. Well, they do have mo- 
ments of rest, for there is nothing to 
be said while there is a roll call in 
progress or somebody Is making a 
speech. Filling-in the dull moments 
must he something of a task. Yet 
these broadcasters smile as they do 
it. They look and act fully as cheer- 
ful as they sound through the loud 
speaker. In other words they do their 
work very easily. From where I sat 
— at an angle of 15 degrees from the 
radio men — the microphone was not 
visible hut the announcer was. Of 
course you know what he was doing 
and yet with no “mike" in sight it 
looked as if lie were talking to him- 
self in a glass cage. Truly an odd 
sight and a most interesting one. 


Now about hearing the speech-mak- 
ers. You have seen newspaper re- 
productions of photographs of the in- 
terior of the convention hall so you 
are well aware that few people have 
voices that would fill such a space and 
be heard by everyone. Provision had 
to he made to distribute and Increase

Something has been said about 
voices. If you ever have observed 
public speakers from the viewpoint of 
an elocutionist or even from that of 
a student of diction or the spoken 
word, you will have observed that 
there are those who know how to use 
their voices and make themselves 
heard. Also, that a lot of people 
hold their heads down and thereby 
choke off the sounds or else they chew 
their words or fall to open their 
mouths. It Is because of this that 
reading clerks are employed in Con- 
gress and in legislative assembly 
halls. Here Is an act in itself. It 
should be an accomplishment of which 
many of us could boast. Instead it 
is a profession for a few. For that 
reason we, all the more appreciate 
the person who speaks distinctly. 

To understand how essential and 
how satisfactory it is to hear some- 
body who has a good voice and who 
knows how to use it one should listen 
to these reading clerks. At the con- 
vention there were five — not all young 
men — who “pushed the words out on 
the air” in such a way that they 
could not be missed. Not only was 
it a treat for the listeners hut one 
was interested to note the different 
ways these clerks pronounced the 
words. 

One of them gave a sort* of musical 
touch to his utterances. He would 
say, “Ohio” as if lie was singing a 
refrain. It sounded like the beginning 
of a chorus. “Oh, heigh Oh” with the 
accent on the last "Oh.” This man 
would also accent the last sylable 
of every State so there was no mis- 
taking his purpose. The audience 
laughed and the clerk grinned. 

No one reading clerk was before 
the convention for more than a few 
minutes at one time. The quintet di- 
vided the work so that no voice was 
wearied or even strained. It was a 
capital arrangement for carrying on 
the work of the convention and a 
blessing indeed for the delegates and 
others in the immense audience. It 
also reflected the wisdom of those who 
plan for the proper handling of such 
matters.

The principal matter discussed was 
that of unaccepted streets, generally 
recognised as one of the most con- 
fusing municipal problems and the 
subject of extended discussion at the 


annual meeting. At that time the 
suggestion that the city borrow suffi- 
cient money to grant all petitions for 
the construction of unaccepted streets 
under the Betterment Law. found al- 
most unanimous favor, even though 
this necessitated a petition to the Leg- 
islature to increase the borrowing 
apacity of the city. With residents 
on streets thus accepted paying six 
per cent interest on deferred better- 
ment payments, it was the opinion 
that the city could well afford to bor- 
row all the money needed on the four 
per cent basis, or less. 

The matter was referred to the new 
committee on streets, with the sug- 
gestion that this committee report 
with recommendations at the July 
meeting of the Board. The committee 
includes George J Martin, chairman:

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

A week ago Saturday tlm electric 
oars from Newton to Waltham via 
West Newton rolled over the valla on 
their last regular trips. It is 37 years 
since the first little box cars com- 
menced to run from Newton Corner 
to Waltham. Once nn hour the cars 
ran between the two places when the 
Hue was first plnced in operation after 
a formal opening. The institution of 
the then very modern method of trans- 
portation between the Garden City 
and the Watch City occasioned much 
satisfaction. It was of great conven- 
ience to persons residing in both 
places. Many from Newton worked 
in the watch factory and many resi- 
dents of Waltham, particularly the 
South Side used the cars to connect 
with the transportation service from 
Newton to Boston. There were no 
automobiles In those days and the 
open cars placed In operation on the 
Newton and Waltham line were liber- 
ally patronized by the public. So pop- 
ular did the open street cars become 
as means of obtaining "fresh air” that 
many extras were run and even then, 
two rows of men and hoys would fre- 
quently he seen hanging on as they 
found a precarious footing on the run- 
ning boards. Conductors on such 
trips earned their money ns they en- 
deavored to collect fares under such 
conditions. 

Not all those who rode from the 
Newtons to Waltham did so for the 
purpose of obtaining “fresh air.” 
Waltham, in those days had saloons 
licensed and much revenue was ob- 
tained by the street railway from 
thirsty individuals who travelled to 
that city from temperate Newton to 
get "tanked.” When Waltham went 
“dry,” and remained “dry,” those with 
parched throats had to travel to Brigh- 
ton. 

The advent of the street cars be- 
tween Newton and Waltham brought 
protests as well as praise. Persons 
fortunate enough to own horses had 
many hectic moments for many 
months after the electric cars com- 
menced to be operated. The ordinary 
horse in the 90s was “scared blue” 
when it first beheld a large vehicle ap- 
proaching rapidly without any equines 
pulling it. It took the average steed 
sometime to get accustomed to the 
new “contraptions” and some nags 
never could become accustomed to 
them. Many “runaways” resulted 
from horses taking fright at electric 
cars and it was a frequent occurrence 
for people in the 90s to get real thrills 
as some frantic horse would dasli mad- 
ly along a street dragging either a 
driverless wagon, or t lie front wheels 
and shafts, after the driver and the 
body of the wagon, plus the rear 
wheels had stopped suddenly after 
coming in contact with a tree or a post 
or a stone wall or some such rigid ob- 
ject. Not always did t ho driver of a 
"runaway” stop suddenly. Frequently 
he volplaned through the air — some- 
times with fntal results. “Runaways” 
afforded opportunities to persons to 
show whether they were of heroic 
mould. Many brave hearts won fame 
and local glory by jumping for the 
bridle of a galloping horse and after 
being dragged for yards stopping the 
frightened animals. Their heroism 
frequently saved lives and occasion- 
ally cost them their own lives. Chief 
of Police Burke while stationed at 
Nonantum Square, as t he day pa- 
trolman, once leaped at the bridle 
of the nigh horse on a runaway 
and was dragged for 40 yards until 
the horses and he crashed through the 
window of Julius Jacobson’s barber 
shop which was located where the 
postofilce now is. Fortunately lie es- 
caped with slight injuries. 

So many persons were injured by 
“runaways” and so many more per- 
sons who drove horses had their 
nerves ruined, that some extremists 
demanded that a scout with a red flag 
proceed each car to warn drivers of 
steeds. This method had to be used 
when a steam roller was operated on 
a public highway and it was argued 
that the need was equally pressing in 
the case of electric cars. But. as no 
Clarence DeMars or Joie Rays were 
around in those days, this method was 
not placed in operation. 

After a number of persons had been 
killed by getting in the way of the 
“electrics," a law was enacted after 
bitter debate compelling life saving 
fenders to he placed at the front of 
each car. Some of these fenders 
proved successful; more of them did 
not. 

Tin* “tough kids” of the 90s derived 
much fun by teasing t lie conductors of 
street* cars. The kids would steal 
rides by jumping on the running 
boards of open cars or standing on 
tlie fenders at t lie rear of closed cars. 
Pulling off trolley ropes was another 
diversion of had hoys. Some real 
"hard boiled" youngsters conceived 
He- id< a of boarding an eleotrio car, 
sitting in a rear seat while the con- 
ductor collected fares up forward — 
and as lie approached them, they 
would make a liasty exit and give the 
harassed conductor the “merry ha-ha.” 
Tills little game was stopped when 
conductors started to collect faros be- 
ginning at the rear of the car. 

The Newton & Waltham street rail- 
way. observing popularity of its cars 
in tin* warm weather, started to co- 
operate in tlie operation of a trolley 
resort at Forest Grove on the batiks 
of the Charles River at tlie boundary 
of Newton and Waltham. Later more 
pretentious parks were started at 
Echo Bridge on tlie Needham sido of 
Hie river, at Norumbega and at Lex- 
ington Not only were picnics held 
at these places, hut special cars would 
la- hired to carry organizations on 
"trolley rides” over the many miles 
of rails of tin* Newton & Walt ham, 
Lexington K- Boston and other adjoin- 
ing lines. The cars would bo decor- 
ated and tlie cheering and singing 
trolley riders would Imvo a truly won- 
derful time. 

In tiie 90s If a boy or girl was given, 
or earned, a dime or a quarter, lie or 
she would not spend It for a ticket 
lo tlie “movies." There were no 
"movies’’ in those gay days. In those 
times when a youngster became tho 
owner of a small amount of silver 
coin it was more than probable that 
such a fortunate young person would 
take an excursion on tlie trolley cars.

one small "kid” who spent almost 
every dime lie obtained possession of 
in travelling about adjoining cities 
and towns in electric cars. The first 
unaccompanied trip this “kid” took 
was from Newton to Waltham and re- 
turn. As the car approached his home 
in Newton he informed "Bill” Cos- 
grove, who was the motorman, to slow 
down at the stop near Clmnning street. 
•Bill” shut off the power and was ap- 
plying the brakes, when the youthful 
passenger, emulating hig fellows, in- 
formed “Bill” that he need not bring 
tlie car to a full stop, and made a leap 
off the step of the platform. Unfor- 
tunately the "daring one” was not hep 
to the technique of alighting from cars 
in motion and he jumped at right 
angles to the step, landed on both 
feet — and turned a somersault.

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

The slaughter of humans by auto- 
mobiles grows apace. Last week 23 
persons were killed in Massachusetts 
by automobile accidents. The pre- 
ceding week 23 persons were killed 
in Massachusetts by motor vehicles. 
Were so many persons killed in an 
explosion, a fire, a ship wreck, or 
from any other cause than automobile 
Accidents, the papers would devote 
columns and columns of space in 
recording the casualties. But. so com- 
mon have fatal automobile accidents 
become that they seem to be ac- 
cepted as inconsequential. They may 
be to the general public, but they 
are not to t he unfortunate victims or 
to their families. And. with the con- 
stantly increasing number of deaths 
from such accidents, it inevitably fol- 
lows that the number of families who 
will suffer great grief from this cause, 
will also proportionately increase. 

tt is reasonable to suppose t hat the 
death list caused by automobile acci- 
dents will continue to grow appre- 
ciably. More and more cars are be- 
ing operated on our streets. Cars 
are being manufactured to travel fas 
ter. Even the least expensive cars 
can travel over 60 miles an hour to- 
day. Next year the highways will 
be filled with these small, inexpensive, 
high speed cars, many of them oper- 
ated by young, reckless drivers. Just 
how far the carnage will be permit- 
ted to increase before drastic action 
is taken to preserve human lives — will 
largely depend on the influence and 
energy of some of those who will lose 
someone near and dear to them in an 
automobile accident. It is significant 
that the greater percentage of those 
killed are pedestrians, and most pedes- 
trian victims are either elderly per- 
sons or young children: elderly per- 
sons whose faculties are dimmed— or 
young children who have not reached, 
the age where they may exercise 
proper judgment. 

It is undeniable that frequently it 
is the pedestrian and not the autoist 
who is to blame for accidents occur 
ing. It is also undeniable that many 
accidents are caused by speeding, care- 
less or stupid nutoists. In such cases, 
rarely do those culpable receive proper 
punishment. Even those dastards who 
sneak away, leaving their victims dy- 
ing on the street, escape even short 
jail sentences. Why do offenders 
against the automobile laws escape 
punishment? it has become the usual' 
thing if an offending autoist is an ! 
prehended by a policeman, for rh * eul 
prit to get in touch as soon as pos 
sihle with some friend or ai iuaini.t r- 
who will in turn try to reach some 
hody who has influence in tin* city or 
town where the offence was commit- 
ted. Then, tlu* person with the “drag" 
will see, or telephone some police 
official, or the policeman who ap- 
prehended the offender, and the police 
man will he asked, or ordered to “ln> 
off” ami not ask for a summons. Or. 
if the summons has been issued, it lias 


not been an unknown thing in some 
cities or towns for the complaining 
policeman to make his testimony so 
unconvincing that the offending auto 
ist is found not guilty for lack of 
sufficient evidence. The ranking offi- 
• 

ment have very properly refrained 
from co-ercing their subordinates into 
“laying off" drunken drivers, speeders 
and other menaces. But. in Newton, 
as in other places it has become com- 
mon for policemen to be requested 
and urged to fail to ask for sum- 
monses after they have apprehended 
autoist s violating the laws. 

If John Smith is detected driving 
recklessly by a policeman, and he has 
no friend to “fix" matters for him. 
he is summoned into court, and if 
found guilty, fined, if James Brown 
is caught driving recklessly, why 
should he escape punishment just be- 
cause he may have some friend or ac- 
quaintance who has “pull” enough to 
“fix" matters so that Brown will not 
be brought into court? This parody 
on justice has become altogether too 
common. Making flesh of some and 
fish of others is producing growing 
contempt for law enforcement and 
causing police departments to be los 
efficient. Some cities have overcome 
to a large degree the evil of "fixing" 
automobile cases by establishing spe- 
cial courts which try such eases a 
few hours after the offender is de- 
tected. It is impracticable for smal 
lor cities to estabiisli special courts, 
but police officials in any city can iu 
sist that their subordinates apply for 
summonses without undue delay. The 
practice of waiting a few days bef *r- 
asking for a summons affords oppor 
tunitv for influence to be used on 
tin* policemen who have caught of- 
fenders. 

A "speeder.” a reckless driver, a 
drunken driver may be a prince of 
"good fellow." but a person killed or 
maimed by him will be just as dead 
or just as badly injured as though 
the motor car had been operated bv 
some "onery critter.” There is evi 
dentil but one way to keep auto- 
mobile fatalities front increasing. En- 
force the law impartially. Cut out I 
fixing. The writer has been ae- 
V U f, e< L of bein & ,Kml hearted, hard ! 
boiled and otherwise lacking in svnt- 
patliy. He has been told. "If you ever 
get caught violating tin* automobile : 
laws, you will hasten to -fix' things 
so that vo n will escape being brought 


| into court." Despite all this we 
reiterate that “unless the law is en- 
forced without favor, automobile ac- 
j cidents will continue to increase in 
number."

Street Commis- 
sioner Stuart is satisfied that the Co- 
lumbia lights are reliable and that 
parts for them can easily be obtained 
and installed. Chief of Police Burke 
asserts that accidents have almost 
been unknown at points where the 
Columbia lights have been placed;

The difference in the cost 
of the two makes of signals means 
that either the city must appropriate 
more money or that fewer dangerous 
street intersections can be safe- 
guarded if the more expensive type 
of signals is used.

Marl- 
boro and the cities and towns in that 
vicinity; and Minute Man Council, 
which is our neighbor, comprising 
Waltham, Wellesley, Concord and Wa- 
tertown. In the contests Algonquin 
came second with 24 points and Min- 
ute Man third witli 19 points. 

Meet Started to Improve Inter- 
Council Spirit 

The move towards this tri-Council 
meet was started by Norumlmgn Coun- 
cil early last winter, with the idea in 
mind of improving inter-Council spir- 
it and bringing together Scouts and 
officers of tills territory to develop a 
wider Scout Spirit. Many Councils 
were invited, but plans for summer 
camp and the like prevented more par- 
ticipants. It is planned to have an- 
other like rally next year and it is 
hoped that there will be more en- 
trants. 

Teams Arrived Equipped and Well 
Prepared 

About 2:45 o’clock teams from Al- 
gonquin Council began to arrive under 
Scout Executive Ralph Whitman and 
about the same time the Scouts and 
officers from Minute Man, under As- 
sistant Scout Executive Dudley, son 
of the Mr. Dudley who was some years 
ago Scout Master of Troop 1.

Judges staff was composed of two 
men from each Council: from Norum- 
bega Deputy Commissioner Bartram 
and Assistant Scout Master George H. 
Crosbie, of Troop 5, a veteran Scout 
leader, were chosen. The judges unan- 
imously elected Deputy Bartram as 
Chief Judge. 

At 3:10, the first event, Knot-Tying, 
was run off. the starting shot having 
been given by Mr. James R. Warren, 
of Norumbega, who acted as starter 
and recorder for the meet. Tills 
event vjas won by Minute Man Coun- 
cil. with Norumbega second, repre- 
sented by the team from Troop 7, 
West Newton, which won first place in 
Norumbega’s Rally. 

The next event. Walter Boiling, was 
taken by Algonquin: although Norum- 
bega’s team came in first by a big 
lead, they forgot to chop down the 
stake as required. This disqualified 
tiie team, though they did an excellent 
job and a quick one. 

Norumbega Wins 5 Firsts; 2 Seconds 

Tent pitching was won by Norum- 
bega’s team, from Troop 15, Auburn- 
dale, with a bandy lead. Morse Sig- 
nalling was won readily by the team 
from Troop 4, Newton Highlands. 
Friction Fire was won by Scout War- 
ren Dillaway, Troop 4, Newton High- 
lands. Tlie First Aid contest, judged 
by Mr. McCurdy, of tlie New Eng- 
land Tel. and Tel. Company, was won 
by tlie team from Troop 11. Newton. 

The Relay Race was won by Norum- 
bega’s picked-up team, with Eagle 
Scout Evan Collins, of Troop 4, New- 
ton Highlands, as Captain. The sec- 
ond place in the bugling contest was 
taken by Scout Kenneth Warren, of 
Troop 4. Newton Highlands. 

3est of Spirit in the Whole Affair 

The whole list of events was hotly 
contested every step of tlie way, but 
the whole spirit was splendid. At 
the close of tlie meet. Scouts from the 
three Councils present gathered to- 
gether and gave rousing and enthu- 
isastic cheers for one another. After 
a general hand-shaking and spontan- 
eous agreement that the inter-Council 
meet plan should lie continued, tlie 
Scouts and officers dispersed and Claf- 
lin Field lay deserted of Scouts till 
the next Council afrair there. 

Strong Summer Program for Newton 
Scouts 

While many of the Scouts in Newton 
go away for tlie summer months, to 
Scout private and home camps, yet 
there are many left around tlie city. 
The Troops and Council have felt that 
everything possible should be done to 
carry on their interest during those 
months and to keep up Scout activi- 
ties. 

To that end Deputy Commissioner 
Bartram has stated, with tlie approval 
of Commissioner Woodbridge, that tlie 
Board of Scout Examinations will 
meet on June 27th, July 25tli, August 
22nd and September 12th. These meet- 
ings will probably lie held at the New- 
ton Centre Women’s Club. This will 
make it possible for Scouts who wish 
to keep up their preparation in Scout- 
ing and to pass off their tests. 

In addition. Deputy Commissioner 
Varney states that the work of tlie 
Board of Merit Badge Examiners will 
continue so that Scouts may specialize 
on Merit Badges during the summer 
and advance towards Eagle Scouts.

Commander Pray, Cruising Officer 
of tin* Seascout Division, lias an- 
nounced that there will be cruising in 
tlie Cutter "Noninihega 1” which was 
recently launched and in which the 
two masts have been stepped.

Plan To Enlarge 
Swedish Home For 
Aged This Summer 


The Swedish Home for Aged People 
at the corner of Waltham and Crafts 
streets. West Newton, is to he en- 
larged this summer and the corner 
stone will he laid with appropriate 
ceremonies on Saturday. June 23rd. 

The new building will be annexed 
to the old home in a way to preserve 
the architectural lines. It will be two 
stories high. 50 by 34 feet, ornamental 
in design, and arranged with the spe- 
cial thought of making it homelike 
and comfortable for old people. The 
first floor will have a large reception 
room, or auditorium, which may he 
used for public assemblies, as It is 
the custom of the Swedish Charitable 
Society to arrange special gatherings 
that may serve to keep the residents 
of the home In contact with the out 
side world and to continue to make 
new friends and acquaintances. There 
will he two ward rooms on the first 
floor for use in case of sickness, four 
chambers and n medicine room. The 
second floor is reserved mainly for 
single bed-rooms. 

It is only about ten years since the 
society bought the big estnte at the 
corner of Waltham and •’rafts streets 
and arranged the mansion into a home 
for old people, assuming that It would 
he adequate for many years. But it 
filled in a short time, and there is a 
waiting list of applicants for which 
the Charitable Society deemed it nec- 
essary to make provisions without 
further delay, and it will he prepared 
this summer to accommodate several 
more couples and individuals. A 
nominal fee is charged on admission 
to the home, but this is waived where 
circumstances require it, and the Char 
itable Society is seeking to establish 
an adequate maintenance fund. 

This is the home that was founded 
by Prince William of Sweden. The 
first fund for it was raised at the 
time of Prince Willinm’s first visit to 
Boston in 1907. and the home has since 
been visited and aided by CrownPrince 
Gustavus Adolphus and the crown 
princess of Sweden. The construction 
of the addition to the home comes un- 
der the direction of G. Adolph E. 
Wessman, president of the Swedish 
Charitable Society, and Eric Norling, 
who is its secretary and Boston man- 
ager of the Swedish American Line. 

The cornerstone ceremonies will in 
elude a midsummer celebration in 
which several thousand Swedish peo- 
ple are expected to participate. They 
will have a lawn party on the spacious 
grounds, and booths for country fair 
features such as a barn show, Chinese 
den. fortune telling, sale of fancy 
work, etc. Elias B. Forslind of Ev- 
erett is the general chairman of the 
day and August Johnson of Belmont 
is the general manager of the booths.

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Aldermen Refuse To Reconsider 

Vote Reappointing Chief Burke 

Motion to Limit Debate Thwarts Rumor of Filibuster at Special 
Meeting Called by Mayor Childs 

The Board of Aldermen, at the apo- 
dal meeting called last Friday night 
hy order of Mayor Childs, voted unani- 
mously against reconsidering the vote 
passed on the preceding Wednesday 
night whereby the Board hy a vote of 
1(5 to 2 acted favorably on retaining In 
office for another year Chief of Police 
Bernard Bnrke. Chief Bnrke reached 
the age of 65 on June 22, 1020, and ac- 
cording to the law by which he held 
office under Civil Service, was entitled 
to retirement on a pension at that time 
should he so desire. The law also 
provides that the chief (as well as the 
Fire Department chief of Newton) may 
be reappointed each year until he 
reaches the age of 70. The recom- 
mendation for his appointment comes 
from the Mayor and is confirmed, or 
rejected, by the Board of Aldermen. 

In June of 1926 Alderman Heathcote 
of Ward 4 moved suspension of the 
rules at a meeting of the Aldermen 
to permit action on the re-appoint- 
ment of Chief Burke after he would 
have attained the age of 65. At that 
time Mr. Heathcote eulogized the Chief 
and the Newton police department. 

When, in June of last year, Mayor 
Childs again submitted the name of 
Chief Burke for re-appointment for 
another year, Aldermen Heathcote and 
Hodgdon strongly opposed confirma- 
tion by the aldermen. At that time 
the Ward 4 alderman raised the point 
that, according to the provisions of the 
act for re-appointment the request for 
such action must come from the Chief 
and not from the Mayor. City Solici- 
tor Bartlett ruled that the point raised 
by the alderman was correct, where- 
upon Chief Burke was hurriedly sent 
for and complied with the require- 
ment. When the vote was taken in 
June, 1927, at the meeting referred to, 
but two aldermen, Gallagher and 
Heathcote, were recorded in opposi- 
tion. Alderman Hodgdon voting in the 
affirmative, presented the following 
day to the City Clerk a notice of his 
intention to move for reconsideration. 

When this motion was made at the 
following meeting it was easily de- 
feated — only Aldermen Gallagher, 

Heathcote and Hodgdon supporting it. 

At that time the opponents of Chief 
Burke in the Board threatened to take 
the matter to court on the contention 
that because of the alleged irregular- 
ity in the re-appointment of the Chief 
in 1926 he had not been holding his

office legally and therefore was not 
eligible for re-appointment in 1927. 
This threat was not carried out. 

Again, this year, at the meeting 
held on June 1. a request from Chief 
Burke for re-appointment for another 
year, was submitted by Mayor Childs. 
Alderman Collins’ request vote on tills 
matter was postponed until June 20. 
On June 20 Alderman Heathcote again 
opposed favorable action by the aider- 
men. He argued that the chief was In- 
competent and the police force of New- 
ton inefficient. Alderman Gallagher 
condemned the continuance in office 
of the chief beyond the age of 65 when 
such action deprived the other officers 
of the Police Department of an oppor- 
tunity for advancement. Alderman 
Gallagher also argued that the reten- 
tion of the chief in office was but part 
of plot to groom another official of 
the police department to succeed Chief 
Burke. When the vote was taken on 
the matter of the request for re-ap- 
pointment. as stated before, only Al- 
! dermen Gallagher and Heathcote voted 
“No.” 

Just before the office of City Clerk 
Grant closed on Thursday, June 21, 
Alderman Heathcote appeared and 
filed a notice, signed by Alderman 
Noone of Ward 4, giving the informa- 
tion that the latter would move for a 
reconsideration of the vote to con- 
firm Chief Burke. At the meeting on 
June 20, the Alderman had voted to 
hold the next regular meeting on July 
23. According to the strategy of Chief 
Burke’s opponents, the vote taken hy 
the Aldermen on June 20, was not in 
effect until the motion to reconsider 
had been acted upon. Inasmuch as the 
Chief’s birthday is on June 22 and his 
tenure of office automatically expires 
on that day unless he is reappointed, 
ho would, so his opponents apparently 
believed, have lost hold on the office 
if action on the motion to reconsider 
vould have been deferred until July 23. 

As soon as he received the notice 
on June 21 from Alderman Heathcote, 
City Clerk Grant got in touch with 
Mayor Childs and that gentleman im- 
mediately ordered a special meeting 
to be held on the next night, Friday, 
June 22. Notices of this special meet- 
ing were despatched to the homes of 
the aldermen and the next evening 
15 of them were present in the alder- 
manic chamber when President Weeks 
called the special meeting to order to 
act on Alderman Noone’s motion to re- 
consider. 

During last Frida, it was rumored 
about the city that “the opponents of 
Chief Burke in the Board of Aider- 
men intended to conduct a filibuster 
until after midnight.” Because of this 
rumor as soon as President Weeks 
opened the meeting and its purpose 
was announced, under suspension of 
the rules a motion was made by Aider- 
man Collins and seconded by Aider- 
man Powers that “debate on the mo- 
tion to reconsider be limited to 15 
minutes by any member of the Board.” 
Just after President Weeks put this 
motion, Alderman Gallagher entered 
the chamber and started to question 
the motion. He was informed by 
President Weeks, “A motion ‘to limit

School Committee Encounters 

Parental Objections To Transfer 

Votes to Grant Option of Attendance at Bigelow, Underwood 
or Stearns Schools for Present 


Last week a number of children who 
have been attending the Underwood 
School on Vernon street, Newton, were 
notified that next September they must 
go to the Stearns School on J asset 
street. Nonantum. The children so 
notified reside In that part of Precinct 
2, Ward 1. bounded by Jewett. Pearl 
and Boyd streets and Jackson road. 
Ever since the Bigelow and Underwood 
schools were built, children who re- 
sided in this territory have gone to 
these schools — and to the Lincoln 
School on Thornton street. 

So, when the notice was issued re- 
garding the proposed transfer, the 
parents of the children, many of whom 
had themselves attended the Under- 
wood and Bigelow schools, became in- 
dignant and started to protest. As a 
result, a delegation of parents of the 
children affected proceeded on Mon- 
day night to the meeting room of the 
School Committee in the Technical 
High School building at Newtonvllle 
to register their protests against the 
proposed change. Aldermen Earle and 
Powers also were present to voice 
their objections to the change being 
put into force. 

Among the arguments offered against 
the children being compelled to change 
from the Underwood and Bigelow 
schools to the Stearns School was that 
for 60 years, or more, all public school 
pupils in the primary and grammar 
grades, who resided in Precinct 2 of 
Ward 1, attended either the Under- 
wood. Bigelow or Lincoln schools. 
When the Stearns School was erected 
about 25 years ago. the then School 
Committee decided to transfer certain 
streets from the Bigelow district to 
the Stearns district. The streets so 
affected were Pearl street (both sides i 
from Jewett street to Jackson road. 
Gardner aud Boyd streets — west of 
Jewett street. Fayette street and Pond 
avenue. Waban park, though nearer 
to the Stearns School than some of 
the streets named, was not included. 
Because of the vigorous objections 
raised at that time, including the ob- 
jection that "class distinction was be- 
ing attempted.” the change was not 
put into effect and since that time the 
children from the district in question 
have continued to go to the Underwood 
and Bigelow schools. Not until the 
notices were given last week was any 
further attempt made to have the 
children in this portion of Precinct 2 
of Ward 1 go to the Stearns School. 

Mr. Powers told the School Commit- 
tee and Superintendent of Schools 
Wheeler that it did not seem logical 
to transfer children from the Under- 
wood School, which has ample room, 
to the Stearns School, which is so 
crowded that within a few weeks it 
was deemed necessary to take land 
on Nevada street. Newtonville. for a 
new school which will relieve the con- 
gestion in the Stearns and Horace 
Mann school districts. He argued that 


not only have the children who were 
given notices of the proposed transfer, 
but their parents, and in some in- 
stances their grandparents have gone 
to the Underwood and Bigelow schools, 
and it has always been understood 
that children in Precinct 2 of Ward 1 
were to attend the Newton Corner 
schools. He suggested that the streets 
in this precinct, specified as being in 
the Stearns district, although children 
residing on them never went to the 
Stearns School, be designated as in 
the Bigelow-Underwood district. Al- 
derman Earle also spoke in opposition 
to the proposed change. 

Chairman Hutchinson of the School 
Committee suggested that those of the 
delegation present might, wish to be 
heard. Among those who voiced their 
objections were Mrs. Charles Dunne, 
Mrs. Thomas FitzGerald. Mrs. Edward 
Leavitt, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Morgan, 
Mrs. James Lowell and Mr. George 
Walsh of Pearl street, Mrs. Antonette 
Benes, Mrs Bessie McDonald and Mrs. 
Golden of Gardner street, and Mrs. 
Curtin of Pond avenue. 

Some of the parents asserted that 
if the change would be put into ef- 
fect. they would move onto streets 
where their children would have to be 
allowed to continue as pupils in the 
Underwood and Bigelow schools. 
They contended that there is no good 
reason for the proposed transfer. 

Supt. of Schools Wheeler explained 
that it had been his intention to place 
the matter of the proposed change be- 
fore the School Committee that eve- 
ning before any definite decision 
would be made on the matter. He 
remarked that when the parents of 
the children affected went to the Big- 
elow School from the streets of the 
neighborhood in question, there was 
no Stearns School, so conditions were 
different. He stated that it will not 
be practicable to place all of Precinct 
2 of Ward 1 in the Bigelow-Underwood 
district because when the new school 
will have been built on the Nevada 
street site, it may be necessary to 
transfer some children from the dis- 
trict in question from the Underwood 
School to the Stearns unless a new 
primary school will be built in the 
intervening territory to supplant the 
Lincoln and Eliot schools. He said 
that it might not be necessary to 
make the change this coming year. 

Mr. Powers informed Mr. Wheeler 
that before the Stearns School was 
built, the grammar school grades for 
the Nonantum precinct of Ward 1 
were in the Eliot School, which is 
nearer to the streets where the chil- 
dren affected by the proposed trans- 
fer reside, but despite this fact the 
children who then resided on these 
streets went to the Bigelow and not 
to the Eliot School Mr. Fred Mor- 
gan. Jr . spoke against the transfer 
and asserted that provision would 
have to be made for the 15 or 20 chil-

Pescosolido’s Bail 

| Set at $100,000 


In t ho Superior Court at Cambridge 
last Friday Asst. District Attorney 
Volpo of Middlesex County asked that 
bail for Amato PescOBolldo, Nonantum 
banker, be placed at $100,000. Volpe 
claimed that the deficits found in 
Peacosolido’s accounts will equal this 
amount. Volpe characterized tlie for- 
mer banker's business transactions as 
"the biggest steal in the history of 
Middlesex County.” lie asserted that 
Pescosolldo took money from Italians 
of the working class who supposed it 
was being deposited in ids bank, and 
by keeping a separate set of hooks, 
perverted tlie money to other purposes, 
making no record of it on tlie regular 
set of bank books. Attorney John H. 
O’Neil protested agninst the trial be- 
$10,000, calling attention to the fact 
that Pescosolldo had voluntarily sur- 
rendered, that much of the missing 
money can he recovered through as- 
sets which Pescosolldo can liquidate, 
and that by allowing tlie defendant to 
have his freedom, ho can assist in 
straightening out his financial diffi- 
culties. Volpe asserted that O’Neil’s 
request was ridiculous and he con- 
tended that tlio only assets the bank 
examiners have been able to discover 
are — a mortgaged gravel pit owned in 
part by tlie defendant, and a surety 
bond; both totalling about $40,000. 
Judge Dubuque fixed the hail at $100,- 
000, as asked by Volpe. 

District Attorney Bushnell then 
asked that trial be held this week, 
stating that "justice is more efficient 
when it is administered promptly,” and 
that the prosecution would be ready 
to go on trial Tuesday. Attorney 
O’Neil protested against tlie trial be- 
ing held so soon and demanded more 
time to prepare a defence. Judge 
Dubuque agreed with him and ordered 
the trial to be held at next Septem- 
ber’s session of the Superior Court. 

The Middlesex Grand Jury in spe- 
cial session returned 11 indictments 
against Pescosolldo. These include — 
larceny of $3500 front the Nonantum 
Investment Company, of which the 
banker was treasurer; it being al- 
leged that he gave the company’s 
note for that amount and used the 
money personally; $5000 larceny from 
tlie Columbus Realty Corporation of 
which he was treasurer, the allega- 
tion being that, he collected rents and 
kept the money; larceny of $25,000 
from the Columbus Realty Corpora- 
tion. hnsed on the charge that the de- 
fendant had borrowed that amount on 
250 shares of stock by pledging it as 
collateral for a loan from a bank;

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

It was Acting Spenker Arthur W. 

Hollis last Monday. The Newton Rep- 
resentative was invited by Speaker 
Hull to preside nt the formnl session 
which convened at 2 p. m. and 
promptly adjourned until the follow- 
ing Thursday afternoon. 

A large number of nomination pa- 
pers are in circulation among aspi- 
rants for the public office. Many of 
the present members of the Legisla- 
ture are hopeful of being returned. 

One of the most interesting of the Sen- 
atorial contests is that between Sen- 
ator Samuel H. Wragg of Needham, 
who seeks re-election from the Mid- 
dlesex-Norfolk Senatorial district and 
Representative George W. James of 
Norwood. Representative James was 
chairman of the special committee 
which investigated the official .con- 
duct of Atty. Gen. Arthur K. Rending 
and recommended his impeachment. 

Senator Wragg is an able legislator 
and extremely popular. It will be a 
great surprise if Representative 
James polls nny considerable vote 
against him. There does not seem to 
be the least likelihood that James can 
defeat Senator Wragg. 

Candidates for nominations in the 
primaries have until August 10 at 5 
p. m. for filing nomination papers for 
certification of names with Registrars 
of Voters and Election Commission- 
ers. August 14 at 5 p. m. will be last 
day for filing nomination papers with 
the Secretary of State and August 17 
at 5 p. m. the last day for filing 
withdrawals. The State primaries 
will take place Tuesday, Sept. IS. 

There has been only one public 
hearing before a legislative committee 
this week— the hill to give Jewish 
cantors authority to perform mar- 
riages. Senator Simoneau of this dis- 
trict presided and was largely instru- 
mental in framing the bill which the 
committee reported. 

Many Newton people remember 
pleasantly Deputy Secretary of State 
Herbert H. Boynton who has reached 
the retirement age and who has con- 
cluded the performance of his duties 
here after fifty-two years of service. 

This week proposed legislation for 
the future of the Boston Elevated 
Street Railway has received most of 
the attention of the legislators. 

Whether the General Court will pass 
the hill recommended by the special 
committee created as a result of Gov- 
ernor Fuller’s demand for some sort 
of action remains to be seen.

two of the General Laws as amended, 
and it be further

called in said act the ‘Department,’ an 
attested copy of this resolution as the 
determination of the City Council of 
the City of Newton in accordance with 
Section Twelve of Chapter Three hun- 
dred nine of the Acts of Nineteen hun- 
dred twenty-seven.” 

Chairman Baker of the Claims and 
Rules Committee explained that 15 
foremen, sub-foremen and inspectors 
will he affected by this resolution. 
Of this number 5 men are under sal- 
aries and the others receive per-diem 
wages. Heretofore, these 15 men, al- 
though some of them were engaged in 
duties somewhat hazardous, were not 
entitled to receive Workmen’s Com- 
pensation should they become injured 
in the performance of their duties.

DEATH OF MR. SCHRAFFT 


Mr. George Frederick Schrafft, one 
of the best known business men of 
Boston, died last Friday at his home 
on Centre street, Newton, after a brief 
illness with pneumonia. 

Mr. Schrafft was born In Boston 
Sept. 13, 1870, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
William F. Schrafft, both of whom 
were natives of Germany. 

Leaving school at 16, he entered the 
employ of his father, who, In 1860, 
had started a candy business at 11 
Elm street, Boston. In 1897 he was ad- 
mitted to partnership. The business 
grew steadily and on its incorporation 
10 years later lie was elected treas- 
urer. 

In 1906, he, his brother, William E. 
Schrafft, and Frank Shattuck founded 
the Frank G. Shattuck Company, 
which operates a chain of candy shops 
and tea rooms known as The Schraflfts’ 
Stores, of which there are four in 
Boston, 27 in New York city and one 
in Syracuse. He also was treasurer 
of this company from its formation 
until the time of his death. 

He has for many years been a direc- 
tor of the United States Trust Com- 
pany and the Newton Trust Company. 
Among the clubs of which he was a 
member are the Boston Athletic As- 
sociation, the rBae-Burn Country Club 
and the Boston City Club. 

He was active in the Manufacturing 
Confectioners’ Association of the 
United States, served for several 
years as a director and member of the 
executive board and at the last an- 
nual meeting was elected vice pres- 
ident. 

In October, 1908, lie married Miss 
Bertha L. Brown, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. William H. Brown of Medford. 
Soon after, lie purchased the Denni- 
son home on Kirkstall road, Newton- 
ville, where he and his family lived 
until the completion of their home at 
S85 Center street, about two years ago. 

Besides his widow he leaves four 
children, Katherine, Elizabeth, George

When is the American government 
and the 48 little governments within 
its fold going to bogin to do some- 
thing for aviation beside pinning 
medals on the manly or maidenly 
breasts of trans oceanic fliers? There 
is a question which is in the mind of 
every progressive person in tho coun- 
try. 

Is it enough for our great nation 
merely to sit by and condone heroic 
attempts to place commercial avia- 
tion on a substantial basis or should 
Uncle Sam and his nephews dig down 
into the stocking and help out a bit? 
Here wo have a coterie of enterprising 
young fliers hustling around in an 
effort to earn their groceries by any 
means available. They havo no 
money, IndifTerent, even grasping hack- 
ing, and hardly even a genuine lift 
over the rough spots. If business is 
poor In the air-taxi business, as it 
lias been this 'spring, they are at a 
loss as to a means of keeping going. 
If they smash up their plane they are 
forced out of business unless they 
are willing to accept employment with 
some large corporation. 

Airplane passenger business in this 
land is not so good. There have been 
and still are, attempts to establish 
regular air bus lines between impor- 
tant points, but they are not endowed 
with startling success. It Is an up- 
hill fight even to keep them going. 
And why? The fares are too high. 
That is, they are too high to permit 
the average person to take advantage 
of the multitudinous advantages of 
air travel, its speed, comfort and com- 
parative safety. But. at the same 
time, there is no profiteering in air- 
plane taxi service. The prices are 
high because the expenses are great, 
sometimes so great that a Jong dis- 
tance run is operated at a loss des- 
pite the fact that the fare seems pro- 
hibitive. How can commercial air 
service get anywhere under those con- 
ditions? Long distance trips are too 
expensive for any but the rich and 
any pilot will tell you that “siglit- 
seein’ trips don’t get aviation no- 
where.” 

In the meantime tho air passenger 
business on the other side of the At- 
lantic is making stupendous strides 


ahead, fare are low and regular serv- 
ice schedules nro maintained between 
the larger cities and countries. 

Why is America, the birthplace of 
aviation, so far behind and what is 
the remedy? The reason is ohvlotiHly 
lack of co-operation between enter- 
prises and government. In nearly all 
instances air service organizations in 
Europe are subsidized by their coun- 
tries. The governments see far 
enough ahead to realize that it is good 
policy to pay a part of the expenses 
of the flying taxi companies, that in 
the days which are sure to come, 
when expenses are reduced, they may 
reap a share of the profits. That is 
sound business and the result of logi- 
cal thinking and clear advice. 

When will America and its States 
awake to the opportunity and give 
the baby Industry of the age a chance 
to grow up?

Very little 1ms appeared in the daily 
news about the State Public Bequest 
Fund created by this year’s General 
Court. Students of economics and 
even those who pay little attention to 
such things know that for years the 
subject of old age pensions lias been 
brought before the Legislature regu- 
larly every session and has been as 
regularly rejected. Once in a while a 
bill providing for such a system might 
pass one branch only to be killed by 
the other. Further than that noth- 
ing has ever come of it. 

In a general way we know that old 
age pensions means providing for the 
the care of aged and dependent men 
and women in the latter years, of 
their lives. There have been advo- 
cates, only a few to he sure, who 
have never faltered in their attempt 
to persuade the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts that it should adopt the idea. 
After more than a quarter-of-a-cen- 
tury of struggling something has at 
last come of their efforts. For that 
reason I believe that the readers of 
this column will find it of interest. 

There has been created a Public Be- 1 
quest Commission and there lias been 
established a Public Bequest Fund. 
The commission is to consist of the 
State Treasurer, Secretary of State 
and the Commissioner of State Aid 
and Pensions. These officials will re- 
ceive no extra compensation but will , 
he called upon to perform the addi- , 
tional labor involved along with their ; | 
regular duties. They are permitted, 
under the act as passed and signed f 
by the Governor, to employ assistants 
and fix their salaries. 

The fund which the commission is 
to administer is to he in the cus- 
tody of the State Treasurer. The 
fund, however, cannot he made avail- 
able until it has reached the sum of 
$500,000. It is to he made up of 
money that comes from estates of 
those who leave no heirs or kindred, 
unclaimed hank deposits and similar 
sources. Furthermore, citizens may 
contribute to the fund and may be- 
queath such sums as they wish. 

When the fund is finally accumu- 
lated the income from it may be dis- 
tributed “to such worthy citizens of 
the Commonwealth, as, in the opin- 
ion of the commission, by reason of 
old age and need, are entitled there- 
to.” It is made clear that no man 
under 65 and no woman under 60 
"shall be deemed entitled to assistance 
from such fund.”

Having read quite a few announce- 
ments of political candidates I think 
I am now beginning to learn some- 
thing of the science of throwing one’s 
hat in the ring. These are the days 
when such lid-tossing is at its height. 
This is to be a Presidential year. The 
professional politician will tell you 
that with much the same show of 
satisfaction a farmer reveals when 
he points to his field and garden and 
says, “This is a year of bumper 
crops!” 

One reason why the “pols" smile on 
a Presidential year is that they look 
for a sweep for their party. They 
may call it a “clean sweep,” though 
often that is abusing the phrase. In 
other words, a big vote is expected 
and a popular candidate at the head 
of the ticket may carry many a lit- 
tle fellow along with him for no other 
reason than both wear the same politi- 
cal designation. It is a stroke of good 
business with which no practical man 
can reasonably find fault. 

Furthermore, there is a philosophy 
in it. I wouldn’t make bold to say 
that I have discovered anything new 
hut still I feel that the modus oper- 
and! may well be put down in detail 
for the benefit of beginners. 

From the zealous press agent, who 
sees it is not too roughly forced on 
the attention of political writers, 
comes the news that “Mr. G. O. Getter 
is being urged by his friends to be 
a candidate for the office of Super- 
visor of Subways.” The candidate and 
his publicity expert bide their time, 
whatever one does when one hides 
one’s time. Then comes another an- 
nouncement that "Mr. G. O. Getter is 
considering tho matter of running for 
the office of Supervisor of Subways.” 

That is allowed for this to sink in 
and then a third piece of “news" is 
passed to the papers to the effect 
that “Mr. G. O. Getter, after consider- 
ing the matter of running for the office 
of Supervisor of Subways, told the 
reporter that he was in the hands of 
his friends and will make known his 
decision later." 

No doubt tho public is all impatience 
for the issue of the papers that toll 
what Mr. G. O. Getter has decided. 
Tliero isn’t a very long wait for soon 
comes the fateful words that “Mr. G. 
O. Getter lias yielded to popular de 
nmnd and decided to bccomo a candi- 
date, ete., etc.” 

Tills is u more desirable way of 
throwing one’s hat in the ring, first 
because it is modest and secondly be- 
cause the newspaper prints the would- 
be office-holder’s name four times 
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when only once is necessary. Further- 
more, there is no bill for advertis- 
ing since it is “pure news matter." 

If I may once more refer to the great 
political convention at Kansas City — 
this time for the purpose of making 
you laugh if you don’t mind— I should 
like to talk about the noble offict* of 
Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms. It is 
worthy of consideration for it com- 
prises' one of the most ingenious meth- 
ods ever devised for getting inside the 
building people with no legal right 
there. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms himself is an 
important official. He is necessary 
and without him things would be at 
sixes and sevens and more so or less, 

I whichever may he the worse condi- 
tion. Of course he has a corps of as- 
sistants who do a lot of work and 
without whom he would be very much 
embarassed. 

But the ordinary “Assistant Ser- 
geant-at-Arms" is little more than an 
ornament, though he may be a good 
fellow. He is one of those who was 
not elected a delegate, who has no 
business getting in the way but who 
wants to see what is going on.

pared to defend his action. Since a 
republic is the ideal form of govern- 
ment it is essential that we strive in 
every way to preserve our ideal.

ALDERMEN REFUSE TO RECON- 
SIDERATION ON CHIEF BURKE 

(Continued from Page 1) 

in good faith, hut with some ro- 
luctnnee. 

; "The following day I received several 
1 communications by phone and letter, 
(one of which l have In my hand) 
from citizens who objected to the re- 
appointment of Chief Burke. I be- 
lieved the objections of these citizens 
should be investigated, and this 
prompted my action on tho matter of 
reconsideration. 

"Investigation since discloses fact 
that these citizens nre disturbed, — 
one because of failure of Chief to act 
in matter speeding trucks, another be- 
cause of much needed police box on 
Grove street, a third because traffic 
conditions Lexington street anil Com- 
monwealth avenue, another because 
of his failure to apprehend or clear 
up alleged escapade of drunken officer 
which nroused whole neighborhood, 
another due to principal streets be- 
ing completely closed during recent 
Lasell exercises without precautions 
being taken to notify Fire Department 
and so on. 

Now I hold no animosity for Chief 
Burke, and like you gentlemen have 
bail to ask for many things from him. 
Most of* my requests have been 
granted, not nil — because they were 
reasonable. Like many others I am 
however of the opinion that he could 
he much more efficient, hut I do think 
lie is well intentioned. 

"It is very obvious to you that these 
criticisms of the Chief, in view of the 
overwhelming vote for npproval on 
Wednesday, are trivial, and do not 
warrant any change of action nt this 
time. I personally do not care wlmt 
disposition Is made of this motion.” 

Following Alderman Noone’s re- 
marks, Alderman Heathcote took the 
floor. He read an attested copy of a 
letter written on June 15. 1927. by City 
Solicitor Bartlett and addressed to 
City Clerk Grant. The letter was as 
follows: — 

June 15, 1927. 

Mr. Frank M. Grant. 

City Hall. 

West Newton, Massachusetts. 

Dear Mr. Grant: 

You have told me that inquiries made 
at your office led you to believe that 
some member of the Board of Aider- 
men, nt the meeting next Monday 
nighL may question the legality of 
Chief Burke’s present incumbency of 
his office. Mr. White, Comptroller of 
Accounts, telephoned me and told me 
that someone had raised the ques- 
tion on this account of the propriety 
of his approving Chief Burke’s salary. 
I advised Mr. White over the tele- 
phone that I had advised you person- 
ally that there is no question in my 
mind hut that Chief Burke Is the legal 
Incumbent of office he holds and that 
Mr. White was justified in approving 
his salary up to the twenty-second day 
of June, 1927, by which time he will 
either he continued in office by vote 
of the Board or will retire from office 
and go on a pension. As I will not he 
present at the Board Meeting on next 
Monday evening, I am writing my 
views to you, for use of the Board, 
if called for. I am sending a copy to 
Mr. White for his guidance. 

At the Board Meeting of 1920 that 
voted to continue Chief Burke in 
office for another year, I was asked in 
substance the law under which the 
matter came before the Board. I read 
to the Board Section 3 of the Special 
Acts of 1917, Chapter 139, as follows: 

“Section 3. The chief of the police 
department upon reaching the age of 
sixty-five years may, at his request, 
and by vote of tho Board of Aldermen, 
approved by the Mayor, he continued 
in office from year to year.” 

The Board, therefore, knew from 
that statement the statutory require- 
ments. 

I believe that the intent of that 
statute was to permit the Chief of Po- 
lice to he continued in office, if the 
Mayor wanted him, the Chief being 
willing to serve, and a majority of the 
Board of Aldermen so voted. The 
statute says: 

"At his request” hut makes no re- 
quirement that the request he in writ- 
ing. There are two ways of reading 
this statute. Does the statute mean 
that the Chief’s request must he ap- 
proved by the Mayor or that the vote 
of the Board of Aldermen must he ap- 
proved by the Mayor? If the intent 
of the statute is as I have stated 
it to he, then it means that the Mayor, 
in approving the request, has done all 
that lie needs to do. I think as a mat- 
ter of construction of the English of 
tho statute it means the Mayor’s ap-' 
proval of the request. If it does not 
mean that, why the two commas, one 
after the word “request” and the fol- 
lowing comma after the words “Board 
of Aldermen"? if the statute means 
that the vote must be approved by 
the Mayor and It comes under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 39, Section 4 of the 
General Laws, the vote of last year 
was not approved by the Mayor with- 
in the time fixed by statute, in which 
event "such ordinance, order, resolu- 
tion or vote shall he in force if not 
returned by the Mayor within ten 
days after it has been presented to 
him." If this vote does not come 
within the provisions of Chapter 39, 
Section 4, then there is no require- 
ment as to when the Mayor should ap- 
prove and he has today affixed his 
signature to that vote nunc pro tunc. 

I am told by the Mayor nnd by 
Chief Burke that prior to the Mayor’s 
written communication to the Board 
last year, the Chief did orally request 
of tlje Mayor his continuance in office. 
The records of the Board disclose 
tin* Mayor’s written npproval of that 
request in tho document requesting 
the Board of Aldermen to vote his 
: continuance in office. Tho Mayor tolls 
me that I lie vote was not presented 
»o him last year by tho Clerk: I us- 
Kum<- because the Clerk believed that 
the vote did not require the Mayor’s 
approval in view of the Mayor’s re- 
quest for the vote. It huvlng boon 
brought to the Mayor’s attention that 
he had imt approved tho vote, ho has 
• oil.ty publicly approved tho vote in 
writing nunc pro tunc. I conclude, 
t herefore, as follows: 
j 1. The Chief’s request need not ho 
in writing and can be made either 
to tho Mayor or tho Board of 
Aldermen; that ifce Chief did 
actiiully request the Mayor in 
1920 to continue him in office; 


that the Mayor did approve that 
request and that the Board voted 
the continuation; that if tho 
statute means tlmt tho Mayor 
should npprove the request nnd 
not the vote, the Chief Is, at tho 
present time, legally tho In- 
cumbent of the office. 

2. If tho vote had to he presented 
to tho Mayor nnd was presented 
nnd wns not approved In writing 
or returned by him within ten 
days, the vote stands approved 
under General Laws, Chapter 39, 
Section 4. 

3. ‘If the special statute Is not gov- 

erned by Section 4 of Chapter 
39, then I advise you that tho 
Mayor hns actually approved the 
vote nunc pro tunc and no given 
time being required by tho 
statute. Chief Burke Is legally 
In office under that view. 

4. In the absence of a plain nnd 
obvious Illegality In tills situa- 
tion nnd In the absence of any 
Court decision to the contrary 
and my personal belief that the 
Chief is legally In office, I must 
so advise you for the Board of 
Aldermen anil Mr. White ns 
Comptroller. 

Yours truly, 

(Signed) Joseph W. Bartlett. 

Alderman Heathcote continued by 
quoting from records In the Comptrol- 
ler of Accounts office to show that 
former policemen Henry Marrlner and 
John Davis ceased to be regarded as 
active members of the police depart- 
ment not on their 65th birthdays, but 
at midnight of tho day preceding. Re- 
ferring to the fact that Chief Burke’s 
birthday falls on June 22nd, tho Ward 
4 alderman argued that he, like the 
other policemen ended his tenure of 
office at midnight on June 21. Mr. 
Heathcote said, “He is not Chief to- 
day. We have no power to pay him 
for today. He asked City Solicitor 
Bartlett, "Is there any question about 
the attested copy of the letter I read, 
and which I will show you?” Mr. Bart- 
lett replied that inasmuch as Mr. 
Heathcote asserted the letter read was 
an attested copy, he would not regard 
it necessary to have it shown to him. 
Whereupon, the Ward 4 alderman took 
the attested copy to City Clerk Grant’s 
desk to obtain that official’s acknowl- 
edgement of Its genuineness. Mr. 
Heathcote commented, “According to 
the ruling of the City Solicitor, there 
Is no Chief of Police at the present 
time." He inquired of City Solicitor 
Bartlett, "Is there any question as to 
the facts stated in your letter?” The 
City Solicitor replied that there was 
no question regarding the facts stated 
in the letter as to the facts at the 
time when the letter was written. 

Mr. Heathcote next asked the City 
Solicitor, “Would you rule there is no 
Chief of Police at the present time?” 
Mr. Bartlett answered, "No Sir.” 

A vote was then taken on the mat- 
ter of reconsidering the vote passed 
by the Aldermen at the June 20 meet- 
ing whereby Chief Burke was nap- 
pointed for another year. The Board 
voted not to reconsider. Alderman 
Heathcote continued to assert, “He is 
out." Alderman Gallagher agreed 
with him. But the Chief continues to 
function as the head of the Newton 
Police Department.
